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CONSTITUTION 

OP THE RIGHT WORTHY 

GRAND LODGE OP THE UNITED STATES. 


Whereas it has been found expedient, and of great Preamble, 
importance to mankind, to perpetuate those institutions 
which confer on them great and essential benefit. 

Therefore, the Grand Lodge of the United States 
of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, for 
the more effectual purpose of binding each other in the 
bond of one common Union, by which we will be enabled 
to insure a co-operation of action, and of providing for 
the best interest of our beloved Order, based, as it is, 
upon the permanent principles of Universal Benevo- 
lence, Friendship, and Philanthropy, and to seeure 
unto ourselves and posterity more effectually the bless- 
ings which are to be derived from so valuable and ben- 
eficial an institution, do ordain and establish the fol- 
lowing as the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of 
the United States, of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows.

ARTICLE I. 

This Lodge shall be known by the name, style, and style, title, and 
title of the “Grand Lodge of the Independent Order ^ uri * dlction 
of Odd Fellows of the United States of America,” 
and possesses original and exclusive jurisdiction in 
Odd Fellowship, over the territories comprising the 
Federal Government of the United States. It is the 
source of all true and legitimate authority in Odd Fel- 
lowship in the United States of America. All State, 
district, and territorial Grand Lodges and Encamp- 
ments assemble under its warrant, and derive their 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE GRAND LODGE 


General powers. Authority from it. With it is placed the power to 
enact such laws and regulations as shall be for the 
good of the Order in general. It is the ultimate tribu- 
nal to which all matters of general importance to the 
State, district, and territorial Grand Lodges and Grand 
Encampments are to be referred, and its decisions 
thereon shall be final and conclusive, — and with the 
consent of the Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment of 
a State, district, or territory, may receive an appeal of 
a Subordinate Lodge or Encampment, from the de- 
cision of its Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment. 
Such consent, however, not being necessary in a case 
when an expelled Lodge or Encampment, after having 
delivered up its effects, appeals from the decision of its 
Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment. To it belongs 
the power to regulate and control the work of the 
Order, and the several degrees belonging thereto; to 
fix and determine the customs and usages, in regard 
to all things which concern Odd Fellowship. This 

inherent pow- Grand Lodge has inherent power to establish Lodges 
and Encampments in foreign countries where no Grand 
Lodge or Grand Encampment exists. Such Lodges 
and Encampments shall work by virtue of a warrant 
granted by this Grand Lodge. 

ARTICLE II. 

Membership. The members of this Grand Lodge shall be, the 
Grand Sire, Deputy Grand Sire, Grand Recording 
Secretary, Grand Corresponding Secretary, Grand 
Treasurer, Grand Marshal, Grand Guardian, Grand 
Chaplain, and the Representatives from State, district, 
or territorial Grand Lodges and Grand Encampments, 
acting under legal, unreclaimed warrants granted by 
this Grand Lodge. 


ARTICLE III. 

Officer! elective. The elective officers shall be, Most Worthy Grand 
Sire, Right Worthy Deputy Grand Sire, Grand Re- 
cording Secretary, Grand Corresponding Secretary, 
and Grand Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected 
biennially, at the stated meetings of this Grand Lodge, 
in September, except the Grand Corresponding Secre- 
tary, who shall be elected during the pleasure of this 
When installed.

ARTICLE XIII. 

In case of death, resignation, disqualification, or 
refusal of the Grand Sire to serve, the duties of the 
office shall be performed by the R. W. Deputy Grand 
Sire until the next stated meeting of the Grand Lodge, 
when an election shall be had for Grand Sire. And in 
case of the death, resignation, disqualification, or re- 
fusal to serve of any elective or appointed officer, the 
Grand Sire shall appoint some qualified brother to 
perform the duties until the next stated meeting, when 
an election or appointment, as the case may require, 
shall be had. 


ARTICLE XIV. 

Each Grand Lodge and each Grand Encampment, 
working under an unreclaimed warrant granted by the 
Grand Lodge of the United States, may by its Repre- 
sentative, nominate a candidate for the office of Grand 
Sire, and also a candidate for the office of Deputy 
Grand Sire. The candidate thus nominated must be a 
Past Grand Master, who shall have received the R. P. 
Degree, and be a contributing member of a Subordi- 
nate Lodge, — a majority of all the votes given shall be 
necessary to elect a Grand Sire, or Deputy Grand Sire. 

ARTICLE XV. 

A majority of Representatives of the several Grand 
Lodges and Grand Encampments shall be necessary to 
form a quorum for the transaction of business. All 
questions shall be decided by a majority of the votes 
given. 


ARTICLE XVI. 

By-Laws, in conformity with this Constitution, may 
be made, which shall not be altered or amended, un- 
less such amendment be made at a stateti meeting, and 
be assented to by two-thirds of the votes given. 

ARTICLE XVII. 

Any alteration or amendment of this Constitution 
must be offered to this Grand Lodge, in writing, at a 
stated meeting thereof, and, if seconded, it shall be 
entered on the minutes : at the next stated meeting the 
amendments may be considered, and if agreed to by 
two-thirds of the votes given, shall become a part of 
the Constitution.

All En- 
campments receiving a warrant from this Grand Lodge 
shall be opened by the Grand Sire, or by a qualified 
Patriarch, who shall deliver to such Encampment the 
warrant and charge books, and such instructions as 
may be necessary. Such Encampment shall be visit- 
ed, at least once a year, by the Grand Sire, District 
Deputy Grand Sire, or by some Patriarch deputized 
by him for that purpose.

No brother can be admitted to visit, or 
deposite his card in a Lodge or Encampment out of pJHiJSra. or 
the State, District or Territory where he resides, 
unless he present a card or certificate under the 
signature of the officers and seal of the Lodge of 
which he is a member, and endorsed with his name, in 
his own proper hand writing, and prove himself in the 
travelling P. W. and in the Degree in which the 
Lodge is open. Provided , nevertheless , a brother may proviso, 
always visit if introduced by a Grand Representative, 
or other elective officer of the Grand Lodge under 
whose jurisdiction he wishes to visit. 

Art. 18. At each Annual Session the Grand Sireof District De- 
shall appoint in each State, District or Territory, in ^Seirdutiw! 
which there are not a Grand Lodge or Grand En- 
campment, an officer to be styled “ District Deputy 
Grand Sire, ” whose duty it shall be to act as the spe- 
cial agent of this Grand Lodge, in relation to the mat- 
ters herein specified, viz. : 

1. To act for the Grand Sire and by his direction 
to perform whatever may have been ordered to be 
done by the G. L. of U. S. in the particular District 
for which the D. D. G. Sire may be appointed. 

2. To act as the Representative of this Grand 
Lodge and perform all such matters relating to the 
Order in his District as the Grand Sire shall direct. 

3. To obey all special instructions of the Grand 
Sire in relation to any thing which that officer is re- 
quired to do for the good of the Order. 

4. To act as the agent of the Grand Secretary and 
obey the special directions of that officer. 

5. To have a general supervision over all Subordi- 
nate Lodges and Encampments which work under 
charters granted by the Grand Lodge of United States. 

6. To make Semi-annual reports of his actings and 
doings to the Grand Sire. 

7. D. D. G. Sires shall in no case interfere, as offi- 
cers of this Grand Lodge, with the State Grand 
Lodges or Encampments. 

8. To qualify a brother for the appointment of D. 

D. G. Sire, he must be a regular contributing member

Encampments under this jurisdiction, may at all times 
open and close their regular meetings with prayer. 

Art. 25. The regalia of the Order shall be as fol- ** 

lows, to wit: — Aprons and collars of Subordinate Lodge*. 11 " * 
Lodges shall be white, trimmed with the emblematic 
i color of the degree intended to be represented, i. e., 
first degree, white ; second degree, pink ; third de- 
gree, blue ; fourth degree, green ; fifth degree, scar- 
let ; rosettes of the appropriate colors can be worn on 
the collars. The Noble Grand shall wear a scarlet 
collar ; Vice Grand, blue collar ; Secretary, green 
collar ; Treasurer, green collar ; each of which 
trimmed with white or silver. Supporters of N. G., 
scarlet sashes ; of the V. G., blue sashes ; Warden 
and Conductor, black sashes ; Scene Supporters, 
white sashes ; Chaplain, white sash. The aprons of 
the elective and appointed officers shall be white, 
trimmed with the color of the collar or sash indicated 
for the office. 

Past Grands shall wear scarlet collars or sashes, For Grand 
and aprons either white, trimmed with scarlet, or Lodges ' 
scarlet, trimmed with white. The aprons and collars 
or sashes of Past Grands may be trimmed with silver 
lace or fringe, and those having attained to the R. P.

GrLdlodge. shall take the chair and organize the meeting by direct- 
ing the Grand Recording Secretary to call the names of 
the officers of this Grand Lodge. After which, the 
Secretary shall make report of the number of Repre- 
sentatives present. When, if a quorum be present, 
the Grand Sire shall call on the Grand Chaplain to 
address the Supreme Ruler of the Universe in prayer.

Grand Lodges. Art. 29. State Grand Lodges are prohibited from 
gr r ee! d not d to d be conferring the Grand Lodge Degree fora pecuniary 
conferred except consideration, with a view to increasing their revenue, 
»or service. or f or aQ y ot j ier consideration except the regular per- 
formance of the duties of the Noble Grand’s Chair — 
the said degree having been designed as a reward for 
faithful service in the Subordinate Lodges, and cannot 
legitimately be reached by any other means. 

Prohibition from Art. 30. State Grand Lodges and Grand Encamp- 
ioM^from dll" roents shall provide laws to protect their brethren in 
taut States. adjoining or distant states, by prohibiting the subordi- 
nates under their jurisdiction from initiating persons 
at places remote from their permanent residence, 
while Lodges and Encampments are known to be 
located in their immediate neighborhood. 

Members eoti- Art. 31. Past Officers of every description, and 
gaita according members in possession ot the Encampment degrees, 
to rank. and a ]j other members of the Order, when visiting 
Grand or Subordinate Lodges under this jurisdiction, 
are entitled to wear the regalia and jewels pertaining 
to the highest degrees which they may have taken, if 
they think proper to appear in such regalia. 

Design of the Art. 32. The A. T. P. W. is designed for the use 
Pass Word. 0 f brethren who are travelling beyond the limits of 
the jurisdiction to which they belong : and in order 
that each brother may be properly instructed in it, 
and visiting brethren from other jurisdictions pro- 
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perly examined, the two highest elective officers of a 
Lodge, and the C. P. and S. W. of an Encampment 
are to be privately put in possession of the word at 
the time of their installation, that they may be quali- 
fied either to confer or receive it. The Grand Master 
and Grand Patriarch of a State, and their regular De- 
puties, should of course also be in possession of it. 

Art. 33. Any alterations or amendments to these °f amendment!. 
By-Laws must be proposed in writing, at a regular 
annual communication, and may be considered and 
acted upon the same session, but not on the day they 
are offered. 

Art. 34. All former laws and regulations i neon- Repealing ciau«e. 
sistent with the provisions of these general laws are 
hereby repealed. 
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RULES OF ORDER. 


1. The Presiding Officer having taken the Chair, the officers 
and members shall take their respective seats, and at the sound of 
the gavil there shall be a general silence. 

2. The business shall be taken up in the following order : — The 
Grand Lodge shall be opened as directed by the Constitution and 
By-Laws. 

3. The Grand Recording Secretary will report on certificates of 
Representatives, which shall be referred to a Committee. 

4. The Minutes of the last annual and intervening meetings 
shall be read and passed upon. 

5. The Grand Sire shall then appoint the following Committees, 
each to consist of three members, viz: — Committee on the State of 
the Order ; Committee on Petitions ; Committee on Finance ; 
Committee on Returns and Reports of Grand Lodges and Grand 
Encampments, and Subordinate Lodges and Encampments ; Com- 
mittee of Correspondence. 

6. The Grand Sire shall also appoint a Committee, consisting 
of three members, whose duty it shall be to take in charge, and 
prepare for the action of the Grand Lodge, all business apper- 
taining to State Grand Lodges or Grand Encampments, which 
shall not be represented by the personal attendance of delegates. 

7. Report of Grand Sire as to his acts and doings during the 
recess of this Grand Lodge. Of which report, the Grand Sire be 
authorized to have two hundred copies printed, provided the work 
can be done in time to place the copies on the tables of members, 
at the proper time for laying that annual document before this 
body, but not otherwise. 

8. Annual reports of the Grand Corresponding Secretary and 
Grand Treasurer, in which the latter officer shall submit a state- 
ment of all the receipts and expenditures, on account of his office, 
during the year, designating in detail the sources from whence 
the moneys are received, and the objects for which they are ex- 
pended ; both of which reports may be printed, either together or 
separately, as may be most convenient, in the same manner as is 
above provided, for the anifual report of the Grand Sire — it not 
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being intended, however, that the presentation of either of these 
reports shall be delayed, in order to have them printed. 

9. Petitions presented, read and referred. 

10. Other communications presented and read. 

11. The above order of business may be dispensed with at the 
discretion of the Lodge. 

12. Election and Installation of officers for the ensuing term 
shall take place on the second day of the session. 

13. During the sitting of the Grand Lodge, each Representative 
or visiter, on entering or leaving the Lodge, shall address the 
Presiding Officer with the sign of the R. P. Degree. 

14. No motion shall be subject to debate until it shall have been 
seconded and stated by the Chair — it shall be reduced to writing at 
the request of any member. 

15. When a question is before the Grand Lodge, no motion 
shall be received, unless it be to adjourn, to refer, the previous 
question, to lay on the table, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone 
to a certain time, or to amend , and the motions just enumerated 
shall take precedence in the order of enumeration. The first four 
shall be decided without debate. 

16. On a call of the Representatives of three states, districts or 
territories, a majority of the Lodge may demand that the previous 
question shall be put, which shall always be in this form : “ Shall 
the main question be now put ?” and until it be decided, shall pre- 
clude all amendments and all further debate. 

17. When the reading of any paper or other matter is called for, 
and the same is objected to by any member, it shall be determined 
by vote of the Lodge, without debate. 

18. Before putting a question, the Presiding Officer shall ask, 
“Is the Lodge ready for the question?” If no member rise to 
speak, and a majority of the Lodge are ready for the question, he 
shall rise and put it. While the Presiding Officer is putting a 
question, or addressing the Lodge, none shall walk out of, or 
across the room, nor entertain private discourse ; and after he 
shall have risen to put it, no member shall speak upon it. 

19. The Presiding Officer, or any member doubting the decision 
of a question, may call for a division of the Lodge. 

20. No member shall be permitted to speak or vote, unless 
clothed in regalia, according to his rank and station, and occupying 
his place at the seat designated for his state. 

21. In the election of officers, the Grand Sire shall put the 
question of the nomination of Grand Sire, and the election shall 
proceed before the nomination of Deputy Grand Sire, and so with 
the other officers. During the progress of a ballot for an officer, 
no motion can be entertained, or debate or explanation permitted. 
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22. Every officer and member shall be designated by his proper 
title or office, according to his standing in the Order. 

23. Every member, when he speaks or offers a motion shall rise 
and respectfully address the presiding officer ; and while speaking 
he shall confine himself to the question in debate, avoiding all 
personalities and indecorous language, as well as all reflections 
upon the Lodge, or any of its members. 

24. Should two members rise to speak at the same time, the 
Chair shall decide which is entitled to the floor. And no member 
shall interrupt or disturb another while speaking, unless to call him 
to order for words spoken. 

25. If a member, while speaking, shall be called to order, he 
shall, at the request of the Chair, take his seat until the question 
of order is determined, when, if permitted, he may proceed again. 

26/ The decisions of the Chair, on points of order, may be ap- 
pealed from by any member, and in such cases the question shall 
be, “Shall the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Lodge ?” 

27. No member shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion, until all the members wishing to speak have had an opportu- 
nity to do so. 

28. When any petition, memorial or communication is presented, 
a brief statement of its contents shall be made by the introducer 
or the Chair. And after it has been read, a brief notice of its pur- 
port shall be entered upon the journal. 

29. When a blank is to be filled, the question shall be taken 
first upon the highest sum or number, and the longest or latest 
time proposed. 

30. Any member may call for a division of a question when the 
sense will admit. 

31. When one-fifth of the members rise in favor of taking a 
question by Yeas and Nays, they shall be ordered and recorded. 

32. The vote by States may be called on any question, if re- 
quired by two States. 

33. All Committees shall be appointed by the Chair, unless 
otherwise ordered. 

34. Any member who voted with the majority may call for the 
re-consideration of a vote, at the same session in which it was 
passed. And if sustained by a majority of all the votes, the re- 
consideration shall be carried. 

35. No matter shall be considered at each morning session of 
the Grand Lodge until all reports of Committees are gone through 

* with ; and the Grand Sire shall call for the reports of Committees 
in the order of their appointment. 
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CONSTITUTION 


OF THE RIGHT WORTHY 

GRAND LODGE OF THE STATE OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


ARTICLE I. 

OF THE GRAND LODGE. 

First Section. — Style and Title. 

The Right Worthy Grand Lodge shall be known by the name, 
style and title of “The Grand Lodge of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows of the State of Massachusetts,” 
and shall be composed only of the Past Grand Masters, Officers 
formally installed, and the Representatives of Lodges regularly 
chosen, and duly admitted, as required by this Constitution. 

Second Section . — Powers. 

The Grand Lodge has exclusive jurisdiction over its Subor- 
dinates within the State of Massachusetts ; and is the Supreme 
Tribunal of the Order in its jurisdiction. No Lodge can be 
formed, or continue to exist, without its sanction. It possesses 
the sole right and power of granting Charters ; — of suspending or 
taking away Charters at pleasure, for proper cause ; — of receiving 
appeals, and redressing grievances arising in Lodges ; — of origin- 
ating and regulating the means of its own support ; — and of doing 
all such other acts as are promotive of the interests of the Order, 
or that appertain to it by ancient usage or custom, and not in vio- 
lation of the laws of the land. 


ARTICLE II. 

OF MEMBERS. 

First Section. — Qualification for Membership. 

Clause 1. — The members of the Grand Lodge shall be Past 
Grand Masters, and Past Grands who have been duly and regularly 
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elected as Representatives of Lodges, in conformity with this Con- 
stitution, who shall receive the Grand Lodge Degree before taking 
their seats as members. 

Clause 2. — Upon the election of any member of the Grand 
Lodge to any elective office, his seat as Representative shall be 
vacated, and the Subordinate Lodge which he represents shall fill 
the vacancy by a new election. 

Clause 3. — Every Subordinate Lodge shall be entitled to one 
Representative in the Grand Lodge. Every Lodge having one 
hundred members shall be entitled to two Representatives, and one 
Representative additional for every one hundred members ; Pro- 
vided, That every Past Grand, on the Certificate of his Lod^e, 
shall be entitled to receive his degrees and attend the Sessions of 
the Grand Lodge. 

Second Section. — Election of Members. 

Clause 1. — Each Subordinate shall, at the last meeting in June, 
annually, elect by ballot, from among the Past Grands, who are in 
good standing, such number of them as the Lodge is entitled to, to 
serve as Representatives for one year from the first Wednesday of 
the ensuing August. 

Clause 2. — Subordinates may at any time elect from among their 
qualified members such additional Representatives, as they may be 
entitled to, to serve until the next annual election ; but such elec- 
tion shall not be had until the regular meeting aftei* that on which 
the nomination shall have been made. 

Clause 3. — Subordinate Lodges not having a qualified Past 
Grand to serve as Representative, may choose in the same manner, 
and for the same term, or for a less term, any qualified Past Grand 
of another Lodge, as a Proxy Representative, who shall be invested 
with full powers as a Representative of the Subordinate so choos- 
ing, for the time being. 

Clause 4. — No member shall act as Representative and Proxy 
Representative at the same time ; nor shall any act as Proxy for 
more than one Subordinate at the same time. 

Third Section . — Expulsions . 

Any member being guilty of conduct in derogation of the char- 
acter of the Order, in or out of the Grand Lodge, on being regu- 
larly convicted, shall be expelled from his seat as Representative, 
and prevented from visiting this body. But should he be again 
elected to membership, he shall not be liable to the previously had 
action of the Grand Lodge — or to new action for the same offence. 
The mode of Trial in the Grand Lodge shall be the same as in 
Subordinates. 
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, ARTICLE III. 

OF OFFICERS. 

First Section . — Officers and Mode of Selection. 

Clause 1. — The Elective Officers of this Grand Lodge shall be. 

1st. Most Worthy Grand Master. 

2d. Right Worthy Deputy Grand Master. 

3d. Right Worthy Grand Warden. 

4th. Right Worthy Grand Secretary. 

5th. Right Worthy Grand Treasurer. 

6th. Right Worthy Grand Chaplain. 

7th. Right Worthy Grand Representatives to the Grand 
Lodge of the United States, who shall be elected by ballot, annually 
at the session in August. 

Clause 2. — The Appointed Officers shall consist of 

8th. Worthy Grand Marshal. 

9th. Worthy Grand Conductor. 

10th. Worthy Grand Guardian, and a Worthy Distriot 
Deputy Grand Master for each District ; who shall be appointed 
annually by the Most Worthy Grand Master, by and with the 
approbation of the Grand Lodge. 

Second Section . — Duty of Officers. 

Clause 1. — The Most Worthy Grand Master shall preside at all 
meetings of the Grand Lodge ; — he shall preserve order, and may 
enforce it by fine ; all questions of order, however, shall be subject 
to appeal from his decision to the Grand Lodge ; he shall appoint 
all Grand Officers pro tern., and all committees, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Grand Lodge ; — he shall give the casting vote in 
all cases when the Grand Lodge is equally divided, except when 
the vote is taken by Representation, and at the election of Officers 
he shall appoint all Grand Officers, whose appointment is not 
otherwise provided for ; — he may order Special Sessions of the 
Grand Lodge whenever the good of the Order may appear to 
require it ; and shall call a Special Session on the written request 
of seven members. After any sum of money may have been voted, 
he shall order the Grand Treasurer to pay the same he, or any 
of his deputies, may grant dispensations, on the application of a 
Lodge, to confer Degrees on a member without Delay — he shall, 
in person, or by deputy, confer all official Degrees ; and when 
officially visiting the Subordinates, shall be received with the 
honors of the Order. 

Clause 2. — The Right Worthy Deputy Grand Master shall sup- 
port the Most Worthy Grand Master in presiding, and, in his 
absence, shall fill the Chair for him. In the event of the resigna- 
tion, death or removal from office of the Grand Master, he shall 
become, ex-officio , Grand Master, until the next Regular Session 
thereafter. 
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Clause 3. — The Right Worthy Grand Warden shall assist the 
Grand Master in conducting the business of the Grand Lodge ; — 
he shall, under the Grand Master, have special charge of the 
door ; — and, in the absence of the Grand Master, and Deputy 
Grand Master, he shall preside. 

Clause 4. — The Right Worthy Grand Secretary shall make a 
just and true record of the proceedings of the Grand Lodge at 
every meeting, and transmit, immediately after the closing of the 
Regular sessions, quarterly, to the Subordinates, printed copies 
thereof ; — he shall keep the accounts between the Grand Lodge 
and its Subordinates, receive all moneys coming to the Grand 
Lodge therefrom, and pay it over to the Grand Treasurer immedi- 
ately; — he shall notify each of the Subordinates of all Special 
Sessions ; — he shall provide all stationery for the use of the Grand 
Lodge, and superintend such printing as the Grand Lodge may 
direct ; — he shall be, ex-officio , Chairman of the Committee on 
Elections and Returns ; — it shall be his duty to keep his office 
open six regular and suitable hours, daily, for the transaction of 
business ;— and he shall receive and deliver at the office of the 
Grand Lodge all commmnications left there for the Subordinates ; 
— and he shall execute to the G. M., D. G. M., and G. W., in 
trust, a bond, to be approved by them, for the faithful perform- 
ance of his trust : — and for the faithful performance of his duties, 
he shall be entitled to a salary of Seven Hundred Dollars per 
annum, payable quarterly. 

Clause 5. — The Right Worthy Grand Treasurer shall receive 
and take charge of the funds of the Grand Lodge ; — he shall pay 
all orders drawn on him by the Grand Master, attested by the 
Grand Secretary; — he shall make such investment of the funds as 
the Grand Lodge may direct ; — he shall keep the accounts in a fair 
and legible manner ; — exhibiting the sources and amounts of 
receipts, and to whom paid ; — the purposes and amounts of dis- 
bursements ; he shall have his accounts closed at every Regular 
Session, and submit them to the Grand Lodge. He shall transmit, 
by the Grand Secretary, quarterly, to the Subordinates, an exhibit 
of his accounts : — and he shall execute to the G. M., D. G. M., 
and G. W., in trust, a bond, to be approved by them, for the 
faithful performance of his trust. 

Clause 6. — The Right Worthy Grand Chaplain shall attend the 
Sessions of the Grand Lodge, and open and close the same with 
prayer. 

Clause 7. — The Right Worthy Grand Representatives shall 
attend the meetings of the Grand Lodge of the United States, and 
faithfully represent the interests of this Grand Lodge. They shall 
be furnished with certificates of election in the form required by 
Article X. of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of the United 
States. The necessary expenses of the Grand Representatives 
shall be paid by this Grand Lodge. 
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Clause 8. — The Worthy Grand Marshal shall assist the R. W. 
Deputy Grand Master in supporting the M. W. Grand Master in 
the Grand Lodge ; — he shall attend the Grand Master in his official 
visits to the Subordinates, when requested so to do by that officer; 
issue his proclamations when necessary, and obey his commands. 

Clause 9. — The Worthy Grand Conductor shall assist in the 
ceremonies of the Grand Lodge, and in preserving order therein. 

Clause 10. — The Worthy Grand Guardian shall attend at the 
outward door of the Grand Lodge, and allow none to enter or 
depart without the consent of the R. W. Grand Warden. 

Clause 11. — The Worthy District Deputy Grand Masters shall 
be the organs of the Grand Master with the Subordinates in the 
respective Districts ; — they shall each have power to grant dis- 
pensations to Lodges in his District, for conferring degrees in less 
time than may be otherwise permitted, when circumstances require 
it ; and it shall be their duty to see that the work of the Order is 
performed uniformly ; — to confer official degrees on Past Officers, 
to whom they may have been voted by their Lodge ; — to install the 
Officers of the Lodges under their charge, or cause it to be done 
by qualified Past Grands. They shall visit all Lodges in their 
jurisdiction at least once a term, and see that the work is done 
correctly ; — and report quarterly to the Grand Master, in writing. 
The Grand Master shall lay the Reports before the Grand Lodge, 
at the next quarterly meeting. 

Clause 12. — All Grand Officers shall, in addition to the duties 
specified in this Constitution, perform such others as the Grand 
Lodge may require. 

Third Section. — Qualifications for Office . 

Any brother having received the Grand Lodge Degree, shall be 
eligible for any Grand Office, except for Grand Master or Grand 
Representative, for which he shall not be eligible unless he has 
attained the R. P. Degree ; — and no brother shall be eligible to 
two elective offices at the same time. 

Fourth Section. — J Mode of Election. 

Clause 1. — On the day of election each Representative shall 
deposit a ballot for a candidate for the office to be filled ; — the 
ballots shall then be counted, and the three brothers having the 
highest number of ballots shall be the candidates. 

Clause 2.— All Elective Grand Officers shall be chosen separ- 
ately, by a majority of the valid votes given. If neither candidate 
has such a majority, the balloting shall be continued, but the can- 
didate having the lowest number of votes shall be withdrawn from 
the nomination at each succeeding ballot. 
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Clause 3. — In balloting, the Grand Secretary shall call the roll, 
beginning with Past Grand Masters by seniority, Elective Officers 
in rotation, Lodge No. 1, and continue in the order of Lodges 
successively. Each Representative shall deposit his votes when 
the name of his Lodge is called ; and, should there he more ballots 
than voters, the balloting shall be void, and a new one shall be had. 

Fifth Section .* — Installation . 

Clatuie 1.* — The Grand Officers shall be installed during the 
Regular Session, at such time as the Grand Lodge may determine. 
The present Grand Master, or any past Grand Master, or the 
senior member present, shall install the Grand Master, who shall 
install the other Grand Officers. 

Clause 2. — All Grand Officers shall be installed to serve until 
the next Annual Session, and to the Installation of their successors. 

Sixth Section . — Removal . 

Clause 1. — Any Grand Officer may be removed from his office, 
for conduct unworthy of his standing in the Order, or for inattention 
to the duties of his office ; but he shall be entitled to a fair trial, 
atid two-thirds of the votes of the members present shall be 
necessary to removal. 

ClauJse — No Officer shall officiate in the Grand Lodge during 
the time occupied in his trial. Should the Grand Master be under 
charges, a Past Grand Master shall preside while any question 
arising therefrom, shall be under consideration. 

Seventh Section . — Vacancies . 

All vacancies occurring by death, resignation, or removal from 
office, shall be filled in the same manner, and for the residue of the 
term of the former incumbent. 

Eighth Section. — Standing Committees. 

C Iduse 1. — There shall be appointed, at each Annual Session, 
the following Standing Committees, viz. : 

1st. Committee of Elections and Returns. 

2d. Committee of Finance. 

3d. Committee of Correspondence. 

Clauke 2. — The Committee of Elections and Returns shall con- 
sist of the Grand Secretary and two members, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Grand Master who is holding Over, or the incum- 
bent of the Chair at the time of opening the Session ; — and whose 
duty it shall be to examine and report to the Grand Lodge without 
delay, on the regularity of the returns of the Subordinates, and of 
the election and eligibility of members. 

Clause 3. — The Committee of Finance shall consist Of three 
members, who shall be appointed by the Grand Master, with the 
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approval of the Grand Lodge ; whose duty it shall be to examine 
and report on all accounts and claims against the Grand Lodge 
previous to their being passed for payment by the Grand Lodge; 
— to examine the accounts of the Grand Secretary and Treasurer, 
quarterly; — and to suggest such measures of Finance as they may 
deem expedient. 

Clause 4. — The Committee of Correspondence shall consist of 
three members, whose duty it shall be to examine and report on all 
correspondence of the Grand Lodge ; and to suggest any measures 
in the nature of the business of their appointment. 

Clause 5. — Every matter of appeal or grievance from Lodges or 
members of Lodges shall be referred to a special Committee, 
subject to' the challenge, for reasons given, of either party inter- 
ested, whose duty it shall be to investigate fully and report 
thereon such action as may be necessary in the Grand Lodge ; 
and if the report of such Committee be in favor of a new 
trial by a Committee of the Grand Lodge, such committee, 
appointed in pursuance thereof, shall be subject to the challenge 
of either party interested, for cause shown. 


ARTICLE IV. 

OF SESSIONS, ETC. 

First Section . — Sessions . 

Clause 1. — The Grand Lodge shall hold four regular sessions in 
each year, viz. : on the first Thursday of August, November, 
February and May; the first of which shall be distinguished as the 
“Annual Session,” the others as “ Quarterly Sessions,” during 
either of which it shall adjourn from time to time, until the business 
of the session is disposed of. And all Sessions of the Grand Lodge 
shall be held at the City of Boston. 

Clause 2. — At the “Annual Sessions ,” the Subordinates shall 
have their reports, returns, and sums due, presented, as required 
by these Articles ; new members shall be admitted to theiivseats ; 
the Grand Officers be elected ; and all manner of business within 
the power of the Grand Lodge be transacted. 

Clause 3. — At the “ Quarterly Sessions ,” the reports, returns, 
and dues of Subordinates, as required to be delivered by these 
Articles, shall be received and acted on ; — and any other business 
transacted which may come before the Grand Lodge. 

Clause 4. — At “ Special Sessions,” no business shall be trans- 
acted except that for which the Session is called, which shall be 
distinctly stated in the notice to Lodges ; but no business shall be 
acted on at a Special Session to involve the expenditure of money. 

Clause 5. — The Grand Lodge cannot be opened unless there be 
present (and continue in session) seven members.

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Second Section . — Working Degrees. 

The Grand Lodge shall be opened in the Grand Lodge Degree 
at all times when engaged in any business of the Order, except the 
installing of the Grand Officers, when, by resolution, it may be 
opened in the Scarlet Degree, during that ceremony, to admit 
brothers of that rank in the Order. 

Third Section . — Votes. 

Clause 1 . — All questions before the Grand Lodge, except that of 
removal from office, shall be determined by a majority of the votes 
given by the members present ; unless when the Representations of 
two Subordinates require the vote to be taken by Representations; 
in which case it shall be determined by the majority of Represen- 
tations of Lodges present ; provided, however, that no election of 
Grand Officers shall take place by Representations in any case. 

Clause 2. — When a vote by Representation of Lodges is ordered, 
each Lodge shall be entitled to one vote , and every Lodge which 
has duly reported to the Grand Lodge at the Annua] Session one 
hundred members, or more, in full membership, shall be entitled to 
one additional vote. A majority of the Representatives present 
from any Lodge shall declare the vote of said Lodge through one 
of the Representatives. If the Representatives be divided equally, 
the Lodge shall be deemed as not giving a vote. The Ayes and 
Nays shall be recorded when the vote is taken by Representations. 


ARTICLE V. 

First Section. — Of Subordinate Lodges. 

Clause 1. — On the written application of five brothers of the 
Order, having attained the scarlet degree at least three months, 
praying for a Charter to open a Lodge, the Grand Lodge may 
grant the same at the Regular Sessions only ; and all petitions for 
new Lodges shall be referred to a special committee of three, who 
shall consider and report to the Grand Lodge the merits of the 
application ; — and, on the payment of Thirty Dollars therefor, 
such Lodge shall receive its Charter, and the necessary Charges, 
Lectures and Instructions from the M. W. Grand Master, or the 
W. D. D. Grand Master of the District in which it may be located, 
or by a Past Grand specially deputed, whose necessary expenses, 
if any, shall be borne by the Grand Lodge. Provided that no new 
Charter shall be granted for a Subordinate Lodge in the City of 
Boston, unless petitioned for by at least thirty members in good 
standing. 

Clause 2. — At the end of each term, all Lodges shall report to 
the Grand Lodge at the succeeding regular Session, the names of 
those initiated — admitted by card — rejected — withdrawn by card— 
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suspended or expelled, and the cause thereof — reinstated and 
deceased ; together with the number of Degrees conferred — the 
whole number iu membership — the amount of receipts — and the 
result of the election of officers, accompanied by whatever amount 
may be due to the Grand Lodge. 

Clame 3. — At the Annual Session, each Lodge shall report, in 
addition, up to the first day of July, annually, a full return of 
members, ranked according to Degrees taken : and a statement of 
the number of brothers who have received benefits or donations, 
specifying the several amounts so applied — widowed families 
relieved, and brothers buried — and the amount of moneys applied 
to each of these purposes, designating the amount paid for educa- 
tion of orphans. 

Clause 4. — No Lodge shall admit a proposition for, or initiate 
any person, unless he is twenty-one years of age. 

Second Section. — Dues . 

Each Subordinate shall pay to the Grand Lodge quarterly, as 
dueB,Jifty cents on all initiations and deposit of Cards, and ten cents 
on each degree conferred. And it is expressly provided that the 
Grand Lodge shall not have claim on any sums received as interest 
on investments, or as funeral or education tax, or special donations; 
and in case the funds of the Grand Lodge shall fail, the deficiency 
shall be made up by assessments on the Subordinates. 

Third Section. — Districts . 

The Grand Lodge shall, as occasion may require, arrange the 
Subordinates into convenient Districts, for the more advantageous 
administration of the superintending powers of the Grand Master ; 
and to define the extent over which the W. D. D. Grand Masters 
exercise their functions. 


ARTICLE VI. 

OF AMENDMENTS. 

First Section. — Constitution. 

No alteration or amendment shall be made to this Constitution 
except at the Annual Session, and unless the same has been proposed 
in writing and seconded, at a previous Regular Session, in which case 
it may be passed by the votes of three-fourths of the members present. 

Second Section. — By-Laws, fyc. 

The Grand Lodge may adopt, or amend, at any Regular Session, 
such By-Laws and Rules of Order for the governing thereof, as 
two-thirds of the members present shall approve, to take effect 
after the close of the Session, at which they may be adopted : 
provided, such Laws, or Rules, shall not in anywise contravene 
this Constitution, or violate the principles of the Order ; and pro- 
vided, that no amendment shall be adopted unless proposed three 
months before it is acted upon. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE GRAND LODGE 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I. 

OF MEETINGS. 

Section 1. — The R. W. Grand Lodge will convene at the Quar- 
terly Sessions, at 9 o’clock, A. M., and shall adjourn from time to 
time, until the business of the Session is completed, unless other- 
wise ordered, specially, by a vote of the Grand Lodge. 

Section 2. — Within thirty minutes after the time of meeting, the 
presiding Grand Master shall proceed to open the Grand Lodge, 
should there be a quorum present : and at the expiration of that 
time, should there not be a quorum, the members assembled can 
organize informally, and adjourn the meeting until the next day at 
the hour specified in Section First . 

Section 3. — In the absence of the Grand Master, Deputy Grand 
Master, and Grand Warden, the Chair may be taken, pro tern., by 
any member of the Grand Lodge, who may be called to it by a 
majority of the members present. 

Section 4. — The Sessions of the Grand Lodge shall be opened 
and closed with prayer. 


ARTICLE II. 

OF SUBORDINATES. 

Section 1. — Should any Subordinate Lodge fail to hold its meet- 
ings for six months, or to make its returns as required by Article 
V. of the Constitution, for one year, it shall be deemed an extinct 
Lodge, and its Charter forfeited. It shall be the duty of the 
Subordinates to make out their quarterly returns and deliver them 
to the Installing Officer previous to the Installation. 

Section 2. — The funds, properties, &c., of Subordinate Lodges 
having been raised for the purpose of relieving sick and distressed 
brethren, and other charitable uses in the Order, are not liable to 
be divided in any manner, among the members individually, or 
between one Lodge and another that may branch from it ; but shall 
remain for its legitimate purposes the property of the Lodge, so 
long as its Charter is unreclaimed, and five brothers remain in 
good standing in the Lodge. 
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Section 3. — In all cases where a Lodge shall have been suspended 
or expelled, or its Charter shall have been forfeited, the Charter, 
funds, books, properties and effects of all kinds shall revert to the 
Grand Lodge. And it shall be the duty of the last Installed Offi- 
cers of such Lodge, to deliver immediately to the Grand Master, or 
the brother by him deputed to receive them, such funds, and other 
effects, as the Lodge may have claim to. 

Section 4. — Members of a defunct Lodge, who were in good 
standing at the time of its dissolution, as may appear by the 
records of such Lodge, or who may have paid all arrearages then 
due to the Grand Lodge, shall, upon application to the Grand 
Secretary, receive a certificate under the seal of the Grand Lodge, 
to enable them to make application for admission to membership in 
another Lodge. Provided, that no such certificate shall be given 
to a member of a suspended or expelled Lodge, unless ordered by 
special vote of the Grand Lodge. 

Section 5. — Any Lodge or brother who shall be concerned in 
organizing, or who shall give countenance and support, or who 
shall visit any Lodge in the State of Massachusetts, purporting to 
be Odd Fellows, and not possessing a legal, unreclaimed and valid 
Charter, duly granted and presented, or confirmed by this Grand 
Lodge, shall be deemed unworthy of fellowship ; — and such 
brother, upon satisfactory proof, shall be suspended or expelled at 
the option of the Lodge of which he is a member. And any brother 
so suspended or expelled, shall not be reinstated unless the Grand 
Lodge assents thereto. Nor shall any person who has been in 
membership in any spurious or illegal Lodge, be received into any 
regular Lodge without the consent of the Grand Lodge. 

Section 6. — Every Subordinate Lodge shall have a suitable 
Seal, (a proof impression of which shall be deposited with the 
Grand Secretary,) and all its official communications shall be 
sealed therewith. 


Section 7. — No Lodge shall have a public procession without the 
permission of the Grand Lodge, unless to attend the funeral of a 
brother. 


Section 8. — The following shall be the form of a Certificate of a 
member of the Grand Lodge

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Section 9. — Any member of the Order who Bhall have painted 
upon his sign any of the emblems of the Order, or otherwise exhibit 
them on the same, or having them printed or engraved upon his 
business card, or expose them in any public place as a sign, shall, 
(after the Lodge of which he is a member gives him immediate 
notice, and if persisted in,) be suspended or expelled agreeable to 
a vote of the Lodge. 

Section 10. — No Lodge-room of any Subordinate Lodge under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge shall be established, and no 
meetings of any Lodge shall be holden in a tavern or hotel, under 
penalty of forfeiture of their charter. 
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RULES OF ORDER. 


I.— ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

After a quorum of opening shall be ascertained to be present, 
the following shall be the Order of Business, viz. : 

First. — The Grand Master shall request the brethren to clothe 
themselves in proper regalia, and direct the Officers and members 
to take their respective stations, and shall then call up the Grand 
Lodge. 

Second. — While standing, the Grand Chaplain shall address 
the Supreme Ruler of the Universe in prayer. 

Third. — Proclamation shall be made by the Grand Marshal, of 
the opening of the Grand Lodge. 

Fourth. — The minutes of the last Session read, and if no objec- 
tion be made to any part thereof, they shall stand approved without 
vote. 

Fifth. — The Committee of Elections and Returns shall report 
on the eligibility of members. 

Sixth. — New members admitted and instructed. 

Seventh. — The Committee of Elections and Returns shall 
report on the returns from the Subordinates ; and each of the 
returns reported as correct, shall be read. 

Eighth. — Petitions read and referred. 

Ninth. — Communications read. 

Tenth. — Financial accounts read and referred. 

Eleventh. — Appeals read and referred. 

Twelfth. — Reports of Committee of Finance submitted. 

Thirteenth. — Reports of Committee of Correspondence sub- 
mitted. 

Fourteenth. — Reports of Committee of Grievance submitted. 

Fifteenth.— Reports of Special Committees, by seniority, sub- 
mitted. 
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Sixteenth. — Unfinished business acted upon by priority. 

Seventeenth. — New business. 

The reports of the Committee of Elections and Returns are 
privileged to take priority to all other business, until disposed of. 
But the reports of all other Committees, after having been sub- 
mitted, will take their place in order among the unfinished business. 

The order of business, as here arranged, may, at any time, for 
an occasion, be changed or dispensed with, by a special two-third 
vote of the Grand Lodge. 


II. OF DECORUM. 

During the continuance of the meeting the most decorous silence 
must be observed : the Officers and members retaining their 
respective seats, and no one leaving the room without the per- 
mission of the M. W. Grand Master, por entering without the 
consent of the R. W. Grand Warden. 

No member shall speak to another, or otherwise interrupt the 
business of the Grand Lodge, or refuse to obey the Chair. 

Every Officer and member shall be designated in debate, or 
otherwise, by his proper office or title, according to his standing in 
the order. 

No member shall be permitted to vote or speak, unless clothed 
in regalia appropriate to his rank and station. 


III.— OF THE CHAIR. 

The Grand Master, while presiding, shall state every question 
coming before the Grand Lodge, and immediately before putting it 
to vote, shall ask ? “ Is the Grand Lodge ready for the question ? ” 
Should no member rise to speak, and a majority indicate their 
readiness, he shall rise to take the question ; and after he has 
risen, no member shall be permitted to speak upon it. He shall 
pronounce the votes and decisions of the Grand Lodge on all sub- 
jects. His decisions on questions of Order shall be without 
debate, unless entertaining doubts on the point, he invite it. 
And he shall have the privilege of speaking only on such questions 
from the Chair. When his decision has been appealed from, the 
question shall be put thus : — “ Will the Grand Lodge stand by the 
Chair in its decision ? ” 


IV.— OF DEBATE. 

Every member, when he speaks or offers a motion, shall be 
upstanding, and shall respectfully address the Chair, and when he 
has finished, he shall sit down. While speaking, he shall confine 
himself to the question under debate, avoiding all personality and 
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indecorous language, as well as any reflection upon the Grand 
Lodge or its members. 

Should two or more members rise to speak at the same time, the 
Chair shall decide which shall be entitled to the floor. 

No member shall disturb another in his speech, unless to call 
him to order for words spoken. 

If a member, while speaking, shall be called to order, at the 
request of the Chair he shall cease speaking and take his seat 
until the question of order is determined, when, if permitted, he 
may again proceed. 

No member shall speak more than once on the same question, 
until all the members wishing to speak shall have had an opportu- 
nity to do so ; nor more than twice, without permission from the 
Chair. But no member shall have the privilege of speaking more 
than once on a question of order, after appeal from the decision of 
the Chair. 


V.— OF QUESTIONS AND VOTES. 

When any communication, petition or memorial is presented, 
before it is read, or any vote taken on it, a brief statement of its 
contents shall be made by the introducer or the Chair. And after 
it has been read, a brief notice of the purport shall be entered on 
the journal. 

No motion shall be subject to action until seconded and stated 
by the Chair ; and at the desire of any member, shall be reduced 
to writing. 

When a blank is to be filled, the question shall be taken first 
upon the highest sum or number, and the longest or latest time 
proposed. 

Any member may call for a division of a question, when the 
sense will admit of it. 

When a question is before the Grand Lodge, no motion shall be 
received, unless to adjourn , the previous question , to lit on the table , 
to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a certain time , to refer or to 
amend ; and shall have precedence in the order herein arranged ; 
the first three of which shall be decided without debate. 

After any question, except one of indefinite postponement, has 
been decided, any two members who voted in the majority, may at 
the same, or next succeeding meeting, move for a reconsideration 
thereof. 

The previous question can be called for by two members, if 
seconded by a majority, and shall be put in this form — “ Shall the 
main question be now put ? 9i — if carried, all amendments, not 
already adopted, shall be precluded, and the main question taken 
without further debate. 

When one-fifth of the members rise in favor of taking a question 
by Ayes and Nays, they shall be ordered to be so recorded. 
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Almost simultaneously with the introduction of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows into this country, by the establishment of 
Washington Lodge No. 1, in Baltimore, under the supervision of 
P. G. Sire Thomas Wildey, a Lodge was established in Boston, by 
James B. Barnes, with four associates. These were all aliens, 
who had been initiated into the Order in Great Britain ; and 
were singled out by Bro. Barnes from among the emigrants to 
this country, after two or three years of constant vigilance and 
search, to make up the complement of a Lodge. The exact date 
of the institution of the new Lodge is unknown. For some time no 
records were kept. It was self-instituted, without charter ; and it 
was not until the 26th day of March, 1820, that it was organized 
by the choice of officers, the adoption of a name, of laws for 
its government, and the commencement of a record of its proceed- 
ings. The officers elected were : 

JAMES B. BARNES, N. G. 

H. D. FREGERE, V. G. 

JACOB MYERS, Warden. 

THOMAS KENNEDY, Secretary, 

and according to the recollection of the older members, James B. 
Eaton acted as Treasurer. 

This Lodge was at the date last named instituted as Massachu- 
setts Lodge, No. 1. Before its regular organization it had for some 
time held meetings. The Lodges in Baltimore and in Boston 
were ignorant of each other’s existence ; and had the latter kept 
records of its inception, there might have been a question as to the 
claim of priority in the introduction of the Order into this country. 
It roust be conceded, however, upon all the evidence which can be 
produced, that Thomas Wildey is the founder and father of Ameri- 
can Odd-Fellowship ; and the fact that Washington Lodge of Bal- 
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timore commenced its organization eleven months earlier than did 
Massachusetts Lodge, of Boston, affords a strong probability that 
the former was first in existence. It is not fairly to be presumed 
that the Lodge in Boston was nearly a full year in its unformed 
and irregular condition. 

These Lodges existed until the year 1822 before the Massachu- 
setts brethren, at least, were aware that any other Lodge than their 
own had been formed in the United States. 

On the 11th March, 1823, Siloam Lodge No. 2 was instituted. 
The following brothers withdrew from Massachusetts Lodge for 
the purpose of forming this Lodge, viz. : Daniel Hersey, James 
B. Barnes, Charles Mountfort, Edmund Badger, Samuel L. 
Knapp, John Minot, James Frost, Abel Wheelock, Hem*y Fowle, 
John C. Bradley, William C. Jenkins and John Campbell. The 
following were elected and installed as officers : 

DANIEL HERSEY, N. G. 

JAMES B. BARNES, Y. G. 

EDMUND BADGER, Secretary. 

CHARLES MOUNTFORT, Treasurer. 

At this period, the Order in Maryland was under the jurisdiction 
of a body entitled the Grand Lodge of Maryland and of tho United 
States. This body was composed of the Past Grands of Baltimore, 
and had been established on February 7th, 1821 ; at this date 
Washington Lodge, No. 1, which had until then worked under a 
charter from the Duke of York’s Lodge, in England, surrender- 
ed its old charter, and recognized the new Grand Lodge as the 
supreme body, by accepting from it a dispensation. This Grand 
Lodge held at Baltimore regular Quarterly Meetings, and certain 
Special Meetings which were termed “ Meetings of the Grand 
Committee.” These bodies were identical, but the business trans- 
acted by the Committee was not authentic until approved by the 
Grand Lodge. 

At the meeting of the Grand Committee held on the 13th April, 
1823, the following communication was received from Massa- 
chusetts : 


Boston , March 28, 1823. 

To the Most Noble Grand , Officers and Brothers of the Washington Lodge , 
Baltimore . 

“Your favor, through the hands of brother Wilson, was duly received by 
the Massachusetts Lodge, No. 1. The kind and affectionate manner you 
received our worthy brother Wilson, merits our wannest acknowledgments, 
and rest assured, such praiseworthy conduct will meet with a reciprocation 
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from us, as we are convinced it will tend more closely to cement the bonds of 
Odd Fellowship. From brother Wilson’s statement, we are satisfied your 
lodge is legally the Grand Lodge of the United States ; we do hereby 
acknowledge you as such, and beg you to grant us a charter as the Grand 
Lodge of this State, under the title of the Massachusetts Lodge of I. 0. F., 
No. 1, giving us power to grant charters to such Lodges as may from time to 
time arise in this State, but at all times to acknowledge your Lodge as the 
Grand Lodge of the United States. We feel more anxious on this point, as 
we have just granted a few of our worthy brothers leave to withdraw from 
us and form a new Lodge, with no other intention but to benefit the Older, by 
spreading it more extensively. We are without the lectures and degrees, and 
we wish you to state the manner of application and method of receiving them 
here. We shall at all times be proud of any communication from you, and 
sincerely hope there will be a free correspondence kept up between the two 
Lodges. All expenses incurred in sending on these degrees, etc., will be paid 
by us. Yours, with respect,

“ P. S. You will please send the lectures and degrees on as soon as pos- 
sible.” 

The following action on this application was then had by the 
Grand Committee : 

“An application was received from Massachusetts Lodge, No. 1, 
at Boston, for a Charter with Grand Lodge powers ; when, on 
motion, it was unanimously 

“ Resolved , That a Charter be granted to Massachusetts Lodge, 
No. 1. 

“ Resolved, That a Dispensation for a Grand Lodge to grant 
Charters to other Lodges in the State of Massachusetts, be given, 
free of expense, to the P. G’s. of those Lodges, and to be located 
at Boston.” 

“ Resolved , That our M. W. Grand Master, [Thomas Wildey,] 
be deputed to convey the Charter to Boston.” 

At the Quarterly Session of the Grand Lodge of Maryland and 
the United States, holden May 18th, 1823, the following action was 
had : 

“The Charter for Massachusetts Lodge, No. 1, was signed by 
the Grand Officers and members, and ordered to be sealed and 
coloured.” 

“ A Grand Committee was called to meet on Wednesday even- 
ing next, at half-past Eight o’clock, to finish a Charter for the 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts.” 

And at a meeting of the Grand Committee, held May 25th, 
1823, “ The Members present signed the Charter for the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts.” 
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Bro. Wildey at once proceeded to Boston, to carry into effect 
the directions of the Grand Lodge of Maryland and of the United 
States, in regard to the installing the Grand Lodge of Massachu- 
setts. With the installation of the Grand Lodge, the records 
commence, and they appear to have been kept regularly, but not 
fully and completely, until the dissolution of the Grand Lodge in 
1832. The Records which follow are closely copied from the 
manuscript, without any alteration in form or phraseology. The 
history of the Grand Lodge having been carried in the preliminary 
statement to the commencement of the Records, it is now left to 
these for its further disclosure. 
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June 9th, 1823. 

The Grand Lodge of the State of Massachusetts was opened and 
duly organized by Thomas Wildey, Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland and of the United States. The following 
Brothers formed the Grand Lodge : Daniel Hersey, Henry 
Solomon, William Bishop, James B. Barnes, John Snowdon, 
James Eaton, and James Encill. 


June 11 th, 1823. 

The officers of the Grand Lodge of the State of Massachusetts 
were installed into office by G. M. Wildey; they were as follows :

The Grand Lodge, in company with the Subordinate Lodges of 
this city, met for the purpose of attending the funeral of Br.

The Lodges, having accompanied him to the place of interment, 
performed the funeral obsequies according to the rules of the 
Order, by the G. M. of the State. 
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August 29 th, 1823. 

Received a communication from the Grand Lodge of the United 
States in answer to one from the Grand Lodge of this State, 
setting forth their views of the animadversions of the Grand Lodge 
of State of Massachusetts with respect to their conduct to Mr. J. 
Batson, of Boston.

Grand Lodge opened in due form. 

Voted , Unanimously, That the Siloam Lodge be granted a charter as prayed 
for according to their petition. 

Voted , Unanimously, That Br. Watts be admitted a member of the Grand 
Lodge. 

A letter from the Grand Lodge of the State of New York was 
read respecting Br. Simester. This letter contained certain 
charges against Br. Simester. 

The Grand Lodge adjourned until Tuesday next, at 3 o’clock. 


December 9th , 1823. 

Grand Lodge opened in form. 

Br. Watts was admitted and became a member of the Grand 
Lodge. 

Br. Simester attended, and the charges being read to him as 
they were sent from the Lodge he belonged to in New York, he 
stated he was willing to send to the Lodge he was member of and 
settle his account with them.

A letter was read from Baltimore, stating the manner they keep 
their anniversary, also the appointment of Grand Secretary Fennell 
as Proxy for the State of Massachusetts. It proceeded to inform 
us of the address of the G. M. of the United States, and of the 
committee appointed to correspond with England, and lastly of the 
very handsome acceptation of the office of Proxy of this State, and 
his willingness to perform that duty, by Br. Grand Secretary 
Maurice Fennell. 

Grand Lodge adjourned. 


May lAth, 1824, 

Grand Lodge opened in form. 

A letter was read from Baltimore, directed to the G. M. of this 
State, written by the G. M. of the United States, stating the reason 
for the delay in not sending the documents sooner of the Constitu- 
tion of the Grand Lodge of the United States. Also, stating the 
necessity of a chest to keep the books, papers and money of the 
Lodge, and the chest to have three keys. This advice was given 
on account of Br. P. G. Gamage detaining the books of lectures 
and degrees after passing the chair. And also, informing us that 
it is the rule to elect a N. G., V; G. and Secretary to hold their 
office thirteen nights, and after the N. G. has faithfully served his 
time, he has to sit as the P. G. of the Lodge, and the privilege of 
one hour after the Lodge is opened.

That each and every Noble Grand, on leaving the chair, after duly 
and legally having filled the same, shall take his station on the right hand of 
the right hand supporter of the N. G. elect, so that he may be ready to give 
any information to the N. G. for any knowledge he may wish tp obtain, and 
the N. G. who has just vacated the chair is entitled to the privilege of one 
hour after the Lodge is opened, without being subject to a fine.

[An interruption in the records occurs in this place, of which 
the causes are well known to the members of the Order. There 
does not appear to have been a premeditated cessation of business, 
but the Grand Lodge, with the Lodges under its jurisdiction, 
weakened and died, from a lack of interest in the Order, on the part 
of its members, and from the virulent opposition to secret societies, 
which prevailed in an active and powerful political party. The 
condition of the Grand Lodge in its last days is best explained by 
the following extracts from the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of 
the United States ; and inasmuch as they bear the authenticity and 
weight of official documents, they may well be introduced here, — 
a most unpleasant, but, we are apprehensive, most accurate 
exhibition of the Order in Massachusetts in the moment of its 
dissolution : 

Extract from the report of the Moveable Committee made to the Grand 

Lodge of the United States at its Annual Communication , September 
6th , 1830. 

“Your Committee then visited Massachusetts, and on their 
arrival found the state in great confusion and disorganization. 
There was no Grand Master, and no meetings of the Grand 
Lodge, and apparently no person to give information. In this 
aspect of affairs, your Committee waited on P. G. Robinson, whom 
we ascertained had been elected Grand Master some months 
previous. The Grand Lodge was convened the next day, when 
your Committee informed them of the object of their mission, and 
spoke at large upon their condition ; having discovered it to be of 
a nature that required the most urgent consideration. Every 
regulation of the Order had been neglected, and nothing enforced. 
There was no money in the treasury, nor in those of the subor- 
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dinate lodges in the vicinity of Boston. A large sum remained 
due for rent, and almost every member appeared as treasurer, or 
having acted as such. Your Committee waited on as many as 
they could find, and discovered that some had given and paid 
away more money than they had received. Others were of opinion 
that they had money in their hands, but did not know how much, 
as no accounts had been kept, and the books could not be 
procured. Confusion existed in every department; and in sending 
to Taunton for the per centage, it appeared that the expenses of 
the person sent to collect it, amounted to more than was due. No 
person was acting as head, or any willing to unite in enforcing the 
regulations of the Order. In this state of things, your Committee 
determined to place every member on an equality ip station, and 
leave them to select such as would attend to the duties required. 
A resolution was adopted requiring those who had money in their 
possession to pay it over to the Grand Lodge, and that in future 
the per centage should be required to be remitted with the neces- 
sary report. It was requested that the Grand Master and members 
should zealously co-operate in advancing the interest of the Order. 
They promised your Committee to retain all moneys that should 
be received by the Grand Lodge, to be sent to the Grand Sire, to 
liquidate the debt due by them to the Grand Lodge of the United 
States. A bond for the amount of the debt was taken by your 
Committee, who received every assurance that it would be speedily 
paid. They pledged themselves to sustain the interest, and to 
secure the approbation of the Order at home and abroad. Your 
Committee opened an Encampment then, which was received with 
the highest satisfaction. They would give it as their opinion that 
no state presents a more ample field for the cultivation of Odd 
Fellowship than Massachusetts, and by proper exertions an abun- 
dant harvest might be gathered in. The evils existing are to be 
attributed entirely to neglect ; no state having more excellent 
members or better men. Your Committee visited the Lodge at 
Roxbury, and were received with unusual honor ; and they are 
happy to report that this Lodge is in a very prosperous condition, 
and its members worthy the honorable appellation of Odd Fellows. 
They were disposed to do every thing in their power to promote 
the interest of the Order. Your Committee visited the lodge at 
Taunton, and were received in a flattering and gratifying manner. 
They are happy in having it in their power to state that this Lodge 
is in a flourishing condition, and that its members transact their 
business in the very spirit of Odd Fellowship. Harmony and 
brotherly love exist among them, and there is a united disposition 
to increase their strength. ,, — p . 69. 

Extract from the Report of Grand Sire Wildey to the Grand Lodge 

of the United States , at the Annual Communication held September 
2d, 1833. 

“ Having remained two days with the brothers of Providence, I 
took my departure from them, and on the 14th of the month, 
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arrived at Taunton ; I visited the brothers of the Good Samaritan 
Lodge, No. 3 — owing to the neglect of the Grand Lodge of the 
state, in not forwarding necessary information, and using exertions 
to support the Lodge, it had fallen into an unprospering condition. 
Near two years had elapsed since they had received any communi- 
cation from them ; and many of their members having left that 
section of the state, the Lodge has been reduced to eight members 
only — but those eight worthy, zealous, persevering Odd Fellows, 
have determined not to suffer the Order to become extinct in the 
town of Taunton. To enable them the better to carry into effect 
their resolution of cherishing the Order amongst themselves and 
brothers of the town, they are anxious to be taken under the imme«- 
diate jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the United States. After 
promising to visit them on my return, I again departed for Boston, 
the seat of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts ; but here, to my 
sorrow, I was informed that neither Grand nor subordinate Lodge 
longer existed. I visited a few of the Past Grands — few they were 
indeed — they informed me that the Grand Master had removed 
from the city, and that all my efforts to again open the Grand 
Lodge would be useless ; for the last four years dissensions and 
discord has alone prevailed, until finally they had come to the 
determination to sell their regalia, pay their rent, and close their 
doors. The per centage from the Lowell and Taunton lodges had 
been forwarded to them ; but they, instead of paying their quota 
of the expenses of the Grand Lodge of the United States, expended 
it in defraying the expenses of their subordinate Lodge in Boston. 
Finding the Grand Lodge so completely dissolved, I used my exer- 
tions to induce the brothers to open one of the subordinate Lodges; 
authorised them only to admit such brothers as they should deter- 
mine worthy and deserving members ; and I have now the satis- 
faction of anticipating in this Lodge, a nucleus round which many 
will form. On the 17th, I arrived at Lowell, and had the pleasure 
of meeting with many of the old members of Merrimack Lodge, as 
well as some brothers from other Lodges. Their lodge was 
defunct, but stated they would be much pleased to be again re- 
opened, could they only get such information as was needed, from 
the Grand Lodge of the United States, to preserve their existence 
and connexion with other Lodges. Their complaint in regard to 
their state Grand Lodge, was similar to that of the brothers of 
Taunton. I cannot here omit the noticing the feelings of affection 
and respect evinced by the brothers of this Lodge towards our 
beloved Order. They had used every effort to preserve themselves 
as a Lodge ; but finding their existence no longer possible, they 
determined, as their last sacrifice to Odd Fellowship, in one 
funeral pile to destroy every vestige of the Order, which was not 
convenient for them to preserve. 

“ Finding them, though thus disbanded, still zealous for the wel- 
fare and advancement of the Order, I used my efforts, and assisted 
by some of the brothers, obtained a meeting of twenty members ; 
to whom 1 promised the protection of the Grand Lodge of the 
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United States, and over whom I installed officers. I left the Lodge 
in effective operation, and from the unremitted perseverance of 
the officers and members, I think we may anticipate prosperity to 
the Lodge. 

“ On the 20th of the month, I again arrived in Boston, and after 
having remained there two days, and finding it impossible again to 
organize the Grand Lodgo of the State, 1 organized the subordinate 
Lodge, entitled Adam Lodge, No. 6 ; their members were but 
few, but they have every prospect of an increase, and should the 
officers exercise that zeal for the promotion of our Order, which 
their duty imperiously demands, ere long it will again resume that 
standing which it formerly held in the state of Massachusetts. 

“ Having thus arranged the business of the Order to the best of 
my abilities in the state of Massachusetts, I departed for Trenton, 
in the state of New Jersey, and on my way thither, visited again 
the Lodges in Providence and New York .” — page 102. 

The charter of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts was recalled, 
in pursuance of the report and resolution adopted at the session of 
the G. L. U. S., held Sept. 3d, 1833, sanctioning “ the act of the 
Grand Sire of Massachusetts, and requiring Subordinate Lodges in 
the State to report direct to the Grand Lodge of the United States 
until further ordered by the Grand Lodge .” — page 106. 

The following account of the revival of the Order in Massachu- 
setts is taken from the same volume. 

st Rep. Kennedy, of Delaware, from Committee on Petitions, sub- 
mitted the following report, which was accepted, and the resolu- 
tions adopted. 

“ To the R. W. Grand Lodge of the United States . 

" The Committee to whom was referred the report of P. G. Sire 
Wildey, as Travelling Agent, respectfully report : That by the 
resolution of 1838, the powers of the Travelling Agent were con- 
tinued so as to permit him to visit the Order in the Eastern portion 
of the country. In pursuance of these powers the Travelling 
Agent has re-established Massachusetts Lodge, No. 1, at Boston, 
Massachusetts, which your Committee recommend to be confirmed. 
An application was also made for the re-establishment of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts, but in consequence of its entire want of 
conformity to established and necessary forms, it cannot be acted 
on at the present session of the Grand Lodge. It might be proper 
to empower the Grand Sire, on legal application being made, to 
restore the Grand Lodge to existence. The duties of the Travel- 
ling Agent having now been finally concluded, your Committee 
recommend the adoption of a resolution on that subject.

“ Resolved , That the Grand Sire be, and is hereby authorized to 
re-establish the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, at the city of 
Boston, on regular and formal application being made therefor.” 

The following note is appended to the record which contains the 
foregoing : 

[Note.] c< Grand Lodge of Massachusetts . — This body, the first 
which possessed superintending power under the Grand Lodgaof 
Maryland and of the United States, had finally ceased operation in 
March of 1832, and during 1833, its charter was recalled. 

“ Its last official report of condition was received in 1830, at 
which time it had six lodges in charge, but seems to have opened 
one afterward ; and the latest evidence it furnished of vitality was 
in the appointment of a Representative for the session of 1831 — 
after which feat it would seem to have rapidly declined. 

“For several years, the fell spirit of contention had prevailed in 
its councils ; feelings of jealousy had usurped the place of brotherly 
love, and harmonious effort was at an end. The Subordinate 
Lodges speedily delivered up their charters, leaving but one, the 
Lodge at Lowell, to represent the flattering promises which had 
been held out for the Order in the commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. The few remaining faithful brethren gathered up the small 
remnants of effects, and safely deposited them for future use, 
should a day more propitious to success ever arrive. Meanwhile 
the Lodge at Lowell, Merrimack, No. 7, ceased its operations ; but 
through the influence of P. G. Sire Wildey, who was ever ready 
with a helping hand, it renewed its effort in 1833, under the direct 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the United States, and, after a 
tediously precarious existence, it was prepared to assist with vigor 
in the re-establishment of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 

“ Nine years passed quietly on without exhibiting the least sign of 
returning life, when the three brothers who had assumed the 
guardianship of the remains of the Order in Boston, (viz : Albert 
Guild, the last Secretary, Aaron Andrews and Eber Smith, P. G’s,) 
were found actively engaged in the endeavor to revive Massachu- 
setts Lodge, No. 1, by P. G. Sire Wildey, who, as Travelling 
Agent, unexpectedly arrived in their city. Two veterans in the 
cause, viz., James B. Barnes, the first N. G. of the Lodge in 1820, 
and Daniel Hersey, the G. M. on the establishment of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts in 1823, were prevailed upon to lend 
their aid ; when, on the 22d of June, 1841, Massachusetts Lodge, 
No. 1, was re-organized, and the Order in the East resuscitated to a 
more brilliant destiny, as its present condition testifies. The 
Grand Lodge was, under the resolution on which we note, re- 
established on the 23d December, 1841, when the following 
Officers were installed, viz : Daniel Hersey, M. W. G. M. ; 
Thomas Barr, R. W. D. G. M. ; Aaron Andrews, R. W. G. W. ; 
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Albert Guild, R. W. G. Sec’y and Treas .” — Proceedings G. L. U. 
S., page 379. 

The regular records of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts are 
resumed at this point. — Pub.]

They also reported that Massa- 
soit Encampment offered the use of their hall in Baker’s Buildings, 
No. 339 Washington street, upon condition of their paying for 
the fuel and lights when they used it, — which offer was accepted. 

The Committee on the Constitution and By-Laws made two 
reports, (two of the committee being absent) ; the majority of 
those present reported as follows : — 

Boston , Feb. 2d, 1843. 

To the R. W. Grand Lodge of the I . O. of O. F . of the State of Massachusetts. 

Tour Committee appointed to revise the Constitution and By-Laws of the 
Grand Lodge, beg leave to report that they have carefully attended to that 
duty, examining each Section and Article of said Constitution and By-Laws, 
and have come deliberately to the conclusion, that no alteration by them 
would be for the better. 

They therefore recommend that no change for the present be made, either 
in our Constitution or By-Laws.

The Minority made the following report : — 

To the Right Worthy Grand Lodge of the State of Massachusetts. 

Your Committee on revising the Constitution and By-Laws of this Grand 
Lodge, have attended to their duty; and, although at a meeting of a part of 
the Committee it was voted by a majority of those present to report to the 
Grand Lodge that it was unnecessary to make any alterations, at this time, 
yet the minority of those present, together with the absent members, (com- 
posing just one-half the number of that Committee), after a thorough exami- 
nation, have come to the conclusion, that, for the prosperity and harmony of 
this Lodge, it is absolutely necessary to make several alterations, viz.: your 
Committee would recommend striking out the whole of the first and second 
sections of Article 2nd, of the Constitution, and inserting the following : 

ARTICLE II.— Of Members. 

First Section. — Qualification for Membership. 

Clause 1st. The members of this Grand Lodge shall be Past Grands, who 
have been duly and regularly elected, and served as Noble Grands of subordi- 
nate Lodges, according to the rules of the order, and have been recommended 
by the subordinate Lodges of which they are members, as being qualified for 
membership in this Grand Lodge. 

Clause 2d. And on the application of such candidate for admission, his 
certificate of recommendation shall be referred to a Committee of three, for 
investigation, and if found correct, the Grand Lodge shall proceed to ballot 
for him ; and if a majority of all the members present vote in the affirmative, 
he shall be declared elected ; and every member so elected, shall receive the 
Grand Lodge Degree, and subscribe to these Articles before taking his seat, 
and shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges of this Grand Lodge so 
long as he continue to be a member in good standing in this, and in a Subor- 
dinate Lodge in the State of Massachusetts. 

Clause 3d. But in case a candidate should be rejected, notice thereof shall 
be given to the subordinate Lodge of which he is a member ; when, after due 
consideration, the Subordinate Lodge may, if they think him worthy, recom- 
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mend him again ; and on his application for membership, the Grand Lodge 
shall proceed to election as in clause second. 


Clause 4th. Each member on being admitted, shall pay the sum of one 
dollar. 

Clause 5th. When a Subordinate Lodge may not have members properly 
qualified, or may be located at a distance from the place of meeting of the 
Grand Lodge, such Lodge may petition to the Grand Lodge to appoint any 
of its members that they may select to act as Proxy for them, for one meeting: 
provided, however, that no Proxy shall act for more than one Subordinate 
Lodge at the same time.

Voted , That the nomination for Chaplain be again opened. Brother J. Mc- 
Leish was nominated for that office, and declined the nomination. 

The G. L. then proceeded in the choice of officers, and Bro. 
Stephen Lovell was elected Grand Chaplain. 

After two ballots for Grand Representatives there being no 
choice. 

Voted , That the Grand Lodge adjourn for thirty minutes. 
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8 J o’clock, P. M. 

The hopr of adjournment having arrived, the Grand Lodge 
again convened. 

A petition was presented and read from several brethren pray- 
ing for the reinstating of Washington Lodge, No. 5. 

The G. L. then proceeded to ballot for Grand Representative, 
and Bro. Daniel Hersey was duly elected. 

On the first and second ballot for the second Grand Representa- 
tive, there was no choice — on the third ballot, Bro. Albert Guild 
was elected. 

The Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer then made their 
several Reports. 

Voted, That a Committee of three be appointed to audit the accounts of the 
Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer. 

Brs. Tyler, Smith, and Burgess were appointed on that Com- 
mittee. 

Brother Chapin was then instructed in the Past Grand’s Degree. 

On application of Bra. Burgess and Browne for the side degrees, 

Voted , That the District Deputy Grand Master be authorized to confer the 
side degrees on all brethren who are entitled to them. 

A communication from Bunker Hill Lodge, No. 14, was read, 
inviting the G. L. to attend the funeral of Bro. Benj. B. Sherburne, 
at Charlestown. 

Bro. E. H Chapin was then in due form installed into the 
office of Grand Master, and took his seat. 

Voted , That the thanks of the G. L. be presented to P. G. M. Hersey for 
his able and efficient services to the G. L. and to the order. 

The G. M. then proceeded to install the other officers of the G. 
L., and Brother T. F. Norris was duly installed into the office of 
D. G. M., and Bro. Wm. Hilliard into the office of G. Secretary. 

Voted , That the G. L. adjourn to 8 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

This vote was reconsidered — and the G. L. then voted to adjourn 
to meet at Odd Fellow’s Hall, to-morrow evening at 7 o’clock. 


Friday evening, Aug. 11, 1843, 7 o’clock. 

Grand Lodge assembled according to adjournment. 

Bro. Hez. Prince was duly installed in the office of G. Treas- 
urer and Bro. J. H. Browne into the office of G. Warden.

Voted, To take up the petition from Washington Lodge. 

It was moved and seconded that the said petition be referred to 
a special Committee of three. This motion was afterwards with-

That the petition be refused on the ground that it was not signed 
by as many as five of the original members of Washington Lodge. 

Voted , That the reason of this refusal be communicated to the petitioners. 

Voted , That in future no charter for a new Lodge be granted, unless the 
petition for the same be accompanied with the cards of the petitioners, and 
the fee of thirty dollars due to the G. L. 

A petition for the charter of Harmony Lodge, No. 18, in Rox- 
bury, was presented by Bro. Guild, and it was 

Voted , That the said Charter be granted, 

A petition was presented for the Charter of Monument Lodge, 
No. 19, in Lexington, and it was thereupon 

Voted , That the said Charter be granted. 

It was moved and seconded that an additional copy of the degree 
book be furnished to each Lodge. 

It was moved to amend this motion so as to include the book of 
charges, which was carried. 

It was then moved further to amend the original motion so that 
it should include the Dep. G. M. and District Dep. Grand Mas. 
This amendment was lost. 
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The question then recurring upon the original motion as amend- 
ed, Bro. Colburn called for a division of the question. 

The vote was then taken upon the latter clause of the original 
motion as amended — relative to the charge book, and decided in 
the negative. The original motion was then put and carried. 

Bro. Norris gave notice of the death of the wife of Bro. S. Dixon, 
a member of the G. L., and presented an invitation from Bro. 
Dixon to the members of the G. L. to attend the funeral to-morrow 
afternoon. 

Brother Tuckerman stated to the G. L. that he had been in- 
formed that Merrimack Lodge and Mechanics’ Lodge had been and 
were in the practice of conferring degrees for $1 for each degree 9 
and inquired if such was the fact. 

Bro. Barr of Merrimack Lodge stated in reply, that the fact was 
so, and that those Lodges had considered themselves as acting 
under a privilege, or dispensation from the G. L. 11 It was there- 
upon 

Voted , That if a dispensation or privilege have heretofore been granted to 
any Lodge or Lodges, to confer degrees for less than the sum provided in the 
Constitution, such dispensation be now rescinded. 

It was then moved and seconded, that the Constitution of sub- 
ordinates be sa amended as to allow them to confer degrees for a 
sum not less than one dollar for each degree. 

Moved and seconded, that the further consideration of the sub- 
ject be indefinitely postponed. Carried. 

The following resolution was offered by Bro. Slack : 

Voted, That the per centage from the subordinate Lodges to the G. L., for 
the year commencing with the present quarter of the subordinates, be three 
per cent, instead of two as heretofore. 

Amended by striking out the word “ three,” and inserting “five.” 

The resolution as amended was adopted. 

Voted , That members of Merrimack and Mechanics’ Lodges, to whom 
degrees have been voted, be allowed to receive them upon the former terms. 

It was moved and seconded, that the minority report of the 
Committee on amendments of the Constitution be taken from the 
table. The motion was afterwards withdrawn. 

The appeal of Brother S. L. Sullivan from the judgmeut of 
Bethel Lodge, No. 12, by which he was suspended for four months, 
was read and referred to the Committee on Grievances. 

Bro. T. W. Colburn offered the following Resolution which was 
unanimously adopted : 

Whereas, The Grand Lodge of Massachusetts feel desirous of testifying 
their deep respect for their P. G. Master, Daniel Hersey, and their confidence 
in the integrity of his acts, during the long time which he has presided over 
the interests of our beloved Order in this State, and the uniform seal which he 
has ever manifested for its welfare, therefore. 
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Resolved , That a Committee be appointed for the purpose of taking the 
subject into consideration, with instructions to report for the approval of the 
G. Lodge, at their next regular meeting, some lasting testimonial of our 
regard and attachment. 

Brs. Colburn, Tuckerman, Guild, Hilliard and Barr, were ap- 
pointed a Committee in conformity with the above resolution. 

Voted , That all subordinate Lodges which have paid money for degree 
books, have the money refunded. 

Voted , That the G. Representatives be instructed to vote against taxing the 
several Grand Lodges, for paying Representatives from distant Lodges who 
cannot afford to pay regular Representatives, and also to vote that the G. L. 
of the United States instruct all the State Grand Lodges to have a Represen- 
tative, or proxy, in the G. L. of the U. S. 

Voted , That the Committee of Grievances have full power to settle definitely 
the matter of Bro. S. L. Sullivan at any time within one week. 

Voted , That hereafter no amendment of the Constitution of the G. L. be 
adopted unless proposed at least three months before it is acted upon.

The minutes of the proceedings of the last session were read, 
and after some corrections, approved. 

Certificates of election for additional and proxy Representatives 
to the Grand Lodge, to serve until the first Thursday in August, 
1844, were presented from the following Lodges, viz :

It was stated by a representative from that Lodge, that the 
omission was for the purpose of testing the question whether the 
Grand Lodge was entitled to such per centage. The Grand 
Lodge never having prescribed the minimum rate of quarterly 
dues, as contemplated by the Constitution. After some discussion 
upon this question it was 

Voted , That Siloam Lodge, No. 2, be instructed to amend their return so 
as to include per centage on the quarterly dues received by that Lodge. 

The following petitions were read —

- From Br. Joseph L. Drew and others, for a revision of the 
Degree Books and Charge Books.

From Br. T. Prince, respecting the Symbol. 

On the first two petitions, 

Voted , That the petitioners have leave to withdraw. 

The petition of Br. F. W. Kittredge and others, was referred to 
a Committee consisting of Brs. Frost, Guild and Lord. 

The petition ofBr. Prince was referred to Brs. Norris, Robbins, 
Schouler, Barr and Kendall. 

It was moved and seconded that the dispensations for new 
Lodges granted by the W. G. M. and officers of the Grand Lodge 
during the vacation, be ratified, and that said Lodges be regularly 
chartered. 

Moved, as an amendment, that Blossom of Friendship Lodge, 
No. 21, be excepted, which was accepted, and the motion as 
amended was carried. It was then 

Voted , That the dispensation to Blossom of Friendship Lodge, No. 21, be 
ratified, and that the said Lpdge be regularly chartered. 

Some discussion arose in reference to the Lodge chartered at 
the last session, under the name of Harmony Lodge, No. 18, that 
Lodge having been instituted under the name of Warren Lodge. 
Thereupon 

Br. Lovell offered the following resolution, which was adopted. 

Resolved , That whereas a Lodge was chartered at the last session of the 
Grand Lodge, a under the name of Harmony Lodge, No. 18 ; and whereas said 
Lodge having changed their name, were instituted under the name of Warren 
Lodge, No. 18, that the said Lodge to be known and recognized by the latter 
aame. 
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It was moved and seconded that Blossom of Friendship Lodge, 
No. 21, be requested to change their name and take one more 
appropriate, which was lost. 

Moved and seconded that the Grand Secretary be instructed to 
make no record of the above motion, nor of this motion — which 
motion was lost. 

Br. Cotting, proxy Representative from Warren Lodge, No. 18, 
was introduced and instructed. 

The Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer made their several 
reports. 

Voted , That the Grand Treasurer be authorised and instructed to invest the 
sum of one thousand dollars of the funds of the Grand Lodge in the Savings’ 
Banks of this city. Stocks of the Worcester or Lowell Railroad or City of 
Boston Stock. 

Voted , That the Grand Lodge sanction and ratify the appropriation of 
ninety-three dollars paicf on account of expenses of the Grand Representatives 
of the Grand Lodge of the United States. 

The report of the Committee of Grievance upon the appeal of 
S. L. Sullivan, was read and accepted. 

The W. G. Master appointed Br. R. L. Robbins a member of 
the Committee of Correspondence, to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the removal from the State of Br. Tuckerman. 

Report of Committee of Correspondence read and accepted. 

The Committee on procuring Jewels for the officers of the 
Grand Lodge, reported that they had attended to that duty, and 
presented the Jewels procured by them, which report was accepted 
and the committee discharged. 

Br. Hilliard from the Committee appointed at the last session to 
report to the Grand Lodge some lasting testimonial of our regard 
and attachment to P. G. M. Daniel Hersey, in consideration of his 
services to the Order, reported that the Committee recommend 
that the Grand Lodge present to Br. Hersey a Gold Watch of the 
value of seventy-five dollars, which they had procured for that 
purpose ; which report was accepted and the Committee dis- 
charged. 

It was thereupon 

Voted , That the said Watch be presented to P. G. M. Hersey by the W. 
Grand Master. 

The W. G. Master then presented the same, with some appro- 
priate remarks, which were responded to by P. G. M. Hersey. 

The Committee to whom was referred the petition for charter 
of Oberlin Lodge, No. 28, reported that the same ought to be 
granted ; which report was accepted, and it was therefore 

Voted , That the prayer of the petitioners be granted and said Lodge 
regularly chartered. 
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The Committee to whom was referred the petition of Br. T. 
Prince respecting the publication of the Symbol, reported that it is 
inexpedient for the Grand Lodge to assume the publication, but 
that they recommend the work to the Order ; and also that Br. 
Prince in consideration of the risk and responsibility which he 
has incurred in undertaking an enterprise so useful to the Order, 
be appointed official printer to the Grand Lodge. The report was 
accepted, and thereupon 

Voted , That Br. Thomas Prince be appointed official printer to the Grand 
Lodge. 

The following resolution was offered and seconded : 

Resolved, That the Constitution for Subordinate Lodges be so amended as\ 
to permit them to initiate and confer degrees for ten dollars — five dollars for 
initiation, and one dollar for each degree. 

An amendment was offered and accepted to confine the proposed 
alteration to Lodges out of the city of Boston, which amendment 
was afterwards withdrawn. 

Moved that the subject be indefinitely postponed. Lost by the 
casting vote of the Grand Master.

Lovell on being called upon for his vote upon the above 
question, stated that he had been elected previously to the last 
session a proxy Representative for Middlesex Lodge, No. 17 ; but 
that he had since been elected an additional Representative from 
Oriental Lodge No. 10, and submitted to the Grand Lodge the 
question whether he had a right now to make his election, which 
Lodge he should represent. 

Br. Hilliard thereupon offered the following resolution. 
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Resolved , That under the circumstances of the case, Br. Lovell has a right 
to act as proxy for Middlesex Lodge, No. 17. 

Lost. 

Voted , That Merrimack Lodge, No. 7, and Mechanics* Lodge, No. 11, be 
authorised to confer the degrees at the rates formerly established in those 
Lodges, upon such members as were initiated prior to the time when their 
privilege was rescinded ; provided they take the degrees within three months 
from the time. 

The following Resolution was offered and adopted : 

Resolved , That the Constitution of Subordinates be and hereby is s* 
amended, that notice of the rejection of candidates shall not be sent to other 
Lodges unless such candidates nave been rejected for one or both the causes- 
specified in the Constitution, and in that case the cause or causes of rejection 
shall be stated in the notice. 

Br. Guild offered the following Resolution, which lies upon the 
table until the next session. 

Resolved , That the Constitution of the Grand Lodge be so amended as that 
the per centage required to be paid by Subordinate Lodges, shall be on the 
amount received for initiation, degrees and deposits of card only, and not on 
quarterly dues. 

Moved and seconded, that the officers of the Grand Lodge shall 
not grant dispensations for Subordinate Lodges during vacation. 
Lost. 

Br. Guild, G. R., made report in part of the doings of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States at their late session, which was 
accepted, and thereupon 

Voted , That such part of said Report as relates to Regalia, be entered upon 
the record. 

That part of the Report above referred to, is as follows : 

“Rep. Moore, from the Committee on the state of the Order, 
reported — That the proper regalia of a member who has taken 
only the Initiatory degree, is simply a plain white apron, without 
collar or any other badge of distinction ; which was read and 
adopted. The regalia for degrees as described in the Consti- 
tution.” 

Voted , That the elective officers of the Grand Lodge be a Committee to 
procure a suitable Lithograph of the Charter for the Subordinate Lodges. 

Voted , That the Grand Secretary be instructed to procure two hundred 
copies of the Constitution and By-Laws of the Grand Lodge to be printed. 

Voted , That a Committee of five be appointed to revise and collate the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Grand Lodge by the records, and to prepare 
the same for the press. 

Brs. Burgess, Norris, Hersey, Schouler and Barton were 
appointed on the Committee. 

Voted , That a Committee of one from each Lodge be appointed to revise 
the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges, and report at the next meeting. 

Bra. Prince, C. A. Smith, Slack, Barr, Davis, E. H. Smith, 
Frost, Emerson, Vaughton, Stevens, Kendall, Allen, Blake, 
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McLeish, Cotting, Schouler, Parmenter, Taft, Dunham, Barton 
and Robbins were appointed the Committee. 

Voted , That five be a quorum of the Committee. 

Voted , That District No. 2 be divided so as to make a new district of West 
Cambridge, Lexington and Woburn, to be known as District No. 5. 

Voted , That Andover be included in District No. 3. 

Br. Stevens was appointed D. D. G M. for District No. 4, vice 
Br. Fletcher, who has removed from the District. Br. Schouler 
was appointed D. T>. G. M. for District No. 5, and the obligation 
and charge were duly administered to them by the Grand Master. 

Voted , That the O. G. be allowed one dollar for attending upon the Hall, 
and preparing it for the use of the Grand Lodge. 

Voted , That Br. Guild be requested to instruct us in the work of the de- 
grees as laid down by the Grand Lodge of the United States; which was done. 

Voted , That Br. Guild be authorised and requested to confer the side de- 
grees at some convenient time in this Hall. 

Voted , That the Grand Lodge now proceed to elect a Grand Chaplain, Br. 
Lovell having vacated that office by drawing his card from Massachusetts 
Lodge, No. 1. 

Brs. McLeish, Lovell and Tozer were nominated to that office. 
Brs. McLeish and Tozer declined the nomination. 

Voted , That the Grand Lodge elect a Chaplain viva voce . 

Thereupon Br. Lovell was elected Chaplain. 

Voted , That the O. G. be allowed one dollar in addition to the compensation 
before voted. 

Voted , That a Committee of three be appointed to provide a Hall for the 
use of the Grand Lodge, and to make all necessary arrangements connected 
therewith ; and Brs.

Voted , That said Report be referred back to Massachusetts Lodge, No. 1, 
for amendment. 

A petition for a Lodge to be called Prospect Lodge, and located 
at Waltham was presented, and thereupon 

Voted , That a charter be granted. 

Bro. Frost moved to refer all petitions for charters to a Special 
Committee. Lost. 

Petitions were presented for a Lodge to be called Maverick 
Lodge, and for a Lodge to be called Shawmut Lodge, both located 
in Boston, and thereupon 

Voted , That charters be granted. 

A communication from J. L. Ridgley, Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States was read and ordered to be placed on 
file, and thereupon 

Voted , That the Grand Secretary be instructed to comply with the requisi- 
tion therein contained. 

A communication from Onondaga Lodge, Syracuse, New York, 
stating that said Lodge had withdrawn their recommendation from 
the Card of Clearance of Israel G. Hasbrook, was read and or* 
dered to be placed on file. 

A petition was presented from Blossom of Friendship Lodge, 
No. 21, praying that said Lodge be allowed to take the name of 
Fidelity Lodge, and thereupon 

Voted , That the same be granted. 

Certain bills were presented and approved. 

Voted , That the vote be reconsidered, and the said bills be referred to the 
Committee of Finance. 

Bro. N. A. Thompson was appointed a member of the Finance 
Committee pro tern . 

Votedy That hereafter the necessary expenses of installing Officers, be paid, 
from the funds of the Grand Lodge. 

The bills referred to the Finance Committee were reported cor- 
rect, and ordered to be paid. 

On motion of Bro. Drew, 

Voted 9 That the places of Bros. Putnam and Davis on the Finance Com- 
mittee be declared vacant. 

Bros. Thompson and Kendall were appointed to fill those va- 
cancies. 

The Committee appointed at the last meeting to revise the Con- 
stitution of Subordinates, reported certain amendments thereto. 

Adjourned to 7 o’clock. 
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At 7 o'clock , P. Jlf., 

The Grand Lodge assembled according to adjournment. 
Representatives elect in waiting were introduced and instructed. 

Voted , That the Report of the Committee on the Constitution of Subordi- 
nates be taken up by sections. 

The Report was then read by sections, and after much discus- 
sion and several amendments to the report, the following amend- 
ments of the Constitution of Subordinates were severally adopted. 

Article 2d. Section 1st. 

Or AOS AND REQUISITES TO BECOME AN ODD FELLOW. 

Clause 1st. The candidate shall be a believer in one intelligent, Supreme 
Being, Creator, Preserver and Governor of all things. He shall be not under 
twenty-one years of age, (except the son of an Odd Fellow, who may be ad- 
mitted at twenty.) He shall be a man of good moral character, ana indus- 
trious habits, having some respectable known means of support, and exempt 
from all infirmities which may prevent his gaining a livelihood. 

Clause 2d. After the words " he shall be elected,” insert — "But should 
objections be made to any person after his election, and previous to initiation, 
the Lodge may rescind the vote by which he was elected.” 

Clause 3 d. When a candidate has been rejected, notice thereof shall be sent 
without delay to all the Lodges in the State, and no person so rejected for 
immoral conduct, or impaired health, duly specified, shall be again ballotted 
for in any Lodge for the space of six months. 

Clause 6th. No person residing in a town where a Lodge or Lodges exist, 
shall be received in this Lodge, without a letter of recommendation from the 
Lodge in the town where he resides. 

Article 2d. Section 3d. 

Clause 1st. In this clause, strike out the words " ancient usage require.** 

Clause 1th. Strike out the words " in the vicinity,” and substitute therefor 
the words, " in the State.” 

Article 3 d. Section 1st. 

Clause 2d. The two last lines in this clause should read—" And the N. G. 
may appoint, at his option, a Chaplain or Chaplains for a similar term.” 

Section 3 d. 

Clause 2d. Add I. G. after 0. G. 

Clause 4th. Strike out the words, ** qualified to be a candidate for,” and 
insert the words, " eligible to,** in their place. 

Article 6th. Section 2d. 

Strike out that part of the Section following the words " required therefor,** 
and substitute " And no person shall be initiated and receive his degrees for a 
less sum than twenty dollars.” 

Article 6th. Section 1st. 

Clause 2d — To be stricken out, and the following substituted. "These 
articles, or any part thereof shall not be altered, amended, suspended, or an- 
nulled, except on motion, made in Grand Lodge, at a regular quarterly meet- 
ing, {notice of which motion shall be immediately transmitted to the Subordi- 
nate Lodges,) and adopted by the Representatives of a majority of the said 
Lodges present at its annual session. 
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Moved, That the committee on procuring a hall for the use of 
the Grand Lodge, be instructed to hire Odd Fellow’s Hall for the 
future meetings for one year. Lost. 

Voted, That the committee be instructed to hire Encampment Hall for the 
use of the Grand Lodge for one year, if the same can be procured on reason- 
able terms. 

Several motions in relation to adjournment were offered and lost. 

Voted , That when the Grand Lodge adjourn, they adjourn to meet at Odd 
Fellow's Hall, on Thursday Evening next. 

Voted 9 That the brother who has acted as 0. G. be allowed two dollars for 
every session of the Grand Lodge for which he has not been paid. 

Voted , That the Grand Lodge now adjourn. 


Thursday Evening, Feb . 8, 7 o 9 clock . 

The Grand Lodge convened according to adjournment, at Odd 
Fellow’s Hall. 

The journal of the former meeting was read and approved. 

The first business in order being upon adopting the amendments 
to the Constitution in gross, it was voted that the same be laid on 
the table, and petitions taken up. 

The petition of Bro. Thos. Prince for a loan from the funds of 
the Grand Lodge, was read and referred to a special committee, 
consisting of Bros. M’Leish, Drew and Emerson. 

The remonstrance of Bro. Reynolds, S. Rodgers and eighty -three 
others, members of Merrimack, Mechanics’ and Oberlin Lodges, 
against the first paragraph of Article 2d, Section 1st, Clause 1st, 
of the amendments to the Constitution, and also a resolution of 
Oberlin Lodge, No. 28, against the adoption of the same, were 
read and received and placed on file. 

Voted, That the proceedings of the officers of the Grand Lodge, in regard 
to the granting of dispensations in the vacation, be now taken up. 

The Grand Secretary then read a list of the several Lodges to 
which dispensations had been granted, and thereupon 

Voted, That the same be ratified and charters granted to the said Lodges, 
as follows, viz: Howard Lodge, No 22 ; Franklin, 23 ; Winnissimmet, 24 ; 
Boston, 25; Essex, 26 ; Hampden, 27 ; Oberlin, 28 ; Columbian, 29 ; Bethesda, 
30 ; Lafayette, 31 ; Ancient Landmark, 32 ; Montezuma, 33 ; Hope, 34. 

Voted, That the numbers of the Lodges which have been chartered at this 
session be according to the order in which the petitions were acted on, which 
is as follows : — Prospect Lodge, No. 35 ; Maverick, 36 ; Shawmut, 37. 

Bro. Burgess, of the committee appointed at the last quarterly 
session to revise, collate and prepare for the press the Constitution 
of the Grand Lodge, reported that they had attended to their duty, 
and thereupon 

Voted, That the report be accepted and the committee discharged. 


A 
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Bro. Burgess offered the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the Grand Lodge : 

Article 3d, Section 8th., Clause 3d : To strike out all after the words, ** being 
passed for payment by the Grand Lodge,’* and to insert the following, “ to 
examine the papers and books of the Grand Secretary and Treasurer quarterly, 
two weeks preceding the meeting of the Grand Lodge.** 


The Grand Secretary, from the committee appointed at the last 



granted. 

The Committee appointed to procure a place of meeting for the 
Grand Lodge, reported that they had hired Encampment Hall for 
the last meeting, and Odd Fellow’s Hall for this evening. 

Voted , That the report be accepted. 

Voted , That the Committee be authorized to hire some other hall, if En- 
campment Hall cannot be procured for future meetings. 

The Committee to whom was referred the petition of Bro. Thomas 
Prince, reported the following resolutions. 

Retolved , That the subject be referred to a Committee of three, with full 
power to loan the sum required, provided ample security therefor be given. 

Retolved , That the M. W. Grand Master be authorized to draw on the W. 
Grand Treasurer for the amount at the request of the Committee. 

The following amendment to the first resolution was offered and 
accepted by the Committee; “ the term of said loan, shall not exceed 
one year from the next annual meeting of the Grand Lodge.” It 
was then 

Voted , That the resolutions as amended be adopted. 

Voted 9 That the Committee of Finance be the Committee to carry the samei 
into effect. 

Voted 9 That the amendments to the Constitution be now taken up. 

It was moved that the same be adopted in gross. 

Moved to amend by striking out the first sentence of Art. 2d, 
Sec. 1st, Clause 1st. 

Moved that said amendment be laid on the table. Lost. 

The question being upon the adoption of the amendment. A 
vote by representation was called for, and the result was as fol- 
lows, viz : 

Teas. — Merrimack, No. 7 — 2. Mechanics’, No. 11 — 2. Monu- 
ment, No. 19 — 1. Winnissimmet, No. 24 — 1. Oberlin, No. 27 — 1. 
Columbian, No. 29 — 1. Total — 8. 

JVot/$. — Massachusetts, No. 1 — 2. Siloam, No. 2 — 2. New 
England, No. 4 — 2. Oriental, No. 10 — 2. Bethel, No. 12 — 2. 
Bunker Hill, No. 14 — 2. Tremont, No. 15—2. Middlesex, No. 
17 — l. Warren, No. 18 — 1. Howard, No. 22 — 1. Boston, No. 
25—1. Essex, No. 26 — 1. Bethesda, No. 30 — 1. Ancient Land* 
mark, No. 32-—1. Montezuma, No. 33—1. Total — 22. 
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Eight in the affirmative — twenty-two in the negative, and so the 
amendment was lost. 

Absent — Suffolk Lodge, No. 8 ; Crystal Fount, 9 ; Nazarene, 
13; Covenant, 16; Friendship, 20 ; Fidelity, 21. Vote of Frank- 
lin, 23, lost — being a tie. 

Bro. Cole moved as amendment that the words “ One intelligent ” 
in the said first clause, be struck out, and the word “ a ” substitu- 
ted, which was adopted. 

Voted , That the amendments be now adopted in gross. 

Voted , That five thousand copies of the Constitution of Subordinates, as 
amended, be printed for the use of the Lodges, at the expense of the Grand 
Lodge. 

Voted t That the Grand Lodge Printer give notice to the Subordinate 
Lodges, when he is about to commence the printing of the revised Consti- 
tion. 

Voted , That the said Constitution be distributed among the Lodges in pro- 
portion to the number of their members, and Bros. Robbins, Prince, and 
McLeish were appointed a Committee to attend to the distribution. 

The resolution of Bro. Guild, offered at the last quarterly ses- 
sion to amend the Constitution of the Grand Lodge, so that no 
per centage on quarterly dues shall be paid by Subordinate Lodges 
to the Grand Lodge, was adopted. 

A motion that no dispensation be granted during the ensuing va- 
cation, either in Boston or in any town where a Lodge already 
exists, was lost. 

Bro. Cole offered the following amendment to the Constitution 
of the Grand Lodge : 

“ No charter shall be granted for a Subordinate Lodge in the city of Bos- 
ton, unless petitioned for by at least 30 members in good standing.*' 

Voted , That when the Grand Lodge adjourn, they adjourn to the next 
quarterly meeting, at 9 o'clock, A. M.

The Grand Secretary from the Committee appointed to procure 
a Lithograph Charter for the use of the Subordinate Lodges, re- 
ported progress, which report was accepted. 

Representatives in waiting, were introduced and instructed in 
the Grand Lodge degrees.

Voted , That the Grand Lodge now adjourn.

The Grand Lodge convened according to adjournment. 

Voted, That the Reports of Subordinate Lodges, in which the quarterly 
dues are not carried out, be accepted, on condition that they be amended in 
that particular. 

Voted , That those Lodges which have overpaid in their quarterly dues to 
the Grand Lodge, have the surplus refunded. 
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Voted , That Hampden and Nazarene Lodges be informed of their delin- 
quency in regard to the amount of dues. 

The Committee appointed to examine the records of the Grand 
Lodge, reported that it appears from said records that by a reso- 
lution of the Grand Lodge the Subordinate Lodges have a right to 
initiate one Chaplain a year without charge. 

Voted t That a copy of the said resolution be published in the Quarterly 
Report. 

Said Resolution is as follows : — “ Voted, That each Subordinate . 
Lodge have the privilege of initiating and conferring the degrees 
on one clergyman each year, and no more, free of expense, whose 
duty it shall be to officiate as Chaplain for that year.” 

The report of the Committee on the distribution of Constitutions 
of Subordinates, was accepted. 

The Committee on procuring a hall for the use of the Grand 
Lodge, reported progress. 

Voted , That the same be accepted, and that the Committee have further 
time, with authority to hire Encampment Hall, Winthrop Hall or Covenant 
Hall, if the same can be procured on reasonable terms. 

Voted , That two members be added to the Committee. 

Bros. Patterson and Wheeler, were appointed. Bros. Burgess, 
Smith and Prince declined serving further on the Committee, and 
Bros. Schouler, Lord and Odiorne were appointed to fill the vacan- 
cies. Bro. Schouler declined, and Bro. Drew was appointed. 

The Grand Treasurer reported that he had paid over to Bro. 
T. Prince the sum of four hundred dollars, agreeably to the reso- 
lution passed at the last session, the committee being satisfied with 
the security offered by Bro. Prince. 

Voted , That the minority report on the amendments of the Constitution of 
the Grand Lodge, be indefinitely postponed. 

Voted , That the Grand Master be requested to make an annual report of 
the doings of the D. D. G. Masters. 

The amendment of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge, proposed 
at the last meeting by Bro. Cole, was taken up, which is as 
follows : — 

“No charter shall be granted for a subordinate Lodge, in the 
city of Boston unless petitioned for by at least thirty members in 
good standing.” 

Voted , To amend the same by inserting the word “new” after the word; 
“no.” 

The amendment of the Constitution was then adopted by a. 
unanimous vote. 

The Grand Secretary made a report of Dispensations granted 
during the vacation. 

Voted f That the same be acted upon separately. 

The Dispensations granted to the following Lodges were then 
severally ratified, and it was 
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Voted, That Charters be granted to 

Souhegan Lodge, No. 88. 

Quascacunquen Lodge, No. 39. 

Bay State Lodge, No. 40. 

Accushnet Lodge, No. 41. 

Pacific Lodge, No. 42. 

Quinsigamond Lodge, No. 43. 

The Finance Committee made their report, which was accepted. 

Voted , That the expenses of the Officers of the Grand Lodge, incurred in 
instituting new Lodges, which have been paid by such Lodges since the last 
Quarterly Session be refunded to them. 

The Grand Secretary, from the Committee appointed to procure 
a new Charter for the subordinate Lodges, presented a proof of 
the same for the inspection of the Grand Lodge. 

The said Committee made a report of progress, which was 
accepted. 

Resolved, That it is expedient for the Grand Lodge to procure a new Seal. 

Voted , That a Committee be appointed to consider the expediency of newly 
districting the State. 

Bros. Buckman, Schouler and Robbins were appointed on that 
Committee. 

Bro. Schouler offered the following amendment of the Consti- 
tution : — 

“ That the per centage to be paid by Subordinates to the Grand Lodge on 
Initiations and Degrees for the year commencing in July next, shall be two 
per cent.” 

Voted , That Bro. Buckman and the Grand Secretary be a Committee to 
amend the Summary annexed to the Quarterly Report, and that the same as 
•mended be published in the next Quarterly Report. 

The following Resolution was offered — 

Resolved , That the time of residence in any place required to 
entitle any one to admission to a Subordinate Lodge, when he has 
removed from another town where a Lodge exists, shall be one 
month. 

The above resolution was amended by substituting six months. 
The question being upon the acceptance of the resolution as 
amended — it was lost. 

Br. C. A. Smith in an appropriate and feeling manner announced 
the death of P. G. Br. Jeremiah Richards, a member of the Grand 
Lodge, and offered the following Resolution, which was unani- 
mously accepted. 

Resolved, That we learn with feelings of deep regret, the death of P. G. 
Jeremiah Richards, a member of this Lodge, and that we deeply sympathize with 
the widow and friends of our deceased brother — and that the Grand Secretary 
be requested to transmit a copy of this Resolution and a letter of condo- 
lence to the widow of Br. Richards. 

Br. Strong offered the following amendments of the Constitution 
of the Grand Lodge. 
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Article III., Section 2d, Clause 4th, after the words, 44 as the Grand Lodge 
may direct,*' insert thtf following : 44 And he shall execute to the three first 
named Grand Officers in trust, bonds to be approved by them for the faithful 
performance of his trust." 

Article III., Section 2d, Clause 11th, insert after the words, 44 Grand Mas- 
ter," the following words : 44 in writing. And the Grand Master shall lay 
the same before the next quarterly meeting." 

An inquiry having been made whether this Grand Lodge was 
liable to the Grand Lodge of the United States, for Diplomas re- 
ceived by the Grand Secretary. In reply the Grand Secretary 
stated that he considered himself as agent for the sale of the Di- 
plomas until this Grand Lodge should appoint an agent, and as 
alone responsible to the Grand Lodge of the United States for the 
same. 

Voted , That the Grand Lodge decline to accept the agency for the sale of 
Diplomas. 

Voted , That the Grand Lodge now proceed to the nomination of officers.

Resolved , That the elective officers of the Grand Lodge be a Committee of 
Arrangements, to confer with similar committees which may be appointed by 
the subordinate Lodges. 

Resolved , That the Grand Lodge recommend to the members of the Order 
to appear on that occasion without regalia. 

Voted , That the Grand Secretary be instructed to communicate the above 
resolutions to the subordinate Lodges. 

Voted, That when the Grand Lodge adjourn, they adjourn to the next 
quarterly meeting at 9 o’clock, A. M.

J printed and distributed among the Subordinate Lodges forms of certificates 
or the different classes of Representatives to the Grand Lodge. 

The Representatives elect were introduced and instructed. 

Voted , That the afternoon session commence at 2 o’clock, and that the 
first business of the afternoon be the admission of Representatives. 

Committee on Elections, &c., reported on Quarterly Returns of 
Subordinates. [For Returns seepage 154 ] 

Voted , To accept the Report. 

Voted , That the Returns reported as correct be placed on file, and that 
those reported as incorrect, be returned to the Subordinate Lodges for 
revision. 

Voted, That the Grand Secretary notify delinquent Lodges to report 
forthwith. 

The Grand Lodge proceeded to the reception of petitions. 

A petition was received from brothers residing in Ipswich, for 
the institution of a Lodge in that town under the name of Agawam 

Lodge, No. . ' 

Voted , That a Charter be granted. 

A similar petition was received from thirty brothers in South 

Boston for a Lodge to be styled Hobah Lodge, No. . 

Voted , That a Charter be granted. 

A petition was also received from brothers in Plymouth, for thp 
institution of May Flower Lodge, No. — . 

Voted , That a Charter be granted. 

A communication was read from Siloam Lodge relative to cer- 
tain usages among Subordinate Lodges. 
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Referred to a Committee of three ; viz, Brs. McLeish, Hayden, 
Schouler. 

Applications were presented from the Grand Lodges of Rhode 
Island and New Hampshire for the use of the Charter-plate of this 
Grand Lodge. 

Referred to a Committee consisting of Bros. Mullin, Sid era and 
Pollard. 

Votedy That this Committee make inquiry as to the ownership of the plate, 
and provide that the Grand Lodge shall have entire control of it. 

Committee of Grievance on the matter between Lafayette and 
RethePLodges reported, and presented a bill of expenses. 

Voted , To accept the Report and pay the bill. 

Committee of Grievance on the matter between Montezuma and 
Maverick Lodges, presented a Report. 

Voted , To accept the Report. 

The amendment to the Grand Lodge Constitution, proposed alt 
the Annual Session by Bro. Thompson, increasing the compensa- 
tion of the Grand Secretary was taken up and adopted. 

The amendment proposed by Bro. Frost at the same session was 
considered and indefinitely postponed. 

The amendment proposed by Bro. Strong, Art. IV, Clause 3d, 
was considered and on motion — 

Voted, To refer the same to a Committee, with instructions to report a form 
of amendment. 

The Committee appointed were Brothers Strong, Barr and 
Cummings. 

Voted 9 That the Grand Lodge now adjourn. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Grand Lodge was called to order by the Grand Master at 
2 o’clock, P. M. 

Representatives elect in waiting were received and instructed. 

Voted , That the Grand Secretary be instructed to return certain irregular 
certificates of election for correction. 

The M. W. Grand Master presented his Quarterly Report. 
The Report contained an abstract of the official doings of the Dis- 
trict D. G. Masters, and a statement of the Institution by dispensa- 
tion of the following Lodges. Tisquantum Lodge, No. 46, at 
Milford ; Macedonian Lodge, No. 47, at Bedford ; Norfolk Lo^ge, 
No. 48, at Dorchester; Veritas Lodge, No. 49, at Lowell; 
Concord Lodge, No. 60, at Concord ; Mystic Lodge, No. 51, at 
Chelsea. Accompanying the Report were certain documents rel- 
ative to the installation of officers of Essex Lodge, at the com- 
mencement oi the present term. 
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Voted , To accept the Report. 

Voted , That the Charters given to the Lodges enumerated in the Grand 
Master’s Report be ratified. 

Voted , To take up the subject of the installation of the officers of Essex 
Lodge. 

The documents presented with the Grand Master’s Report were 
then read, and statements were made by Representatives from 
Quascacunquen and Essex Lodges, and by the D. D. G. Master 
of the lith District. 

Several Resolutions were successively presented in relation to 
this matter and withdrawn. A motion to refer the whole subject 
to a special committee was lost. 

A question was submitted to the Grand Master whether or not 
Past Grands alone were entitled to administer obligations at the 
installation of officers of subordinate Lodges. 

The Grand Master decided that Past Grands only were entitled 
to act. 

An appeal was taken and the decision of the chair sustained. 

It was, on motion of Bro. Thompson — 

Voted , To indefinitely postpone the subject of Essex Lodge installation. 

Bro. McLeish submitted a Report upon the communication from 
Siloam Lodge. 

Voted , To accept the Report. 

On motion of Bro. Schouler — 

Voted , That where a Lodge within the jurisdiction of a District D. G. 
Master obtains the services of the Grand Officers for the installation of its 
officers, all extra expense incurred shall be borne by such Lodge. 

The following Resolutions having reference to the communica- 
tion from Siloam Lodge were adopted. 

Resolved , That it is the opinion of this Grand Lodge , that the Constitution 
of the Subordinate Lodges does not require the sending of notices of rejection 
in any cases except those in which the cause is specified, as “immorality”. Or 
** impaired health.” 

Resolved , That it is the opinion of this Grand Lodge, that no Subordinate 
.Lodge can constitutionally discharge a member at his own request without a 
card of clearance. > 

The motion of indefinite postponement upon the Essex Lodge 
matter having been misunderstood by several members of the 
Grand Lodge, Bro. Thompson moved a re-consideration whioh 
passed, and it was again 

Voted 9 To indefinitely postpone the whole subject. 

Committee of Finance submitted their Report. 

- Voted, To accept the Report. 

Bills presented and passed to the Finance Committee. 
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Bro. Mullin from the Committee on the Communications from 
the Grand Lodges of Rhode Island and New Hampshire submitted 
a Report, recommending a compliance with their request, and fur- 
ther recommending instructions to the Grand Secretary, to enter 
into an agreement in behalf of the Grand Lodge with the engravers 
for the exclusive use and control of the charter-plate. 

Voted , To accept the Report, and adopt the recommendations therein 
contained. 

Bro. Strong from the Committee on amendment of the Constitu- 
tion reported — 

To strike out in Article IV., Section 1, Clause 8d, all after the words “busi- 
ness which may'* and add “come before the Grand Lodge." 

Voied t to accept the Report. • 

Voted , To lay the amendment on the table. 

Bro. Snow proposed the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Subordinate Lodges. 

“ That every Subordinate Lodge shall pay the postage on every communica- 
tion which it sends." 

Bro. Mudge submitted the following motion which was adopted. 

That the Subordinate Lodges under the Jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, 
have no right to question the authority of a D. D. G. Master, who shall pre- 
sent himself to install the officers of such Lodge. 

Bro. Lord proposed the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Subordinate Lodges. 

Article II, Clause 4th. Strike out all after the words “ Investigating Com- 
mittee," and add “ who shall report to the Lodge; and if a majority of mem- 
bers present vote in his favor, he shall be admitted." 

Bro. Parmenter proposed the following amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Grand Lodge. 

Article III., Section 8, Clause 1, strike from the list of Committees, the 
“Committee of Grievance of Lodges." Strikeout the whole of Clause pth, and 
substitute the following — 

“Clause 5th. Every matter of appeal or grievance from Lodges or mem- 
bers of Lodges shall be referred to a special committee, whose duty it shall bo 
to investigate fully, and to report thereon such action as may be necessary in 
the Grand Lodge. 

Bro. Frost resigned his membership of the Finance Committee. 

Voted , To pay the 0. Guardian three dollars for his services at this session. 

In relation to the Grievance between Lafayette and Bethel 
Lodges — 

Voted , That this Grand Lodge herebv declares, that Bethel Lodge, in ad- 
mitting a member who was a resident of Watertown, without the recommen- 
dation of Lafayette Lodge, has departed from the rules of the order. 

A petition from Marblehead for the institution of Atlantic Lodge, 
No. , was received. 

20 
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Voted , To grant a Charter. 

Voted , That the Subordinate Lodges be directed to specify in their returns 
the amount expended for relief of brothers; for the relief of families of broth- 
ers, and for other charitable purposes. 

At 6 o’clock, P. M. — 

Voted , That this Grand Lodge do now adjourn.

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Afternoon Session , 2 o'clock, P. M . 

Lodge called to order. 

Prayer by the Grand Chaplain. 

Minutes of the morning session read. 

Representative elect admitted and instructed. 

Br. Drew from the Committee on the communication from Union 
Decree Lodge, reported — 

“That it is the sense of this Grand Lodge that no brother shall be qualified 
to receive more than three degrees at one time, unless accompanied by a dis- 
pensation from the Grand Master or his Deputy.’*

Br. Hilliard from the Committee on the petition from Harvard, 
made a Report —

Committee of Grievance of Lodges.” Strike out the whole of Clause 5th, 
and substitute the following —

Voted , To grant the Charter. 

A petition was received from brothers residing in Cabotville for 
a Charter of a Lodge. 

Voted , To grant the Charter. 

Voted , To reconsider the vote rejecting the Dedham petition. 

Moved by Br. Tozer — 

To grant the Charter for a Lodge to be established at Dedham, 
on condition that said Lodge be not located in a tavern. 

Voted , To postpone the whole subject to the next quarterly session. 

The Finance Committee returned a bill for Cards, &c., due 
Grand Lodge of the United States, which was directed to be 
placed in the hands of the Grand Secretary, to make inquiry as 
to its amount, &c. 

On motion of Br. Cole — 

Voted , That the Grand Master appoint a Committee consisting of five, 
whose duty it shall be, to frame a code of Rules to be used by Subordinate 
Lodges, in cases of trial under the 3d Section of the 2d Article of the Consti- 
tution of said Subordinate Lodges ; and report the same to this Grand Lodge, 
at its next session. 

Brs. Cole, Parmenter, Strong, Hilliard and Whitcomb, were ap- 
pointed. 

Br. Lord proposed the following resolution, which by rule lies 
over. 

Resolved , That no candidate shall be proposed for membership who has not 
resided in the town in which the Lodge is situated, six months. 

Br. Snow presented a series of resolutions in relation to estab- 
lishing regulations for the work of the Order, which were indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

On motion of Br. Lovell — 

Voted , That although this Grand Lodge has pronounced the act of the Grand 
Master, in granting a dispensation to Worcester Lodge to be illegal, still, as there 
is reason to believe that he acted in good faith, according to the light he had, 
he is exonerated from all censure in the premises. 

Br. Tozer submitted the following resolutions, which were by 
vote laid on the table. 

Resolved , That the Officers of the Grand Lodge be ordered to ascertain 
whether the Work of the Order be uniformly administered. 

Resolved , That if it be ascertained that the Work be not uniform, they be 
requested to instruct the various Officers to see that the Work of the Order 
be administered strictly in accordance with the printed instructions. 
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On motion of Br. Drew — 

Voted , That the Grand Secretary be instructed to write to the Grand Secre- 
tary of the Grand Lodge of the United States, and ascertain with what items 
the Grand Lodge of this State is charged, for what articles, when delivered, 
and what balance is due. 

Voted , That the report of the Grand Master be taken from the table and 
accepted. 

Voted , That a Committee be appointed by the Chair, to visit Worcester at 
the expense of the Grand Lodge, and use their influence to adjust any diffi- 
culties existing in the Order in that town. 

Brothers Thompson, Parmenter and Hennessy were appointed. 

Voted , To grant three dollars to the 0. Guardian of Covenant Hall, and 
two dollars to the 0.

Committee on Elections, &c., reported on election of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Representatives v elect introduced and instructed. 

The Committee on the appeal of William Matthews, reported 
that the brother is entitled to a new trial before a Committee ofthe 
Grand Lodge. 

Voted , To accept the Report. 

The following Committee were appointed for trial of Brother 
Matthews : — Brs. Strong, Mullin, Kimball, Tyler, Ambrose. 

Committee on Codifying Rules of Evidence asked for further 
time. * 

Voted , That the Committee have further time. 

The Committee appointed at the last session to visit Worcester 
for the purpose of adjusting difficulties in the Order in that town, 
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reported there had been no necessity for their interference, and 
requested to be discharged. 

Voted , To accept the Report and discharge the Committee. 

The Committee on revising the Constitutions of Subordinate 
Lodges made a partial Report and recommended the following 
amendments : — 


That the words “ except the son of an Odd Fellow, who may be admitted 
at the age of 20,” in Article II., Clause 1, be stricken out, inasmuch as they 
conflict with the By-Laws of the Grand Lodge of the United States. 

Voted , That the above alteration be forthwith adopted. 

2. In Article IV., Section 1st, Of Terms, the word “ Monday” should be 
stricken out and the words “first day ” should be inserted. 

Voted , That the recommendation of the Committee stand as a proposition 
for amendment. 


3. That the latter Clause of Art. XXIII. of the By-Laws of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States be inserted, viz : “ They shall neither adopt or 
use, nor suffer to be adopted or used in their jurisdiction, any other Charges, 
Degrees, Ceremonies, forms of Installation or Regalia than those prescribed 
by the Grand Lodge of the United States.” 

Voted , To postpone indefinitely the third recommendation of the Com- 
mittee. 

4. That the Lodge shall at all times open and close its regular meetings 
with prayer. 

Voted , That the same stand as a proposed amendment. 

Voted , That the Committee have further time. 

Committee on Arrangements for the Celebration reported 
progress. 

Voted , To accept the Report. 

A motion was made to reconsider the vote whereby the Resolu- 
tion of Br. Wheeler relative to the Celebration was indefinitely 
postponed ; and, by consent, a discussion upon the merits of the 
question was entered into. The reconsideration was refused. 

The Grand Master signified to the Lodge that he should not be a 
candidate for re-election. 


The Grand Lodge proceeded to nominate candidates for the 
several offices. 

For Grand Master — Brs. Thompson, Guild, Hilliard, Wells, 
Lothrop r Schouler, McLeish. 

For Deputy Grand Master — Rolfe, Hilliard, Frost, Schouler,

ering, Ellison, Burgess, Strong, Usher, White. 

For Grand Secretary — W. H. Jones, Parmenter, English* 
Seaver. 

For Grand Treasurer — H. Prince, Drew, Siders. 
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For Grand Chaplain— Wells, Lothrop, Skinner, Usher. 

For Grand Representatives — R. L. Robbins, Norris, Thompson, 
Chapin, Parmenter, Drew, Wells, Hilliard. 

Voted , That a Committee of three be appointed to report at the next session 
the most fayorable method of nominating officers. 

Brs. Thompson, Frost and English were appointed. 

Bro. Buckman offered the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Subordinates : 

To strike out Sec. 1, Art. V., and insert the following : “The fee for initia- 
tion in all Lodges under this jurisdiction, shall not be less than ten dollars, 
and the price of degrees not less than two dollars each.” 

Bro. Strong proposed the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Subordinates. 

That Art. II., Clause 5th of the Constitution, be so amended that the word * 
■“State” be stricken out and the words “same county” be inserted ; 

To add another Clause to Art. II., to read as follows; “Clause 7. All 
communications addressed to other Lodges shall be post-paid by this Lodge.” 

Br. Wm. H. Calrow proposed to add to Clause 6/Art. II. of the 
Constitution of Subordinates, the following : 

‘“Nor shall any person residing in South or East Boston, be admitted to 
■this Lodge without a letter of recommendation from the Lodge where he re- 
•resides.” 

Committee on Elections and Returns reported on Returns of 
Subordinates. 

Voted, To recommit the Report to the Committee, to be reported in the 
printed Proceedings. 

Bro. Wells offered the following resolution which was rejected : 

Resolved , That the Grand Lodge consider it proper for any Lodge of the 
Order to join in the Celebration on the 19th of June, either with or without 
regalia. 

Bro. Frost offered the following which was not acted upon: 

That it is the sense of the Grand Lodge that the permanency 
and stability of the Order require, when a brother applies for the 
degrees, that the vote shall be taken by ball ballots, and three black 
balls shall prevent a brother from receiving the degrees. 

Br. Kittredge proposed the following resolution which was sus- 
tained : 

Resolved , That in the opinion of this Grand Lodge, no brother can write any 
of the obligations, charges or lectures without violating his obligations, except 
in 4he way prescribed in the obligation of the N. G. 

Vote <?, That a Committee be appointed for the purpose of newly districting 
the State. 

The elective Grand Officers were appointed that Committee. 
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The following amendment to the Constitution of the Grand 
Lodge was adopted : 

That no Lodge room of any Subordinate Lodge under the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge shall be established, and no meetings of any Lodge shall be 
holden in a tavern or hotel, under penalty of forfeiture of their Charter. 

The following amendment to the Rules and Orders of the Grand 
Lodge was adopted : 

To strike out the following Clause 

“ Every member present shall vote on any question before the Grand Lodge 
unless he is personally interested in the result, or has been excused by the 
Grand Lodge, or is otherwise incapacitated.** 

Voted , To allow the 0. G. of Covenant Hall four dollars for his services at 
this Session. 

Prayer by the Grand Chaplain. 

Lodge closed in due form.

Report of Committee on Elections and Returns. 

The Committee on Elections and Returns, in conformity to the instructions 
given them at the last session of the Grand Lodge, report as follows : 


That they were unable to make up their Report in season for the R. W. G. 
Lodge in consequence of the failure of the Lodges to make their returns two 
weeks before the session of the Grand Lodge, as required by the By-Laws. 
Out of fifty-six Lodges, the following twelve are the only ones which complied 
with this rule, viz : Nos. 1, 2, 16, 21, 24, 28, 34, 88, 39,47,48, 50. 

The returns from the following Lodges are correct, viz : Nos. 2, 7, 8, 13, 
15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 28, 29, 30, 81, 32, 33, 34, 35, 37, 38, 39, 40, 
41, 42, 44, 45, 46, 47, 48, 49, 50, 52, 53, 54, 55, 56, 57, 58, 60. 

The following appear to be incorrect, in comparing them with the last 
returns : No. 1 returned one member too many ; No. 9 reports two members 
short ; No. 10, 20 cents overpaid on cards ; No. 11, one member short ; No, 
12, all wrong ; No. 14, two members short and 15 cents overpaid on cards ; 
No. 24, one member too many ; No. 25, one member short ; No. 26, one 
member short ; No. 27, two members short ; No. 36, one member short ; No. 
43, four members over ; Takewambait, No. 59, no report received, as their 
return was not completed. 

There are also, in several returns, discrepancy as to the standing of mem- 
bers in the Lodge compared with the last returns made by those Lodges and 
the present amount of degrees conferred by them. 

There were seven Lodges which had not made returns on the rising of the 
Grand Lodge ; five have since sent them in, and Nos. 4 and 51 are hot yet 
received.

The amendment offered by Br. Lord to the Constitution of Sub- 
ordinates, viz., — “ Article II., Clause 4th : Strike out all after the 
words ‘ Investigating Committee,’ and add, ‘ who shall report to 
the Lodge, and if a majority of members present vote in, his favor, 
he shall be admitted,’ ” — was indefinitely postponed. 

Voted, To add to the Constitution of Subordinates, “ That the Lodge shall 
at all times open and close its regular meetings with prayer ; and in case no 
Chaplain is present to perform this duty, the N. G. shall officiate himself.’** 

The following Resolution was offered and rejected : — 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Grand Lodge there is nothing in the 
9th Section of the 9th Article of the By-Laws of Veritas Lodge which con- 
flicts with the Constitution of this Grand Lodge. 

Brother Lord offered the following Resolutions, (which are pro- 
posed for insertion in the By-Laws of Mechanics’ Lodge.) with a 
request that the Grand Lodge would express an opinion as to their 
constitutionality : 

Resolution JVo. 1. Any brother who shall keep a gambling house, or shall 
allow persons to gamble or play at unlawful games on the premises of which 
he has the control, shall be suspended or expelled, as the Lodge may deter- 
mine. 

Resolution JVo . 2. Any brother who shall be guilty of keeping a tap-house, 
bar-room, grog-hole or dram-shop, or shall allow the usual business of such 
places to be carried on under his control, or shall be engaged in the traffic and 
sale of any article contrary to the laws of this Commonwealth, shall be sus- 
pended or expelled, as the Lodge may determine. 

Voted, To allow the Mechanics* Lodge to incorporate into their By-Laws 
Resolution No. 1. 

Resolution No. 2 was amended by Br. English. Amendment 
adopted. The Resolution, as amended, was rejected. 

Br. Wells offered the following Resolution : — 

Resolved, That in the rejection of the foregoing Resolution, the Grand Lodge 
expresses no opinion on its merits. 


* This amendment by order of theM. W. Grand Master, was added to Article l,as Clause 3d. 
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On motion of Br. Dike, 

Voted, That a Committee of Inquiry be appointed to examine into the situa- 
tion of the funds of defunct Lodges. 

Referred to the Finance Committee. 

On motion of Br. Mudge, 

Voted, That the Grand officers have power to hire a room and procure such 
articles of furniture, &c., as they may think necessary for their own use ; also 
to purchase a safe for the use of the Grand Lodge. 

Br. English submitted the following Resolution, which was 
adopted : — 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Grand Lodge be unanimously voted to the 
Most Worthy Grand Master, D. G. Master, the G. Secretary, and the other 
elective and appointed officers who served the Grand Lodge during the past 
year, for the ability and faithfulness with which they discharged their several 
duties, and that the Grand Secretary be instructed to notify those brothers of 
the passage of this vote under the seal of the Grand Lodge. 

Bro. Strong moved to amend Article III., Section 2d, Clause 
4th of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge, by striking out all 
after the word “ trust, ” and inserting the following : — 

“ He shall provide a central and convenient office, satisfactory to the Grand 
Officers, and shall have regular and suitable office hours, and open not less 
than six hours the day for the transaction of business, and shall be ex officio 
Chairman of the Committee on Elections and Returns ; and for the faithful 
performance of his duties and the rent of the room he shall be entitled to a 
salary of five hundred dollars per annum, payable quarterly, — and that the 
above, if adopted, shall take place from and after this session.” 

Br. Rand proposed the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Subordinates : — 

“ Any Lodge violating any of the principles of the Order as contained in 
the Constitution, shall forfeit the sum of twenty dollars, which amount shall 
go into the fund of the Grand Lodge.” 

The communication of Br. P. C. Kittredge, asking the Grand 
Lodge to decide upon the right of Luke Vincent to a seat in this 
body, was referred to Brs. Lord, Mullin and Buckman. 

On motion of Br. Rand, 

Voted , That a Committee of three be chosen to procure regalia and jewels 
for the officers of the Grand Lodge. 

Referred to Brs. English, Frost and Strong. 

A communication from Br. P. C. Kittredge, in relation to cer- 
tain acts of Golden Rule Lodge, was, by vote of the Lodge, laid 
on the table. 

On motion, 

Voted, To pay Br. Frost, for his services as 0. G. at Covenant Hall, three 
dollars per day, and Br. Morse, for his services as 0. G. at Encampment Hall 
on the evening of the 7th, one dollar and fifty cents. 

Voted , That the Committee on Regalia and Jewels be authorized to draw 
upon the Treasurer for payment. 
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Voted , That the Committee on Finance have authority to make such 
arrangements with regard to the loan of Br. Thomas Prince as they may deem 
expedient. 

Voted , That the Grand Secretary have power to have printed for the use of 
this Lodge as many copies of the Constitution as he may deem expedient. 

Moved by Br. Strong that the Grand Lodge assume the agency 
of the Diplomas to be kept for sale at the office of the Grand 
Lodge.

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FINAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ELECTIONS AND 
RETURNS. 

The Committee on Elections and Returns ask leave to make the following 
Report : 

They have examined and compared the reports for the term ending July 1st 
with the returns made for the previous quarter, and find that a large portion 
of the returns are not correct, owing chiefly to the want of keeping an accur- 
ate roll of the members of the Lodges and the degrees they have attained ; so 
that in reporting the standing of the members they will not correspond gener- 
ally with the previous Report, taken in connection with the number of degrees 
said to have been conferred during the term. In some bases these differences 
are but slight, but in others they are so great, that, provided the standing of 
the members is actually as reported, the Lodge must have conferred thirty, 
forty, and in one case about fifty degrees, and taken about $135 more than 
reported, making a difference of $6.75 due Grand Lodge. Entire accuracy is 
easily attainable, and ought to be required, in order that the affairs, accounts 
and records may be always kept in the most perfect order, affecting as they do 
the rights of individuals and Lodges, as well as this Grand Lodge. It should 
also be borne in mind that it is on the receipt of money for degrees conferred 
that the Grand Lodge mainly depends for its revenue. Your Committee are 
happy to say that the Lodges were generally more prompt this term in sending 
in their returns than they have been heretofore ; the following being the only 
reports not received in season as provided by the By-Laws of this R. W. body, 
viz. Nos. 4, 26, 27, 29, 41, 42, 46, 50, 54, 55, 62, 64, 68, 70, 71 and 72 ; 
and no report is vet received from New England Lodge, No. 4, May Flower, 
No. 54, and Groton, No. 71, [No. report due ] The returns from the follow 
ing Lodges are correct, viz. : — Nos. 2, 7, 8, 9, 18, 19, 21, 22, 27, 29, 30, 31, 
32, 33, 37, 44, 47, 48, 53, 56, 59, 60, 63, 65, 66, 67, 68, 69, 72 and 73. 

The following returns are incorrect for the cause assigned to each, viz. : —

Prayer by the R. W. Grand Chaplain. 

The Grand Secretary commenced reading the Records of the 
Annual Session, when, on motion of Br. Hayden, it was voted to 
dispense with the further reading. 

The Grand Secretary, having corrected an error in the printed 
proceedings of the August Session, in relation to the Report of the 
Committee for preparing Rules for the guidance of Subordinate 
Lodges in matters of Trial, [which error has been corrected in 
this volume,] it was 

Voted, To approve the Records. 

On motion of Br. Lord, it was 

Voted , That the regular business of the Lodge be suspended, for the purpose 
of hearing the Report of the Committee, appointed at the last session, on the 
case of Past Grand H. O. Bagley, of Merrimack Lodge, No. 7. 

D. G. Master, E. M. P. Wells, Chairman of the Committee, 
submitted the following Report, which was accepted. 

The Committee appointed at the August Session of the Grand Lodge, on 
the case of Br. H. O. Bagley, respectfully present the following Report : — 

Your Committee met at Lowell to hear testimony in the case, the week fol- 
lowing the appointment. 
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Br. P. G. Lord, appearing as plaintiff, and Br. Bagley, in person, as de- 
fendant, — The vote under which your Committee were appointed, directed 
their attention to two inquiries. 

First. Was Br. Bagley constitutionally initiated ? 

Secondly. If so, is he a man of such moral character as to entitle him to a 
continuance in the Order. 

In considering the first inquiry, your Committee found that the constitution- 
ality of Ms initiation was questioned, on the ground that six months had not 
elapsed from the time of his rejection by Merrimack Lodge until his being re- 
proposed in the same Lodge and initiated. 

It did not appear on the record of Merrimafck Lodge at what time Bro. B. 
was initiated, owing to an irregular mode of keeping the Record. Dating the 
time of proposal, and then, when initiated, adding to the same Record the 
remark, “initiated,” but not the date. 

Your Committee did find, however, that from the time of his rejection, 
which was not for immorality, but a technicality, until his being re-proposed 
was five months and twelve days, and that the proposition then was laia over 
two meetings, which would make five months and twenty-six days ; and as 
there was no proof that he was balloted for at that time, and not until the 
next meeting, which would make ample constitutional time ; therefore your 
Committee report that there is no proof that Br. B. was initiated unconstitu- 
tionally. 

The second inquiry, that relating to immorality, was stated by the plaintiff 
to refer to intemperance and falsehood. 

Your Committee examined all the witnesses brought, (some twenty,) but 
could obtain nothing but rumors to substantiate the charges. More than 
enough of unfavorable reports were advanced, but they all vanished when 
touched by the probe of proof. Who saw? who heard? could receive no 
direct answer, no one had seen him intoxicated, no one knew of his lying. 

From the best testimony your Committee could obtain, they were of opinion 
that the rumors unfavorable to Br. B.’s moral character originated from con- 
duct previous to his becoming an Odd Fellow. 

Your Committee are happy to state, that, from the testimony of all who had 
been long acquainted with Br. B., it is evident that since his initiation he has 
made great improvement in his moral habits and dignity of character. 

Your Committee, therefore, recommend the dismissing of the subject of 
complaint against Br. B.

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GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 

Boston, JVor. 6fh, 1845. 

To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 

The Grand Master has the honor to submit this his first Quarterly Commur 
ideation to your Right Worthy Body, and with it the Reports of the District 
Deputy Grand Masters, so far as they have been received, made in conformity 
with Article II of the Constitution. From these Reports, which are from aU 
the Districts except Nos. 3, 8, 20, and 23, and from the Quarterly Returns in 
the possession of the Grand Secretary, it appears that the Lodges generally 
under this jurisdiction are in a healthy and prosperous condition ; and that the 
Order, in almost all parts of the Commonwealth, is steadily increasing in num- 
bers, usefulness, and popularity. The Grand Master regrets, however, to 
state, that in two or three of the Lodges there exists a want of harmony and 
unity of action among the members, which, unless soon checked, must inevita- 
bly lead to disastrous consequences, not only to those individual Lodges, but 
to the Order generally. This want of harmony is believed to arise principally 
from two causes. First, a violent partizan warfare at the quarterly elections, 
leading different parties to resort to a variety of measures unbecoming the 
true spirit of our Order, to secure the election of their favorite candidates, and 
thus creating jealousies and heart burnings in the breasts of the unsuccessful 
candidates and their immediate supporters and friends, which are not confined 
to the Lodge room, or to members of the Order even ; but are made known to 
strangers and freely commented upon by all, particularly those who seek to 
retard the progress of our Ordqr. And, secondly, a disposition, on the part of 
many members, to introduce into their Lodges a variety of questions and sub- 
jects for discussion entirely foreign to the objects of our Institution, and to 
make or require, on the part of the candidate, the acknowledgement of some 
particular creed, doctrine, or measure, other than is provided for in our Con- 
stitution as a qualification for membership, and a determination to “ black 
ball,” as it is termed, every man proposed who differs from them on some one 
or more of the various questions which from time to time, agitate the commu- 
nity at large; thus creating two or more parties in the Lodge, and causing the 
brethren to lose sight entirely of the great principles of our Institution, by 
which alone as Odd Fellows we should be guided, — the principles of Benevo- 
llence, Brotherly Love, and Charity, and tending to make every Lodge-meeting 
a scene of violent discussion wholly at variance with these principles. With- 
out particularizing for the present any Lodge or Lodges to which these re- 
marks may be applied; the Grand Master deems it sufficient to allude to the 
rsubject, in the hope that the Grand Lodge, in its wisdom, may devise some 
means to check in season the disastrous consequences which are sure to follow 
■these violent dissensions. 

Since the last Annual Session in August, seven of the nine Lodges to which 
'Charters were then granted, have been duly instituted, as follows : 

Aug. 12. Neponset Lodge, No. 84, at Milton, by the Grand Master. 

Aug. 22. Crescent Lodge, No. 82, at East Weymouth, by G. Treas. Prince. 

Aug. 25. Excelsior Lodge, No. 87, at Foxboro', by D. D. G. Master Smith. 

Aug. 29. Lancaster Lodge, No. 89, at Lancaster, by G. Secretary Jones. 

Aug. 29. Powow River Lodge, No. 90, at Amesbury, by the Grand Master. 

Sept. 4. Mutual Relief Lodge, No. 83, at Haverhill, by the Grand Master. 

Oct. 2. Leominster Lodge, No. 86, at Leominster, by £>. G. Master Wells. 

t Marlbore’ Lodge, No. 85, at Marlboro’, and Union Lodge, No. 88, at 
Douglass, vet remain to be instituted. From the former nothing has been heard 
since the charter was granted, but it is to be hoped that the brethren in that 
place will soon be prepared to commence the good work. From the latter, 
however, the Grand Master has had repeated communication, and he regrets 
exceedingly that the brethren in Douglass, by the operation of an article of the 
By-Laws, adopted at the May Session of the Grand Lodge, have been for 
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nearly three months deprived of a Lodge in that town. The article alluded to 
is that prohibiting the institution or working of any Subordinate Lodge in a 
hotel or tavern, or any apartments thereto belonging. The brethren in Doug- 
lass not being aware of the existence of any such law, immediately after the 
granting of their charter, fitted up at considerable expense a lodge-room in the 
hall attached to the public house in that town. This house, though in every 
respect a strict temperance house, (no bar whatever being kept in it,) is occu- 
pied as a house of entertainment for travellers, and according to the strict 
letter of the law, comes within the prohibition. The Grand Master has, there- 
fore, deemed it his duty to delay the institution of Union Lodge until a lodge- 
room could be fitted up elsewhere, or until the matter could be laid before the 
Grand Lodge. It is said by the Douglass petitioners that they cannot, without 
great additional expense and detriment to their interest, obtain suitable ac- 
commodations elsewhere, and if they cannot be allowed to use the hall they 
have already fitted up, and which they had in 'contemplation when they ap- 
plied for their charter, they must, for the present at least, be deprived of a 
Lodge, besides suffering considerable pecuniary loss. Under these circum- 
stances, it would seem to be proper for the Grand Lodge to inquire into the 
subject, and, if possible, to relieve the brethren from the unpleasant situation 
in which they are now placed. The Grand Master would respectfully suggest 
that the house in question does not come within the true spirit and meaning 
of the law. If he is rightly informed, it partakes more of the character of & 
public boarding or lodging-house, than of a hotel or tavern; and if, after proper 
inquiry, the Grand Lodge is satisfied that such is the fact, it will undoubtedly 
by a fair and liberal construction of the law referred to, permit the Douglass 
brethren to occupy their hall. And while upon this subject, the Grand Master 
begs leave to recommend to the Grand Lodge the repeal of the article 
alluded to, and the adoption of a new law, providing that all Subordinate 
Lodges under its jurisdiction, as well those already in operation as those 
which may hereafter be instituted, shall hold their meetings in such halls or 
lodge-rooms as shall be approved by the Board of Grand Officers, after the 
personal inspection of some one of their number, or some other competent 
Past Grand ap*pointed by them for that purpose. Such a law would supersede 
the necessity of determining by special legislation where or how lodge-rooms 
shall be located or constructed, while at the same time it would effectually 
guard against their being constructed or allowed to remain in improper or ex- 
posed situations. 

The Board of Grand Officers, since the Annual Session, have granted dis- 
pensations for the opening of six new Lodges, the petitions for which, with 
the accompanying documents, are in the possession of the Grand Secretary, 
and will be laid before the Grand Lodge by that officer. Four of these Lodges 
are already in successful operation, having been instituted as follows, vix : — 

September 10. Ocean Lodge, No. 91, at Gloucester, by Grand Secretary 
Jones. 

October 9. Lowell Lodge, No. 95, at Lowell, by the Grand Master. 

October 15. Mount Auburn Lodge, No. 94, at Cambridge, by Grand Treas- 
urer Prince. 

October 17. Blue Hill Lodge, No. 93, at Canton, by Grand Treasurer 
Prince. 

The two Lodges not yet opened are Tihonet Lodge, No. 92, at Sandwich, 
and Marine Lodge, No. 96, at Provincetown ; both of which are ready for in- 
stitution, and if confirmed by the Grand Lodge, will be attended to immedi- 
ately after the close of the present session. 

The Grand Officers have, also, upon the petition of six of the original mem- 
bers of Washington Lodge, No. 5, at Roxbury, and a number of other brethren 
associated with them, granted a dispensation to re-establish that Lodge, and 
on the 22d of October, the Grand Master, with a large deputation of the offi- 
cers and members of the Grand Lodge, opened the Lodge in due form and 
installed its officers. The petition and accompanying papers will be submitted 
by the Grand Secretary, with other documents of a similar character. The 
re-establishment of this old Lodge is a source of much congratulation to the 
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Order in this State, not only because it fills one of the three blanks which haye 
bo long existed in our bright galaxy, but because it restores to that galaxy a 
name which, by the laws of our Order, could not otherwise have had a place 
there — one dear to us all — the name of “ Washington ,” who, though not an 
Odd Fellow in name, was eminently so in precept and practice, and whose whole 
life was identified with the great principles we profess — the principles of 
Friendship, Love, and Truth. It is to be hoped that the time is not far dis- 
tant when the two remaining blanks will be filled by the restoration of Good 
Samaritan Lodge, No. 3, and Adam, No. 6, and thus enable us here in Massa- 
chusetts to present to our brethren throughout the world an unbroken front of 
at least a hundred sister Lodges, all acting harmoniously and in concert with 
each other, with that spirit of generous rivalry which strives only to excel in 
doing good, and in the practice of those cardinal virtues upon which rests the 
foundation of our Order. 

Soon after entering upon the duties of his office, the attention of the Grand 
Master was called to the fact that several of the Subordinate Lodges had 
adopted and continued to use Opening and Installation Odes differing alto- 
gether from those prescribed by the Grand Lodge of the United States. The 
Grand Master wrote to the Grand Sire upon the subject, asking his opinion as 
well upon that as upon one or two other points about which doubts had arisen 
in the minds of members; and on the receipt of that opinion, caused the same 
to be printed, with a circular of his own, and sent to the different Lodges. A 
copy of this document is herewith submitted. It is important that in all the work 
of the Order, a strict uniformity should be observed for obvious reasons, and it 
is to be hoped that those officers whose duty it is to exercise an immediate 
supervision of the Subordinate Lodges, will see that this rule is substantially 
complied with. By a vote of the Grand Lodge of the United States, the qew 
work of the Order, as revised at the Special Session of that body in September, 
is to go into operation on the first of the coming January. The books are 
promised in season to enable this to be done, and the Grand Master respect- 
fully suggests to the Grand Lodge the propriety of providing in some way for 
the proper transmission of this new work to the several Lodges, either by a 
Special Session of the Grand Lodge, by special messengers to each Lodge, or 
in any other way that shall insure a strict uniformity. 

The financial department of the Grand Lodge continues in a prosperous 
state. The Grand Treasurer will lay before you his Quarterly Report of re- 
ceipts and expenditures, which, it is believed, will compare favorably with pre- 
ceding quarters. It has been suggested, however, by many who have given 
the subject some attention, that provision may and ought to be made for the 
future revenue of the Grand Lodge, which shall operate more equally upon all 
the Lodges than does the present system, by materially reducing the amount 
of per centage at present paid — and requiring each Lodge to pay all its own 
expenses of installation, blanks, &c., &c. But this is a matter which requires 
careful consideration, and it is to be hoped that the Grand Lodge will give it 
that attention which its importance demands. But one item of importance in 
the way of extra expenditure, will be observed in the Treasurer’s account, and 
that is the cost of fitting up the office of the Grand Lodge. By a vote of the 
last session, the Board of Grand Officers was authorized to procure a room and 
furniture for their accommodation. And in pursuance of this vote, a room has 
been rented in the building No. 21 School Street, as the headquarters of the 
Grand Lodge. It has been provided with the necessary furniture, and a sub- 
stantial safe for the preservation of the books and papers of the Lodge ; 
its situation is central, and affords ample accommodation for the Grand 
Secretary as well as fo^the meetings of the Grand Officers. The furniture is 
of a substantial character, and such as becomes an office of the kind. This 
office will undoubtedly answer all present purposes, but the Grand Master begs 
leave most respectfully to suggest that the increasing business and importance 
of Odd Fellowship in this State ought to admonish the Grand Lodge of the 
expediency of providing for the future, and that the time is not far distant 
when it will become highly necessary and expedient for this body to turn its 
attention to the erection of a suitable edifice of its own for the proper accom-

modation of the Order here in all its branches; and it may not be improper, 
even at this session, to take some preliminary steps to accomplish this object, 
by the appointment of a Committee to petition the Legislature for corporate 
powers. An Odd Fellows’ Hall may undoubtedly be erected in this city by the 
Grand Lodge, which will not only be a source of increasing revenue to the 
Lodge, but an ornament to the city and a credit to the Order. But the Lodge 
will of course judge for itself of the expediency or propriety of any movement 
on the subject. It is one, undoubtedly, of much interest to the members of 
the Order, and which demands our candid consideration — for it is true beyond 
a question, that, in order to ensure the successful prosecution of this important 
work, the matter must be taken in hand by the Grand Lodge, and not left to 
the Subordinate Lodges or individual members of the Order. 

There is one other matter to which the attention of the Grand Lodge is 
respectfully called, and that is the subject of Quarterly Returns. It is a very 
important part of the duty of every Subordinate Lodge to make prompt and 
accurate returns to the Grand Lodge of the work of every quarter, and there 
is hardly an excuse for the neglect of this duty, especially on the part of the 
older Lodges. Yet it is most grossly neglected by some, as will appear by 
the Report of the Standing Committee on Elections and Returns. The duty 
of that Committee, as well as of the Grand Secretary, in examining and cor- 
recting these returns, and preparing a table of them for the printer, is an 
exceedingly arduous one at all times, but more especially so, when, from 
the want of proper attention on the part of the various Lodges, the returns 
are not sent to the Grand Secretary in due season; or if in season, are essen- 
tially incorrect in many important particulars. The blanks furnished to each 
Lodge by the Grand Secretary, are accompanied by full directions as to the 
mode of making out the reports as well as a transcript of the law, requiring 
them to be made out and forwarded, at least two weeks before the session of 
the Grand Lodge. Yet these seem to be in a great many instances over- 
looked or wholly disregarded; and the Report of the Committee, to be sub- 
mitted at this session, will show that nearly half of all the Lodges have either 
sent in imperfect returns, or neglected to send them within the required time — 
and some have made no return at all. This state of things ought not to be 
suffered to exist, and the Grand Master would respectfully suggest that a law 
should be made similar in its character to the one in force in New Hampshire, 
imposing a penalty upon all Lodges who neglect this important duty. 

In closing this Communication, the Grand Master would express his obliga- 
tion to the Board of Grand Officers, as well as to the several District Deputy 
Grand Masters, for the efficient manner in which they have severally perform- 
ed the respective duties devolving upon them, and for their prompt co-opera- 
tion with him in endeavoring to administer the affairs of the Order in this State 
in a judicious manner, and in accordance with the true principles of Odd Fel- 
lowship. He trusts, however, that the District Deputies will hereafter favor 
him with their reports as early as possible after the close of each term, and 
that those few who have made no report will excuse him for calling their espe- 
cial attention to the 11th Clause of Section 2d, Article 2d of the Constitution.

The Committee of Finance appointed at the August Session, to 
examine the situation of the funds of defunct Lodges, submitted 
the following Report : 

To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 

The Finance Committee who were instructed to examine into the situation 
of the funds of defunct Lodges, respectfully report, 

That they have endeavored to comply with the instructions of the Grand 
Lodge in the business assigned to them, and with very limited success. They 
have had no guide whatever in seeking information in regard to the property 
of the old Lodges, and all that they now present has been obtained in some- 
what random applications to the senior members of the Order. 

The defunct Lodges are Good Samaritan Lodge No. 3, Taunton; Washing- 
ton, No, 5, Roxbury ; Adam, No. 6, Boston. 

It is certain that none of the property of these Lodges was ever surrendered 
to the Grand Lodge of the United States. In proof of this the Committee 
refer to a letter from Cor. Secretary Ridgely. No. 1.* 

The information your Committee have received in relation to the funds and 
property of Good Samaritan Lodge, is contained in the accompanying letter 
from P. G. M. James Wood, of Rhode Island. From the tenor of the letter it 
appears that some of the books of the Lodge are in the hands of Brother 
Wood. No. 2.f 

Your Committee had received an intimation as to the situation of the prop- 
erty of Washington Lodge, No. 5, but understanding that the former members 
of that Lodge, had prepared to petition for a renewal of charter, and bad 
taken measures to collect their property, they desisted from further inquiry. 

The only property of Adam Lodge, No. 6, of which trace can be found, is 
the “Record Book,” in the possession of Bro. Albert Guild. 

The Committee recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: —

“ He shall provide a central and convenient office, satisfactory to the Grand 
Officers, and shall have regular and suitable office hours, and open not less 
than six hours the day for the transaction of business, and shall be ex officio 
Chairman of the Committee on Elections and Returns ; and for the faithful 
performance of his duties and the rent of the room he shall be entitled to & 
salary of five hundred dollars per annum, payable quarterly, — and that the 
above, if adopted, shall take place from and after this session.” 

Br. Wells moved to strike out the words, “ and the rent of the 
room,” which motion prevailed, and the amendment, as amended 
by Br. Wells, was adopted. 

Br. Tozer offered the following motion : 

That the new section, Article 5th of the Constitution of Subordinates, passed 
at the last session, to go into operation on the 1st of January next, making 
the initiation fee not less than ten dollars, and the price of degrees not less 
than two dollars, be rescinded. 

A communication from Atlantic Lodge was received and read.

That they consider the erection of the proposed building a measure of un- v 
questionable expediency, provided the resources of the Grand Lodge, are ade- 
quate to the accomplishment of that object. In the opinion of your Commit- 
tee, such building should be owned in perpetuity by this Grand Lodge and the 
ownership of the same should not be represented by shares, which are personal 
property and the transfer of which cannot legally be restricted, so as to re- 
tain the property in the hands of the Order. , 

Your Committee are further of opinion that the ownership of property 
through the intervention of Trustees is attended with numerous inconvenien- 
ces, and disadvantages, and that in order successfully to carry out the design 
of the Grand Lodge in reference to this matter, an act of incorporation is 
essential. 

They therefore recommend as a measure preliminary to the erection of a 
building, that this Grand Lodge petition the Legislature for an act of incorpor- 
ation, and they submit the following resolutions : — 

Resolved , That a Committee of five be appointed whose duty it shall be to 
prepare and present a petition to the Legislature of this Commonwealth at 
their next session for an act of incorporation of the M. W. Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts, with liberty to hold real and personal estate, to an amount 
not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars.

Resolved , That, in the opinion of the Grand Lodge, the traffic in alcoholic or 
intoxicating drinks is a highly immoral act. 

Voted , To lay the Resolution on the table until the Committee appointed 
upon the Communication of the M. W. G. Master on matters relating to this 
subject shall have reported. 

A motion was made by Br. Lord that hereafter all applications 
for charters shall come directly before the Grand Lodge. 

Voted, To lay it on the table. 

On motion of Br. Richardson, 

Voted , That the vote whereby that portion of the M. W. G. Master’s Commu- 
nication relating to dissensions in Lodges was referred to a Committee in the 
morning session, be reconsidered. 

Voted , That the Resolution of Br. Huntington be now taken from the table 
and acted upon. 

Moved to indefinitely postpone the subject. 

The previous question was called for and sustained. 

The M. W. G. Master decided that the previous question was 
that of indefinite postponement. 

Br. Williams appealed from the decision of the Chair. 

The decision of the Chair was sustained. 

The main question was then put, and the subject of Br. Hunt- 
ington’s motion was indefinitely postponed. 

Voted, That the whole subject of that part of the M. W. G. Master’s Re- 
port relating to dissensions, &c., in Lodges, be again committed to the same 
Committee. 

Appeal of Daniel L. Richardson, of Oberlin Lodge, No. 28, 
was referred to Brs. Seaver, Tozer, C. Rand, Reynolds, and 
Brown of Salem. 

Br. Frost, from the Committee on Jewels and Regalia, submitted 
a further Report, asking for instructions, &c., which was accepted. 

Voted, That that part of the vote passed at the August session in relation 
to regalia be striken out. 

The Committee on Jewels presented a pattern, which was adopted. 

Br. Burgess resigned his office as D. D. G. Master of District 
No. 26. Resignation accepted. 

Br. Dana, from the Committee appointed upon the communica- 
tion from Atlantic Lodge, submitted the following Report and Res- 
olution, which were accepted and adopted : 
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The Committee to whom was referred the remonstrance of Atlantic Lodge, 
No. 55, beg leave to report, that they have considered the subject contained 
in said remonstrance, and they are of the unanimous opinion that by a law of 
the G L. of U. S. it is imperative for all'Subordinate Lodges to be opened and 
closed with prayer; and it is the opinion of your Committee that the article 
making it the duty of the N. G. to open and close the Lodge with prayer in 
the absence of the Chaplain, is only intended to require of the N. G. that he 
appoint some one to perform that service. They therefore offer for the adop- 
tion of this Grand Lodge the following Resolution : — 

Resolved , That in the absence of the Chaplain of any Subordinate Lodge, 
it shall be the duty of the N. G. to perform that duty, or appoint some brother 
to open and close the Lodge with prayer.

Petition presented for a Lodge to be located in Medway, to be 
known and hailed by the title of Rising Sun Lodge, No. 99, refer- 
red to a Committee of three, to report immediately. Brs. Davis, 
Dennis and Mullin, were appointed. 

Br. Case, Chairman of the Committee on that part of the Grand 
Master’s Communication relating to Revenue, submitted the fol- 
lowing Report which was accepted : 

Covenant Hall, Nov. 6, 1845. 

To the R. W. Grand Lodge , 7. O. O. F. of Massachusetts : 

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the M. W. Grand Master’s 
Quarterly Communication to the Grand Lodge as relates to making suitable 
provision for the future Revenue of your honorable body, beg leave to report, — 

Sec. 1st. That in their opinion the expense of instituting Lodges, ana of in- 
stalling the officers quarterly, has heretofore been, in many instances, more 
than was necessary, and they would recommend that at the institution of a 
new Lodge, the Grand Master may direct a D. D. Grand Master, or deputize 
some qualified brother to perform that duty ; and that the D. D. Grand Master, 
or special deputy, may call to his assistance a qualified brother, but that no 
more than the actual expenses of two brothers shall be paid by this Grand 
Lodge for the institution of any Lodge. 

2d. Your Committee recommend that at the installation of the officers of 
Lodges, at the quarterly meetings, the expenses of the D. D. Grand Master, 
or installing officer only , shall be paid by the Grand Lodge. 

3d. The Committee are of the opinion that the expense of blank-cards should 
be met by the Lodges, and they recommend that they be required to pay the 
actual cost thereof to the Grand Lodge, and that they be required to tax 12£ 
cents for each card granted to members; and, as the cards the Lodges may have 
on hand on the first of January, 1846, will not be legal after that date, they 
be required to return the same to the Grand Secretary. 

4th. The Committee also recommend that the several Lodges be required to 
pay for all blanks used by them, other than those to be returned to the Grand 
Lodge. 

5th. Your Committee further recommend that on and after the next regular 
session, the Grand Lodge pay to each regularly elected Representative in at- 
tendance at the several sessions thereof, at the rate of six cents per mile, from 
the location of the Lodge he represents to this city, at each session, to defray 
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his travelling expenses ; but this shall not be construed so as to mean for 
mileage on coming and returning. 

6th. The Revised Work is soon to be placed in the hands of the officers of 
the Grand Lodge, for the use of the Subordinates. As the whole Order is in- 
terested in its introduction, and to be benefited by its use, the Committee 
recommend that the Lodges be required to pay the actual cost of the new 
books, when they deliver the old, and receive them. 

7th. The subject of the per-centage, required by the Grand Lodge of its 
Subordinates, has received the attention of the Committee. They have taken 
into consideration the present condition of the Grand Lodge, and the future 
demands that will probably be made upon it for moneys to meet its expenses — 
if the report relative to paying the mileage of the Representatives should be 
adopted — and while they wish to promote the interests of the Lodges, they 
are aware that to do so the dignity of the Grand Lodge must be maintained 
and its honor preserved, which cannot be done without the funds are furnished 
by the Subordinates. They therefore do not deem it expedient to make any 
reduction at the present time in the rate of per-centage required of the Sub- 
ordinates.

To the R. TV. G. Lodge of Massachusetts: 

The Committee of Elections and Returns, to whom was referred that part 
of the Communication of the Grand Master relating to the failure of many of 
the Lodges to send in their Reports in season for their examination, as pro- 
vided by the By-Laws of this Grand Lodge, would respectfully report,— 
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That the duty of examining the Returns is an extremely arduous one, even 
when the Returns are sent in at the proper time ; but when so many of the 
Lodges fail to send in their Returns at the time provided, the duty is so greatly 
increased that they can not be examined and reported upon without a most 
unwarrantable and entirely unnecessary loss of time ; and also that many of 
them come in at so late an hour, that they can not be examined at all during 
the session. 

The Committee, in view of this question, could say a great deal more, but 
for the sake of saving the time of this Grand Lodge, they will content them- 
selves with the foregoing remarks, with the additional remark, that no person 
upon whom the duty of examining the Returns has not devolved, can form an 
adequate opinion of the exceeding difficulty the Committee labors under from 
the failure alluded to; and for the purpose, and in the hope of inducing punctu- 
ality in future, the Committee would recommend the following Resolutions, viz : 

Resolved , That hereafter the officers elect of each Lodge under this juris- 
diction shall (previous to their installation) place in the hands of the installing 
officer their accepted Quarterly Return, to be by him forwarded to the Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge. 

Resolved , That every installing officer who fails to send the Return by him 
received to the Grand Secretary, at the earliest possible moment after its re- 
ception, shall be fined the sum of $5,00.

The Committee on Elections and Returns, ask leave to report. The follow- 
ing Lodges have made no return, viz : 19, 21, 23, 31, 49, 55, 70,* 72, 74, 76. 
Returns were not sent in season from the following Lodges, as provided by the 
By-Laws of this R. W. Grand Lodge, viz : Nos. 8, 10, 12, 13, 16, 25, 26, 27, 
28, 29, 34, 50, 62, 64, 65, 66, 69, 73, 77, 79, 80. The Returns from the follow- 
ingLodges are correct, viz: Nos. 1, 2, 8, 12, 15, 16, 17, 18, 20, 22, 25, 29,30, 
32, 33, 36, 37, 39; 40, 42, 51, 53, 59, 60, 65, 68, 73, 75, 77, 79, 81, 84. 

No. 4, New England Lodge ; whole No. and standing of members does not 
agree with last Return by one member ; but upon careful examination of the 
books of this Lodge by the Secretary thereof, he states that this Quarterly 
Return is correct. The following Lodges have made errors, in the standing of 
members, viz : Nos. 7, 11, 14, 27, 28, 41, 43, 44, 47, 48, 50, 57, 61, 63, 66, 67, 
80, 82. The following, in the whole number and standing of members, viz : 
Nos. 9, 46, 69, 71. 

The following Lodges are incorrect in {heir returns for the causes assigned. 
No. 34, wants the signature of the N. G. No. 35, error in the standing of 
members, and has no date. No. 52, error in per centage due Grand ’Lodge, 
fifty cents. No. 10, no seal, and error in whole number and standing of mem- 
bers. No. 54, no seal. No. 56, error in per centage, (overpaid seventeen 
cents,) and whole number and standing of members. 

No. 13, 26, 38, 45, 58 and 62, have not returned the Reports of previous 
quarters, sent them to be corrected, consequently your Committee have not 
been able to ascertain whether the present standing of these Lodges is correct. 
No. 64, names of degrees attained by members withdrawn, not put down ; 
number of degrees conferred not stated ; and cannot tell whether the stand- 
ing is correct or not. No. 78 — (new Lodge) cannot ascertain whether the 
standing of the members is correct, because the degrees attained by the peti- 
tioners are not mentioned. 

The Lodges reported as incorrect in the standing and whole number of mem- 
bers, (for instance, No. 7,) if the present Report is correct as to the standing 
of Blue members, there is due for six degrees, which is not shown in their total 
of receipts, and due Grand Lodge percentage on $18,00,5 per cent., 90 cents. 

No. 11, for seven degree. No. 14, for five degrees. 

No. 24. The Secretary says that last return was incorrect, and this return 
is correct. If so, this Lodge owes the Grand Lodge for intermediate degrees, 
to be as now reported, 74 Scarlet members having paid per centage only to 
allow 73. These have been given in detail ; and the other Lodges reported 
as incorrect have made a wrong return of the number of degrees conferred, 
or in the standing of their members. Much depends upon the correction of 
these returns to know whether the books of these respective Lodges are kept 
accurately, and the Grand Lodge is paid the amount of per centage due it.

GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 

Boston, February 5th, 1846. 

To the Right Worthy Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, I. O . O. F. 

In compliance with the requirements of the Constitution of your Right 
Worthy Body, the Grand Master has the honor to lay before you this his 
second official Communication, accompanied by the Reports of the District 
Deputies, so far as received. Some of the Reports, it will be perceived, are 
exceedingly brief, merely stating the names of the Officers Installed, and the 
time of Installation, without imparting the least information as to the state and 
condition of the Order generally, or of either of the Lodges in their respective 
Districts ; and from several Districts no Report whatever has been received. 
It is a matter of regret that so many of the Officers entrusted with the imme- 
diate supervision of the Subordinate Lodges, should deem these Reports of so 
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little importance. They are required by the Constitution, as the basis or 
ground-work of the Grand Master’s Quarterly Report to the Grand Lodge, to 
enable him to lay before that Body, as far as practicable, the precise condition 
of the Order under the jurisdiction — and in no instance should they be neg- 
lected. Of course, a minute or elaborate Report is not expected in any case, 
and in most cases a few lines only would be required to give all the necessary 
information. The Grand Lodge by its Constitution, has made the several 
District Deputy Grand Masters, “ the organs of the Grand Master,” and com- 
mitted to their immediate charge, the several Subordinate Lodges in their 
respective Districts ; and, although the Constitution does not point out the 
precise nature of their report, it requires of them a quarterly report, of some 
kind, in writing ; and it is but reasonable to suppose that the object of this 
provision is, that the Grand Lodge may at each quarterly session, have official 
information of the state of the Order and the condition and prospects of the 
respective Lodges in each District. This information is exceedingly desirable, 
that those entrusted with the administration of the affairs of the Order, may 
at all times act understandingly and judiciously. — and the Grand Master begs 
to impress upon the minds of his District Deputies, the necessity of a prompt 
attention to this part of their official duties. Several of these Officers, how- 
ever, have fully attended to these duties, and their Reports will be found on 
perusal to contain all that is requisite From these latter, and from such 
verbal information as the Grand Master has been able to obtain, he is happy 
to say that the Order in this Commonwealth still continues in the most healthy 
and prosperous condition, and notwithstanding, like every other useful and 
popular institution, it has many enemies, open as well as secret, who seek to 
retard its progress, is steadily increasing both in numbers and popularity. 

Since the Quarterly Session in November, the following Lodges chartered 
at that and the preceding session, have been duly instituted as follows : — 

November 10. Commercial Lodge, No. 97, at Boston, by the Grand Master. 

November 12. Tihonet Lodge, No. 92, at Sandwich, by Past Grand Secre- 
tary Parmenter. 

November 21. Marine Lodge, No. 96, at Provincetown, by the Grand 
Master. 

November 28. Marlboro’ Lodge, No. 85, at Marlboro’, by Deputy Grand 
Master Wells, 

December 10. Rising Sun Lodge, No. 99, at Medway, by Grand Treasurer 
Prince. 

December 12. Mount Roulstone Lodge, No. 98, at Fitchburg, by the Grand 
Master. 

Douglass Lodge, No. 88, is not yet instituted, for reasons stated in the Grand 
Master’s last quarterly communication. Immediately after the last session of 
the Grand Lodge, District Deputy Grand Master B. H. Davis, of Milford, was 
directed to visit Douglass, in nis official capacity, and personally inspect the 
Lodge room fitted up there. Having attended to this duty, Brother Davis 
reported that in his opinion the Lodge could not be instituted or be allowed to 
occupy that room without a violation of the spirit as well as the letter of the 
10th Section, Article II. of the By-Laws • and here the matter has been 
allowed to rest, nothing having since been heard from the petitioners or Bro. 
Davis on the subject. It is really a source of regret that this matter should 
linger along in this way, and it is to be hoped that some action will immedi- 
ately be had to enable our Douglass brethren to commence operations at an 
early day. 

Since the November Session, the Board of Grand Officers have granted Dis- 
pensations for the opening of nine new Lodges, the documents of which will 
be laid before you by the Grand Secretary. Seven of these are already at 
work, having been instituted as follows : 

December 19. Oneco Lodge, No. 100, at North Adams, by Deputy Grand 
Master Wells. 

January 16. Pulaski Lodge, No. 101, at Upton, by Past Grand C. F. Wil- 
son, specially delegated by District Deputy Grand Master Case, to whose 
charge the matter was committed. 

30 
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January 19. Hassanamisett Lodge, No. 102, at Grafton, by District Deputy 
Grand Master Case. 

January 19. Old Colony Lodge, at Hingham, by the Grand Master. 

January 21. Fredonian Lodge, No. 103, at Shirley Village, by Past Grand 
Secretary Parmenter. 

January 29. Holten Lodge, No. 104, at Danvers, by Grand Warden Usher. 

January 29. Aurora Lodge, No. 107, at Attleboro’, by Grand Treasurer 
Prince. 

The two Lodges not yet instituted, are “ Evergreen. No. 105,” at Holliston, 
and “ Blackstone River, No. 107,” at Blackstone — both of which are nearly 
ready, and if confirmed by the Grand Lodge, will be put in operation in a few 
days. Two other petitions have been presented — one for a Lodge to be located 
in Braintree, and the other for one to be located in Colraine. These, how* 
ever, having been but recently handed in, have not been acted on by the Board 
of Officers, but will come up in regular course at the present Session. 

By a vote of the last session, the Board of Grand Officers were appointed a 
committee to petition the Legislature of Massachusetts for an Act to incorpo- 
rate the Grand Lodge, as a preliminary measure to the erecting of a hall or 
building for the accommodation of this Body and the Order generally in Bos- 
ton. Under this authority, a suitable petition has been signed and presented. 
It is now in the hands of a Committee of the Legislature, and will no doubt 
soon be taken up and acted upon. Should the Act of Incorporation be granted, 
it may become necessary that immediate measures should be taken by this 
Grand Lodge to carry out its provisions j and the Grand Master would suggest 
the propriety of the appointment, at this meeting, of a large Special Commit- 
tee, with full powers to take charge of the whole subject, and to do whatever 
may be deemed expedient and proper in the premises, so that no delay or 
embarrassment may be caused for want of the necessary authority to act. 

Since the November Session, the “ new work” as it is termed, has been re- 
ceived. This, though promised from head quarters on the first of December, 
did not come to hand until the last day of that month— of course altogether 
too late to enable it to be put in operation in this State on the first of Januarv, 
as was contemplated by the Grand Lodge of the United States. Immediately 
on its receipt, the Grand Secretary, in compliance with a vote of the last 
session, notified the Grand Officers, and District Deputy Grand Masters, to 
assemble in Convention at Encampment Hall, on the 15th of January, to re- 
ceive the books and the necessary instructions. To this Convention, Past 
Grands and sitting Noble Grands were invited, and, at the time appointed, a 
large number assembled from almost all parts of the State, and, after a re- 
hearsal of the work, the books were distributed, with directions to cause the 
same to be put in use in all the Lodges in the State, on or before the first of 
the present month of F ebruary , and it is believed that these directions have 
been carried into effect. In the rehearsal of the new work, the Grand Master 
took the liberty to give such instructions as, from a careful perusal of the 
books, and what he deemed to be the proper construction of their language, 
seemed to be required. Many members of the Grand Lodge, however, and 
some of the Grand Officers, did not concur with him in some few important 
particulars, and expressed their dissent at the meeting. No vote, however, 
was then taken, or could have been properly passed, as the meeting was not 
one of the Grand Lodge, but merely a Convention of some of its Officers, for 
a specific object. The Grand Master, therefore, in his official capacity, as- 
sumed the responsibility of giving the instructions above referred to, in confor- 
fiaity to his own views, subject, of course, to any change or modification which 
the Grand Lodge, at a regular session, should think fit to adopt ; and he now 
most respectfully invites attention to the matter in question, and requests this 
Body to give its own interpretation of all doubtful points in the books, and to 
require, by special law, that all Subordinate Lodges under its jurisdiction 
shall strictly work in conformity to that interpretation. And in this connec- 
tion, he begs leave to refer the Grand Lodge to the annexed Letter, (marked 
A.) from the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of the United States, which, 
though unofficial, may be of service in enabling this Body to judge of the 
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views and intentions, of those who had in charge the revision of the work, 
touching some of these doubtful points. The writer is a distinguished mem- 
ber of the Order, whose opinions upon all questions relating to its laws and 
customs, are at all times entitled to great weight, and in this instance his 
views are deserving of careful consideration. 

In regard to the finances of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Treasurer will lay 
before you his Quarterly Report of receipts and expenditures, by which, it 
will be perceived that this important department still continues in a healthy 
condition. The department is in the hands of an able and experienced officer, 
who with the assistance of a faithful and efficient Finance Committee, war- 
rants the belief that its affairs will continue to be managed with prudence and 
fidelity. It will be recollected that the Grand Lodge, at its last session, as a 
measure of retrenchment, passed a law prohibiting the payment from the 
funds of the Lodge, of the expenses of Instituting and Installing Subordinate 
Lodges, beyond those of two officers in one case, and one in the other. It will 
also be remembered that this law was passed at a late hour of the session, 
being the adoption of the recommendation of a Committee appointed in rela- 
tion to the Revenue of the Grand Lodge, and it has been thought by many 
that in the hurry to get through the business of the session, without sitting in 
the evening, this subject was passed over without being sufficiently consid- 
ered. It is certainly the duty of the Grand Lodge, and of its officers, to 
observe and enforce the strictest economy in the expenditure of money, and 
the Grand Master would, himself, be the last to recommend the change of any 
law or rule, the alteration or repeal of which would tend, in the least degree, 
to increase unnecessarily the current expenses of this Body. If, however, any 
of its laws have a tendency to prohibit or restrict the payment of expenses 
which are absolutely necessary, and the administration of the affairs of the 
Order cannot be avoided consistent with becoming dignity and propriety, 
such laws cannot properly be designated by the word “ Economy .” That the 
law in question has this tendency, is the opinion of many members of the 
Grand Lodge, and if such be really the fact, it ought undoubtedly be repealed 
at once. Of this, however, you will judge, after giving the matter due con- 
sideration. 

Under the authority given to the Board of Grand Officers, at the November 
session, touching the books and property of the defunct Lodges, a settlement 
has been effected with Past Grand Warden Thomas Barr, for his note due to 
Good Samaritan Lodge, No. 3. Bro. Barr has ever been ready and desirous 
to pay the note whenever it should be produced, or a sufficient discharge given 
him lor its amount ; but, unfortunately, it cannot be found. He has, how- 
ever, paid to the Grand Treasurer the sum of fortyfive dollars, being, as nearly 
as can now be 'ascertained, the amount due upon the note, and in considera- 
tion thereof, the Grand Master, with the assent of the Board of Grand Officers, 
has executed and delivered to Bro. Barr a discharge in full under the Seal of 
the Grand Lodge. The Record Book of Adam Lodge, No. 6, reported by the 
Committee on Finance, as in the hands of Bro. Albert Guild, and the only 
property of that Lodge known to exist, has, by request of the Grand Officers, 
been delivered to the Grand Secretary, and is now in the custody of the Grand 
Lodge. 

Since the last session, a question has arisen among some of the Lodges who 
occupy halls or Lodge rooms jointly with others, in relation to the appoint- 
ment of Outside Guardians. It has been, heretofore, customary for several 
Lodges to appoint the same Outside Guardian, who, of course, could hold 
membership m but one Lodge. This practice the Grand Sire has decided to 
be contrary to the laws and customs of the Order, and consequently illegal. 
It must, therefore, be discontinued. The official decision is annexed, (marked 
B,) [for Letter marked B. see p. 237,] and should be published with the pro- 
ceedings of this session for the government of those Lodges interested in the 
mafter. 

At the annual session in August, a Committee having the matter in charge, 
reported certain rules for the government of Subordinates in the trial ftf breth- 
ren under charges, which rums the Grand Lodge adopted, and caused to be 
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printed and circulated in pamphlet form, under the denomination of “ Penal- 
ties and Trials.” These rules adopt the wise provision of the common law of 
the land, that a person is presumed to be innocent until proved to be guilty 
by the final tribunal before which he has a constitutional right to be heard in 
his defence j and in our Order their operation is to secure to every Brother 
who may be charged and convicted of an offence in a subordinate Lodge, if 
he chooses to appeal to the Grand Lodge, the rights of membership, (with the 
single exception of receiving benefits if sick, and these are held only in abey- 
ance,) until the final decision of that body. It has been thought that too 
much latitude is here given for groundless appeal, and that some further pro- 
vision should be made by law, requiring the party charged to give sufficient 
sureties to prosecute his appeal, if he claim to enter one. Should this be 
thought to be necessary or expedient, you will doubtless give the matter your 
early attention. 

The Grand Master has been requested by many members of the Order, to 
ask the attention of the Grand Lodge to the propriety of its republishing in 
pamphlet form, the proceedings of its several sessions prior to that of August, 
1845, the size of the pamphlet to be the same as the printed Proceedings of 
the last two sessions, so that all may be bound together. It is well known 
that there is a great scarcity of those which have been heretofore published, 
and in fact it is a difficult matter to find a single copy of those of several for- 
mer sessions. Members of the Order who take an interest in its progress, and 
particularly those who are called upon to administer its laws, have frequent 
occasion to refer to the past doings of the Grand Lodge, and would undoubt- 
edly be glad to possess themselves of a full copy of those proceedings from the 
time of its institution, by paying therefor a reasonable price. It is therefore 
respectfully suggested that a Committee be appointed to consider the expe- 
diency of this measure, and to report to this meeting the probable cost of the 
proposed republication. 

Before closing this communication, the Grand Master deems it his duty to 
request the Grand ^Lodge to adopt some rules and regulations in regard to the 
conferring of Degrees, and to define the powers and duties of certain Associa- 
tions, now in existence in the Order, known as “ Degree Lodges.” It is the 
duty of every Subordinate Lodge, that votes to give a Brother his Degrees, 
and receives from him the established fees for those Degrees, either to confer 
them itself or cause them to be duly conferred free of any further charge, by 
some Lodge or Officers competent to perform that duty. It is, moreover, the 
right as well as the duty, made such by long usage, if not by positive law of 
the Grand Master, or either of his Deputies, to grant dispensations for the 
conferring of degrees, out of course, and all at the same time, whenever in the 
opinion of either of those Officers, acting within his own jurisdiction, it be- 
comes necessary or expedient to do so. And in virtue of this authority, and 
in the exercise of this duty, such dispensations have heretofore been granted 
in good faith, and in the full belief that if authority existed for issuing them, 
the very fact of its existence implied a duty on the part of a Lodge, or body 
undertaking to confer degrees, to recognize and respect them. This, however, 
has been refused by an association, composed of a portion of the members of 
the several Lodges, occupying Covenant Hall, who meet weekly, under the 
liame of “ Union Degree Lodge,” to confer degrees upon members of those 
Lodges, as will appear by a Resolution passed by that body on the 22d of 
November last, a copy of which has been placed in the possession of the 
Grand Master, and is as follows : 

“ Resolved, That hereafter this Degree Lodge will not confer any other 
than the degrees regularly appointed for the evening, upon any Brother, with 
or without a dispensation, unless the applicant for such extra degrees pay to 
its Treasurer the sum of three dollars for the general purposes of the Lodge.” 

Now if this Degree Lodge is an independent body, it of course may or may 
not, at its option, recognize the authority of the Order, and may, if it chooses, 
pass and adhere to such resolutions as the above. But if, as has always been 
heretofore taken for granted, this Grand Lodge is the supreme head of the 
Order in this State, the passage of the above resolution is a contempt of its 
authority on the part of the Union Degree Lodge ; for it not only refuses to

recognize the official acts of the Grand Lodge through its proper officers, hut 
undertakes to increase the established price of degrees by imposing a fine or 
penalty upon all Brothers whose circumstances render it necessary for them 
to take other or more degrees at one time than the Degree Lodge chooses to 
give. And if this may be done in one case, it may be in all ; for, by the same 
authority, not only the Union Degree Lodge, but every other Lodge similarly 
constituted, may charge an extra fee for every degree conferred, whether by 
dispensation or not. But the Grand Lodge ought not and cannot, in respect 
to itself, longer permit the existence of this state of things. Official commu- 
nications, dispensations, and other documents bearing the seal of that body, 
ought, under any and all circumstances, to be respected by all subordinate 
bodies under its jurisdiction, and, if wrongfully issued, or put forth in viola- 
tion of law, the officer issuing the same must be held responsible for his acts. 

It would seem to be proper for this Grand Lodge to regulate this matter, 
and to prescribe, by positive law, some regulations, in the conferring of de- 
grees, which will not only insure a strict uniformity throughout the State, but 
which shall establish, beyond question, the duties and responsibilities of any 
and all associations that undertake to confer the degrees, whether existing 
under the name of Degree Lodges, Degree Committees, or otherwise, that 
they may be held accountable to the Grand Lodge for contempt of its author* 
ity, or gross violations of duty. 

In conclusion of this somewhat lengthy communication, the Grand Master 
begs leave to apologise to the Grand Lodge if he has extended it beyond what 
the members may deem to be requisite or necessary. True, in this particular 
he has departed from the practice of his predecessors, but he has touched upon 
such matters only as he felt called upon by his position to bring to the special 
notice of those whose duty it is on tne floor to legislate for the good and wel- 
fare of a wide spread and extended jurisdiction. They as well as himself, are 
placed in a position of great responsibility, and it becomes us all to act with 
wisdom, prudence and discretion, with a single eye to the best interests of our 
cherished Institution ; regardless alike of personal feeling or sectional preju- 
dice ; ever keeping in view the great principles and objects of our Associa- 
tion. It is a source of great congratulation that the course of our Order in all 
its branches, notwithstanding every impediment, is still onward and upward, 
not only here, but in all parts of the country, exhibiting to the world a pros- 
perity and practical utility unparalleled in the history of similar Institu- 
tions — an Institution firmly established upon the broad basis of human broth- 
erhood, which no effort of enemies from without can ever shake, and which 
must ever remain firm and unshaken, so long as its members remain true to 
themselves, and continue to practice as well as to profess the cardinal virtues 
of Friendship , Brotherly Love and Charily.

Dear Sir and Brother : — Your favor of the 3d inst. is before me. I am 
clearly of opinion that all the Officers of a Lodge must be members of that 
Lodge. Without reference to the general usage (which sustains this opinion,) 
a due regard to the convenience and safety of the Lodge, it seems to me, im- 
peratively demands the appointment to office of those only over whom control 
may be lawfully exercised by the appointing power. It is true that there is 
no positive law of this Grand Lodge requiring this, neither is there that the 
elective officers shall be members ; yet I presume that none will contend that 
all the offices in a Lodge may be conferred on other than members. The same 
reasoning will apply to all. An 0. G. is an officer as much the N. G., Y. G. t 
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or any subordinate officer ; his station it a very responsible one, and “ general 
usage” has firmly established the principle that none other than a member of 
the Lodge can serve in that or in any other official station.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ELECTIONS AND RETURNS. 

The Committee on Elections and Returns respectfully report, That the 
order passed at the last session of the R. W. Grand Lodge, making it the duty 
of the Officers of the Subordinate Lodges under this jurisdiction to prepare 
and place in the hands of the D. D. G. Masters, the Quarterly Reports pre- 
vious to their Installation, has thus far fully answered the purpose for which 
it was intended. 

The D. D. G. Masters have promptly forwarded to the Grand Secretary the 
Returns of the Lodges under their charge, (and have in many instances saved 
them much trouble by receiving and paying to the Grand Secretary their quar- 
terly dues,) which has enabled him to present your R. W. Body with a more 
correct return than has ever been furnished. The condition of every Lodge 
under this jurisdiction is reported (where reports are due) with the exception 
of No. 59. Their report was sent back for correction, and not returned. 

The committee regret that so much carelessness is manifested by many of 
the Lodges. Some have sent in their Reports without date or name and Seal 
of the Lodge. For this neglect there certainly can be no excuse. Others 
have failed to return previous Reports sent back for correction, which has 
prevented your Committee from examining the last. There are many other 
errors of a similar nature which with little care and attention might be avoided s 

The following Reports are correct, viz :

G. D. S. Dalrymple have attended to their duty, and beg 
leave to report : 

That it appears to this Committee that the Committee of Oriental Lodge 
who tried the brothers above named were nominated by the N. G. of said 
Lodge, contrary to the provision on page 5 of Penalties and Trials. They 
therefore recommend that a new trial be ordered to be conducted by a Com- 
mittee of the Grand Lodge on the ground of informality. 

It also appears that at the time of the trial, there existed in Oriental Lodge 
an unusual degree of excitement, which in the opinion of your Committee may 
have prevented the exercise of that degree of fairness in conducting the same 
to which every brother of the Order is entitled when upon trial. And while 
your Committee do not hesitate to ascribe perfect purity of intention to the 
brothers who composed that committee of trial, yet they are of opinion, that 
from the peculiarly exciting causes existing in the Lodge, they may have been 
liable to insensible bias. 

Your Committee therefore recommend that a special Committee of this 
Grand Lodge be appointed to examine and try the merits of the case.

GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 

Boston, May 7th, 1846. 

To the Right Worthy Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, I. O. O. F. 

In obedience to the Constitution of this Right Worthy Body, we are again 
assembled for the purpose of legislating for the good and welfare of our be- 
loved Order in this Commonwealth j and in compliance with the duty devolv- 
ing upon me as your Grand Master, I have the honor to submit this, my third 
official communication, accompanied by the Reports of the several District 
Deputy Grand Masters, as far as they have been received by me. From a 
perusal of these Reports, it gives me great pleasure to state that with but few 
exceptions, the Subordinate Lodges under this jurisdiction, continue in a sound 
and healthy condition, and that but very little has occurred during the past 
quarter to disturb the general prosperity and harmony of our Order throughout 
the State. Our nlimbers are still increasing steadily, though not so rapidly as 
heretofore ; and it is believed that notwithstanding the repeated and deadly 
blows aimed at our Institution by a few base and unprincipled hypocrites — who 
are unworthy the name of men — it still retains its general popularity and the 
entire confidence of a very large proportion of the whole community. From 
the Report of D. D. G. Master Churchill, I am sorry to see that Groton Lodge, 
No.. 71, is in a very depressed condition, having initiated but one candidate 
during the past quarter, and the members seeming to take but little interest in 
Lodge affairs. Bro. Churchill says that for the last few months their meet- 
ings have not averaged more than six or eight members, and many times they 
have not been able to open their Lodge for want of a sufficient number of 
members : that they are still incumbered with quite a heavy debt, and that 
those brethren who would bring about a better state of things, are seemingly 
getting discouraged. This is really a matter of deep regret, and demands your 
serious attention. District Deputy Grand Master, B. H. Davis, in his report, 
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says that peace and harmony reigns throughout his District, except in Tig- 
quantum Lodge, No. 46, where there has been and continues to be, some 
disaffection growing out of the “ Temperance question.” The Grand Lodge, 
at its last session, adopted a Resolution requiring all Subordinates to submit 
forthwith to the Board of Grand Officers a copy of their By-Laws, and also 
such amendments as should be made from time to time, in order that such por- 
tions thereof, if any, as might be contrary to the Constitution and general laws 
of the Order, might be expunged. A few only of the Lodges have complied 
with the requirements of this Resolution. Among those sent to the Board of 
Grand Officers, was a revised copy of the By-Laws of Tisquantum Lodge, one 
article or clause of which, by the unanimous opinion of the Board, was 
deemed to be contrary to the true principles and spirit of Odd Fellowship, 
and by their advice, the Grand Master, acting under the aforesaid Resolution, 
directed the objectionable article to be expunged. It is unnecessary here to 
go into any argument in defence of the ground taken in this matter by the 
Board of Grand Officers, as it will ( doubtless be laid before you by the direc- 
tion of Tisquantum Lodge, and the 'whole subject fully discussed. It is suffi- 
cient merely to say that the position taken by the Board is, that the Order of 
Odd Fellowship, as such , cannot be identified with any particular creed , either 
political or religious, nor with any of the questions of moral reform which are 
constantly agitating the community. That the Temperance question is one 
of this latter class, and notwithstanding its great importance and the desire 
which all good Odd Fellows may have to see it prevail, yet an Odd Fellow’s 
Lodge room is not the place to agitate or discnss that question or any other 
whatsoever, which like that, would be sure to lead to discord and disunion. 
I most respectfully and earnestly invite your careful consideration of this 
whole subject, and sincerely trust that the Grand Lodge will in its wisdom 
adopt such measures as will tend to restore peace and harmony where discord 
now reigns ; and to prevent the great evil which will be sure to follow any 
attempt on the part of one portion of the Order to put down those who may 
happen to differ from them in opinion touching any real or supposed right or 
duty, provided they are good citizens and honest men. 

And while in this connection, I deem it my duty to call the attention of the 
Grand Lodge to a direct contempt of its authority and decisions, in a similar 
case, on the part of Mechanics’ Lodge, No. 11. On reference to the printed 
proceedings of the Annual Session in August last, [see page 194,] it appears 
that a Representative of that Lodge submitted certain resolutions, with a re- 
quest that the Grand Lodge would express an opinion as to their constitution- 
ality ; and that Mechanics’ Lodge might be authorized to incorporate their 
substance in its By-Laws. Those who were present at the time will remem- 
ber the discussion that grew out of those resolutions, and it appears by the 
record, that the Grand Lodge, by a vote, authorized Mechanics’ Lodge to 
adopt the first resolution — but rejected the second — thus deciding against the 
constitutionality of the proposed By-Law. Yet Mechanics’ Lodge, notwith- 
standing it sought through its Representative the opinion of the Grand Lodge 
on the subject, and by thus asking its decision, virtually recognized and 
acknowledged its power and authority in the premises — has, in direct contempt 
of that opinion, as expressed by a decisive vote taken after full discussion, 
incorporated into its By-Laws a section embracing the whole of said second 
^Resolution, almost word for word. Such a proceeding, it appears to me, 
cannot be Justified or allowed. The votes and decisions of this Grand Lodge, 
acting within the scope of its known and acknowledged authority, ought and 
must be recognized and obeyed as positive law, by the several Subordinates 
under its jurisdiction ; and this Body is bound, not only by a proper respect 
for its own dignity, but by a due regard for the general good and welfare of 
the whole Order in the State, to enforce its laws, and to declare in terms not 
to be misunderstood, that none of its subordinates can be permitted to violate 
them with impunity, or to hold in contempt any of its decisions upon matters 
relating to the government of the Order. 

D. D. G. M. Gould, in his Report, speaks of a dispute which has arisen in 
Lafayette Lodge, No. 31, about the withdrawal of a member by card, who 
appeared in open Lodge, paid his dues, and asked for a card of clearance, 
which was granted by vote of the Lodge — but who afterwards neglected or 
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refused to take the card. It is to be hoped that disputes upon 'such questions 
as this, will be amicably settled without assuming a very grave character, 
though I regret to say that members are sometimes apt to forget the great 
principles of our Institution, brotherly love, kindness ana charity, even in the 
discussion of apparently unimportant matter! ; and in this instance, the subject 
under dispute might have been easily adjusted to the satisfaction of all, if ref- 
erence had been, had to the published proceedings of a late session of the Grand 
Lodge upon this very point. And this brings me to a suggestion contained in 
the Report of D. D. G. M. Atkinson, that the Grand Lodge should pass a law 
requiring the proceedings of the Grand Lodge as well as its Constitution and 
By-Laws, to be occasionally read in the Subordinate Lodges, that the officers 
and members may fully understand them. The suggestion is a good one, now 
that the number of the printed proceedings is to be limited, for in no other 
way can the members become familiar with the laws by which they are gov- 
erned. Brother Atkinson reports Mount Roulstone Lodge, No. 98, as an in- 
stance of the evil * arising from a want of knowledge of the laws and rules of 
the Order, that Lodge having through carelessness continued to initiate candi- 
dates for $5, instead of $10, as now required by the Constitution. Something 
should be done, and some penalty enforced, to guard against similar violations 
of law in future. Brother Atkinson reports also that Leominster Lodge, No. 
86, is not in so flourishing condition as could be desired, owing to its being 
surrounded, as he says, “by a hot bed of opposition.” But he adds that the 
members are determined by care and a straight-forward course, to “ live it 
down, and finally triumph. And such I trust will be the result. 

I have received from the Secretary of Macedonian Lodge, No. 47, a Com- 
munication, enclosing a copy of a Resolution passed in that Lodge on the 22d 
of April, which I deem it my duty to lay before you. The Resolution is as 
follows : — “ Resolved , That any brother casting a black ball, shall give some 
satisfactory reason to the Lodge for casting it — otherwise such ball shall not 
be counted.” This Resolution i3 said to have been passed by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members of Macedonian Lodge, but it certainly ought not to be 
sanctioned by this Grand Lodge, as it appears to me to strike at the very 
foundation of the principle ol secret ballot, which ought always to be pro- 
tected. I have not, however, thought proper to interfere, as the Session was 
so near at hand, preferring to bring the matter to the notice of the Grand 
Lodge, that they might act in the premises as they thought expedient. 

Since the last Quarterly Session, the several Lodges then or previously 
chartered, have been duly instituted, as follows : — 

February 10. Blackstone River Lodge, No. 106, at Blackstone, by District 
Deputy Grand Master B. H. Davis. 

February 13. Evergreen Lodge, No. 105, at Holliston, by Grand Warden 
J. M. Usher. 

February 27. Adelphic Lodge, No. 109, at Coleraine, by the Grand Master. 

March 6. Mattakeeset Lodge, No. 110, at Duxbury, by Grand Treasurer 
H. Prince. 

March 10. Union Lodge, No. 88, at Douglass, by District Deputy Grand 
Master B. H. Davis. 

March 11. Wrentham Lodge, No. Ill, at Wrentham, by Grand Treasurer 
H. Prince. 

Several Petitions have also been presented for the opening of new Lodges, 
which, with the accompanying documents, will be laid before you by the 
Grand Secretary. And I am happy to see among the Petitions one from the 
members of Adam Lodge, No. 6, for the re-establishment of that old Lodge. 
None of these Petitions have been acted upon or considered at all by the Board 
of Grand Officers, inasmuch as some of the members of the Board are of opin- 
ion that the power of granting Dispensations as heretofore, was taken away 
at the last Session of the Grand Lodge, by the adoption of Article 5th, Section 
1st, Clause 1st, of the revised Constitution. But the clause referred to makes 
provision for the granting of Charters only , without expressly taking away 
the power to grant dispensations to open new Lodges subject to the approval 
of the Grand Lodge — which has always been heretofore recognized as among 
the legitimate powers of the Grand Master and Board of Grand Officers. 
Cases nave heretofore come up where the good of the Order seemed to require 
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the exercise of this power of granting Dispensations, and I believe the history 
of the Order in this State will bear me out in the assertion, that in no instance 
whatever, has the Grand Lodge refused to grant a Charter to a Subordinate 
Lodge which has been opened and commenced work under a Dispensation. 
Such cases may again occur, ana I most respectfully ask the Grand Lodge 
to interpret the Clause of the Constitution above alluded to, and to determine 
by special vote whether or not the power of granting Dispensations to open 
new Lodges between the several regular meetings of the Grand Lodge, shall 
continue to be vested in the Grand Master and Board of Grand Officers, in 
order that all may act understanding^ in the premises. 

The Grand Treasurer will submit to you his Quarterly Report of the state 
of the Financial Department of the Grand Lodge, by which it will be per- 
ceived that everything pertaining to that department continues in a prosperous 
and sound condition. No special investment of the funds has as yet been 
made under the authority of the vote of last February, as it was thought best 
to wait until the large debts recently contracted for the new work, &c., should 
be fully settled. It will be seen that most if not all of these debts have been 
paid, and that there is still a considerable sum in the treasury. This balance 
will be permanently invested as soon as a proper opportunity offers. 

Since the last Session, the Law then passed adopting a State Travelling 
Card has been carried into effect, and seems to be attended with success^ 
The Board of Officers, under the authority granted them, prepared and caused 
to be stereotyped a proper plate, from which the Cards are printed and fur- 
nished by the Grand Secretary to all the Lodges in the State, and seem admi- 
rably calculated for the purpose for which they are intended. One of these 
Cards is doubtless in the possession of every member of this Lodge ; and if 
approved, I would respectfully suggest the propriety of passing a special vote 
adopting the same as the established State Card. 

In my last official communication I referred to the petition for an Act of In- 
corporation, which by authority of the Grand Lodge had been prepared by 
the Board of Grand Officers and presented to the Legislature of Massachusetts. 
The petition was at that time in the hands of the appropriate committee, and 
strong hopes were then and for a long time afterwards entertained that it 
would be granted. The Grand Officers with several other members of the 
Order, appeared before the Committee to urge their claims, but were unsuc- 
cessful. The fate of the petition is, doubtless well jcnown to you all, but the 
reason for its rejection has never been given, and I sincerely regret that there 
was no member of the Order in the Legislature, or other person sufficiently 
interested in the matter, to assert our claims and demand the grounds upon 
which the report of the Committee was based. Another year, it is to be 
hoped, will find us more successful. 

In conclusion, I beg leave to tender my thanks to the Board of Grand Offi- 
cers and District Deputy Grand Masters, for the prompt and efficient manner 
in which they continue to discharge their respective duties, and for the assis- 
tance rendered me in the discharge of mine. Having been much occupied by 
engagements of a personal and private nature during the past quarter, I regret 
that I have not been able to devote so much time to the affairs of the Order, 
as the position with which I am honored seems to demand. Relying, how- 
ever, upon the efficiency and well known ability of the Grand Secretary, I 
have had occasion frequently to call his services into requisition for the per- 
formance of duties not strictly appertaining to his department, and it gives me 
great pleasure to bear testimony to the zeal and fidelity of that indefatigable

The Committee appointed at the February Session on the appeal 
of Bro. Francis Tukey from the decision of Friendship Lodge, No. 
20, submitted the following Report which was read and ordered to 
be laid on the table. 


The Committee to whom was referred the claim of P. G. Francis Tukey 
against Friendship Lodge, have attended to their duty and submit the follovv- 

The ^claim of Bro. Tukey is for benefits during an alleged sickness from 
Sept. 1, 1844, to Nov. 25, 1844, being a period of twelve weeks ; and also 
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from Jane 13, 1845, to July 13, 1845, four weeks ; in all for sixteen weeks* 
sickness, for which as a scarlet member he claims to be entitled to $80, of 
which he acknowledges the receipt of $20 leaving a balance unpaid of $60. 

His claim was submitted to Friendship Lodge, Sept. 22d, 1845. The Lodge 
referred the matter to a Committee, who reported Oct. 6th, adverse to the 
claim, and the Lodge sustained the Report. Subsequently Bro. Tukey 
brought his claim by appeal before the Grand Lodge ; and your Committee 
having summoned the parties, have carefully, and as they believe, impartially 
investigated the testimony presented by Bro. Tukey and the Lodge, and are 
now to submit their decision for your consideration. 

The testimony offered has been so voluminous as to render it inexpedient for 
your Committee to embody in their Report anything but a brief outline of the 
facts. 

The claim presented consists of two items, the first of which is for benefits 
from Sept. 1, 1844, to Nov. 25, 1844, a period of twelve weeks, of which he 
received benefits for four weeks. The point to be ascertained here is the com- 
mencement and duration of his sickness at that time. The evidence offered to 
sustain this part of the claim was vague and uncertain, and a greater part of it 
obtained in such a way as to make it necessary for the Committee to receive 
it with caution. The Records of the Lodge show that on the 21st of Oct. ’44, 
Bro. Tukey was installed as Secretary of Friendship Lodge, and from that 
time was present at every meeting of the Lodge, until after the 25th of No- 
vember, and it appeared to your Committee that his own records were strong 
presumptive evidence that even supposing that he still labored under the re- 
maining weakness of his former sickness, he yet considered himself in such a 
state of health as to be no longer a proper recipient of the benefits of the 
Lodge, since, though present every meeting, he did not himself, neither did 
any one else report him sick after the 21st of October, the date of his installa- 
tion. The Committee, therefore, consider that they cannot go behind %nd 
reverse the judgment he himself manifested at that time. The claim is there- 
fore removed to the period between Sept. 1, and Oct. 21. And the enquiry is 
(by the acknowledged payment of his benefits to him from Sept. 24th to Oct. 
22d, a period of four weeks) removed to the period between Sept. 1st, and 
24th. Testimony was offered by the Lodge showing that on the Uth Sept, he 
was attending to his business; on the 12th he stopped at a store in Cambridge- 
port, when returning from business, and when asked by a person in the store 
to come down in the evening and take part in a discussion at the debating 
society, he declined, saying, he had another engagement; and the same witness 
testifies, that on that evening he was initiated into Friendship Lodge, and that 
Bro. Tukey officiated as conductor; and on the 23d he was in the Lodge again, 
taking an active part in its proceedings. This would seem sufficient to over- 
throw the claim; but the Committee here also find in his own acts conclusive 
evidence against his claim ; for having received benefits for a sickness com- 
mencing Sept. 24th he does not object but tacitly acquiesces in the position 
implied by that payment, viz., that he was not entitled to benefits previous to 
that time. This assent on his part, and the fact that the claim is not presented, 
until a whole year has elapsed and a serious difficulty has occurred between him 
and the Lodge , appears to your Committee to be conclusive evidence that he 
was not entitled to any more benefits at that time than he has already received, 
and the Committee therefore think that the decision of Friendship Lodge upon 
this item ought to be sustained. 

The other item is for four weeks benefits for sickness from June 13th, to July 
18th, 1845. Upon this item the evidence shows that he spent the greater 
part of the week previous in New York ; and that on the evening "of the 14th 
he attended a meeting of the marshals appointed for the celebration of the 
19th ; and on the 15tn he officiated as superintendent of the Sabbath School; 
on the 17th, he was seen out attending to his ordinary business ; and on the 
18th, we find him in Boston, at Dr. Guild’s, with several of his friends. And 
perhaps it would be proper for the Committee here to add that Br. Tukey re- 
marked that the circumstances would have drawn any man of spirit from a, 
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sick bed ; but supposing this to have been the case, after he had accomplished 
all he desired to by leaving his bed, if he were as sick as the evidence of some 
of his witnesses would lead us to think, a proper care for his health would 
have prompted him to return immediately to his home ; but we find him again 
in the afternoon of the same day at Brighton, at Winship’s Gardens ; and 
again in the evening about the Lodge-room of Friendship Lodge. Again on 
the morning of the 19th we find him on Boston Common, attending a meeting 
of the marshals, and then attending to his duties through the day; on the 21st 
he is at the Sabbath School ; and on the 30th, at the Sabbath School. And 
the Committee are compelled to state farther that at the periods not enumer- 
ated, the evidence of Br. Tukey's health is very contradictory , and would leave 
them in great doubt, if they were not here also relieved by Br. Tukey’s own 
decision made at the time. It was proved that on the 4th of July, and again 
on the 7th, he stated to different persons that he Only claimed benefits for one 
week, and that was for the week succeeding the 19th of June. The Commit- 
tee have therefore only to enquire if he is entitled to benefits for that week : 
And here again they find that the claim of Br. Tukey presented to the Lodge 
at the time, was referred to a Committee to investigate the matter, and the 
Chairman of that Committee testified that during the week that the benefit is 
claimed for, he found that Br. Tukey was about his business five days of the 
week ; and he therefore reported adverse to the claim. Your Committee are 
therefore of opinion that, from the facts and evidence submitted to them, that 
the decision of Friendship Lodge upon this item is also correct — and that Br. 
Tukey has no just or legal claim upon that Lodge. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Fellow ; as said Prince holds a card of clearance in his possession from Fram- 
ingham Lodge. 

Bro. Lord offered the following Resolution, which was adopted: — 

Resolved , That the D. D. G. Masters shall visit the Subordinate Lodges, 
under their jurisdiction, at least once in each quarter, at some proper time, 
other than that of the Installation of Officers, and that their expenses, if any, 
be paid by this Grand Lodge. 

The petition for the reinstatement of Adam Lodge, No. 6, was 
taken from the table. On motion of Bro. Wells, it was — 

Voted, To refer the petition to the Board of Grand Officers, with power to 
reinstate the Lodge, if deemed by them expedient. 

Bro. Locko offered the following Resolutions : — 

Resolved , 1st, That for the future, a Record be kept of all decisions made 
by the Board of Grand Officers, expounding the laws and customs of the Order, 
and that the same be submitted to the Grand Lodge for approval. 

Resolved , 2d, That the Grand Master be requested to submit to this Grand 
Lodge, such decisions as may have been made during the recess, by the Board 
of Grand Officers, affecting the laws and customs of the Order. 

Voted , To adopt the first Resolution. 

Voted , To lay the second Resolution on the table. 

The Committee to whom was referred the communication and 
Resolutions from Lowell Lodge, No. 95, presented the following 
Report, which was accepted : — 

The Committee on the request from Lowell Lodge, beg leave to Report — 

That in their opinion the subject requires some attention from this body, and 
would therefore recommend that a Special Committee of five be appointed to 
investigate the grievance, and Report at the next Session of this Grand 
Lodge.

Bro. Bernard Snow proposes the following Article to be added 
to the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges : — 

“ Each Representative to the Grand Lodge, chosen from this Lodge, shall 
be required to attend each Session of the Grand Lodge, punctually, and for 
any failure to do so, shall be subject to a fine of one dollar per day, so long as 
the Session continues ; said Representatives shall receive as a compensation 
for their time and services, two dollars per day during the Session, to be paid 
from the funds of this Lodge.*’ 

Also, the following Article to the By-Laws of this Grand 
Lodge : — 

“ There shall be kept a correct Roll of the names of the Representatives 
from the several Subordinates, which roll, shall be called by the Grand Secre- 
tary at the opening and close of each day’s Session of this Grand Lodge, and 
the names of those who may be absent at each time of calling said Roll, be 
entered by him upon the printed records of this Lodge.”

GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 

- Boston, August 6th, 1846. 

To the Right Worthy Grand Lodge of Massachusetts , I. O. O. F. 

In compliance with the requirements of the Constitution, we are again 
called upon to exercise the powers delegated to us as the legislators of our 
Order in this Commonwealth. And as the Representatives of more than 
twelve thousand constituents from every portion of the State, bound together 
by common ties and common interests, it becomes us all to enter upon the im- 
portant and responsible duties committed to our charge with a firm and stead- 
fast resolution to perform those duties conscientiously — in accordance with the 
dictates of sound judgment, and in a spirit of kindness and conciliation to- 
wards each other as well as with an earnest desire to promote the best inter- 
ests of the whole Order under our jurisdiction. Let us then, brethren, in the 
outset, resolve to divest ourselves of all sectional or party prejudice or feel- 
ing — all private jealousies and personal animosities, should any such exist, 
and with a full determination to discard from our deliberations every thing 
calculated to excite these prejudices, these jealousies, these animosities ; let 
us resolve to confine ourselves on this floor to the consideration of those sub- 
jects alone which rightfully belong to an assembly like this ; leaving to other 
assemblies and other places the discussion of those many exciting topics of the 
day upon which the community are so divided in opinion, and the agitation 
of which so often tends to stir up the worst feelings of our nature ; and 
amongst Odd Fellows must inevitably lead to the entire destruction of those 
principles of unity, friendship and brotherly love which are the pride and 
boast of our Institution, and among our greatest objects to promote and cher- 
ish. We cannot be too careful to guard our Order against the introduction of 
these topics if we would preserve it from destruction ; for no human institu- 
tion however firmly established against enemies from without, can long 
withstand internal discord and disunion ; and so true as is the injunction that 
“ a house divided against itself cannot stand,” so true is it that the days of our 
beloved Order are numbered when the members of it shall persist in convert- 
ing their Lodge rooms into arenas for exciting and angry debate, or seek to 
deprive Odd Fellowship of its distinctive character by uniting it with the pe- 
culiar tenets and characteristics of other societies, sects or parties, and endea- 
voring to compel all who aro in the Order or wish to remain there, as well as 
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tko«e who may seek for admission to it9 ranks, to acknowledge and adopt the 
same views. Our Order must stand or must fall as it is, with all its present 
peculiar characteristics. If we unite with it or suffer it to be united with any 
other, or adopt the laws or rules of any other order or society, we at once 
destroy its foundation and frustrate the very objects which called it into being. 
Let us then continue to guard, 1 to cherish, and to protect it, and endeavor so 
far as in us lies to make it what its founders designed it to be, an Institution 
for the promotion of human brotherhood and the relief of human suffering. 
Let us but resolve to do this, and to destroy at once every seed and every germ 
of discord and dissension which may have been sown, or may have sprung 
up in our midst, and Odd Fellowship may bid defiance to every foe from 
without and long continue to exist and to flourish as an Institution wholly 
unsurpassed by any of a similar character, in this or any other age, for tha 
extent and activity of its usefulness and benevolence. 

In submitting tins my fourth quarterly report to the Grand Lodge, it gives 
me great pleasure to state that the Order generally throughout the jurisdic- 
tion is in a healthy condition, though it appears by the Returns and such of 
the Reports of the District Deputy Grand Masters as have been received, that 
during the last quarter there has not been so much work done in some of the 
older Lodges as in some previous quarters during the past year. Still, how- 
ever, all, with but very few exceptions, appear to be in a sound and prospe- 
rous condition, and pursuing a straightforward course in carrying out the 
great principles of our Order. The several Lodges in the State are now di- 
vided into thirty-six Districts, each District being under the care of a District 
Deputy Grand Master. These officers are required by the 3d Article of the 
Constitution to submit quarterly to the Grand Master a written Report, and 
the Grand Master by the same Article is required to lay these Reports before 
the Grand Lodge. Heretofore these documents have generally contained but 
little else than was embodied in the several Quarterly ifeturns of Subordi- 
nates, and for this reason have usually been merely referred to in the Grand 
Master’s communication, without being read. Having, however, in a former 
communication suggested to these officers the great propriety of embodying 
in their Reports such general information in regard to the Lodges under their 
jurisdiction as might enable the Grand Lodge to understand fully the standing 
and progress of the Order in their respective Districts, I am happy now to 
state that those now submitted are mostly of the character required, and in- 
stead of merely referring to them as heretofore, I beg leave to offer them as a 
part of this my Report, and as containing the kind of information most likely 
to be of interest toyou. These Reports are from the following District Depu- 
ties, viz. — No. 1, Wm. Ellison ; No. 2, Raymond Cole ; No. 4, C. D. Strong ; 
No. 5, Caleb Rand ; No. 6, Stephen Sibley : No. 7, Wm. Tozer : No. 8, J. S. 
Ladd ; No. 9, Daniel Leach ; No. 11, Joseph Phelps ; No. 12, Tnomas Barr ; 
No. 13, Stephen Lovell ; No. 14, John McLeish ; No. 15, J. C. Waldo ; No. 
16, Joseph Gould ; No. 17, A. W. Churchill ; No. 18, J. B. Atkinson : No. 
19, J. K. Mullin ; No. 20, Wm. H. Taylor : No. 21, Hiram Alden ; No. 22, 
Joseph Cushman ,* No. 24, Albert Case ; No. 25 and No. 26, B. H. Davis; 
No. 28, Addispn Ware ; No. 29, Wendell T. Davis ; No. 30, James M. 
Thompson; No. 32, James Kimball; No. 33, Dexter Dana; No. 34, Wm.

A few or these Reports only seem to contain subjects or suggestions for 
your special attention or action. 

The situation of Groton Lodge as appears by the Report of Br. Churchill 
of .District No. 17, seems to demand attention ; and it may be proper to ap- 
point a Special Committee to ascertain the cause of the great and continued 
apathy which seems to have for some time past existed among the Brethren 
composing that Lodge, and if possible to devise some measures to restore it 
to its former good condition. 

In the Report of Br. Atkinson of District No. 18, it appears that Mount 
Roulstone Lodge at Fitchburg, have departed from the letter of the Constitu- 
tion in electing their last N. G. a Representative to this Body. The 1st 
Clause of Section 2d, Article II. of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge pro 
▼ides as follows : — 
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“ Clause 1 . Each Subordinate shall at the last meeting in June annually, 
elect by ballot from among the Past Grands who are in good standing such 
number of them as the Lodge is entitled to, to serve as Representatives for 
one year from the first Wednesday of the ensuing August.” 

According to the letter pf this Clause a brother must have actually passed 
the Chair of the N. G. before his election — but it is for the Grand Lodge to 
determine according to the spirit and intent of the Constitution, whether or 
not a Brother elected while in the Chair of the N. G., but who becomes a 
Past Grand before he presents himself to the Grand Lodge, shall be entitled 
to his seat. There seems to be some difference of opinion among the Breth- 
ren upon this point, though it appears to me to be a plain case, and I would 
respectfully suggest that the Grand Lodge at once decide it, that hereafter 
there may be no room for doubt. I would also suggest the propriety of a 
decision by this body, to be incorporated into a special rule, — as to whether a 
Subordinate Lodge shall or shall not be entitled to be represented on this floor, 
which from any cause whatever, either neglect or otherwise, shall fail to elect 
its Representative or Representatives at the time prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion, to wit, at the last meeting in June. It appears by Bro. Atkinson’s Report 
that Leominster Lodge omitted to attend to this duty in a constitutional man- 
ner, and omissions of this sort may very likely again occur in other Lodges, 
and will be sure to cause contests and embarrassment unless the Grand Lodge 
at once declare by positive rule that Representatives thus chosen shall or shall 
not be entitled to their seats. 

The suggestions of Br. B. H. Davis of District No. 25, in regard to the for- 
mation of libraries, and the making of suitable provisions in the Subordinate 
Lodges for the establishment of courses of lectures. &c., are worthy of con- 
sideration. Some such measures would undoubtedly have a tendency to 
strengthen our bond of hnion and keep alive that personal interest in the af- 
fairs of the Order which is ever essential to the 'prosperity of institutions and 
societies like ours. 

D. D. G. M. Dana, of District No. 33, mentions in his report, that a little 
uneasiness is manifested among some of the members of one of the Lodges in 
his District, in relation to the mode of voting Degrees, which arises in conse- 
quence of there being no Constitutional provision, prohibiting Initiates , &c. 
from voting in such cases, when our present rules require the Degrees to be 
voted only by Brothers holding the same Degree as the one applied for, and 
he suggests the propriety of some action on the subject by the Grand Lodge. 
It would, perhaps, be well that the law on this subject should be incorpora- 
ted in the Constitution of Subordinates, so that new members may at once 
understand it. It is, however, for you to determine whether or not any le- 
gislation upon the subject is necessary. Br. Dana also asks for a decision of 
the Grand Lodge as to whether a P. G. shall be required to wear his Grand 
Lodge or Past Grand’s regalia in a subordinate Lodge. The By-Laws of all 
subordinates, I believe, provides that no Brother shall be allowed to address 
the Lodge “ unless clothed in the Regalia of his rank.” I was called upon 
sometime since, by Br. Dana, to interpret this law, and I at once decided that 
the Scarlet Degree being the highest Degree known to a Subordinate lx>dge, 
as such, any Brother of the Order, however high he might be in Office in the 
Grand Lodge, unless actually holding an Office at the time in his own Lodge, 
would be considered as being “ clothed in the regalia of his rank ” if clothed in 
the Scarlet Regalia — that the P. G.’s or Grand Locfge Regalia was consid- 
ered an Official Regalia which none excepting the Junior or sitting P. G. was 
actually required to wear in a Subordinate Lodge meeting, and that no P. G. 
could be considered as being clothed in improper Regalia at such meetings, if he 
chose to wear the Scarlet Regalia instead of the Sash and Apron of the Grand 
Lodge. This decision Bro. Dana says is not satisfactory to some of the broth- 
ers of his District, and he suggests that the Grand Lodge should determine the 
correctness of it. It is a small matter, to be sure, but if it is necessary to 
avoid discussion, it had better be decided at once. I have also received from 
Bro. Dana, two special communications upon the subject of the admission into 
one Lodge in his District, of a brother or brothers of another, without the 
State Card, and without being correct in the P. W. This is undoubtedly a 
direct violation of the rules of the Order, and the duty of the N. G. as laid 
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down in his Installation Charge, and ought not to he permitted. I annex these 
communications of Bro. Dana, which are marked A., and forbear making fur- 
ther comments upon them, except to invite your attention to them through 
a special Committee. 

I Relieve there are no other suggestions contained in the reports of the Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Masters, to which I need call your particular attention, 
except the excitement which seems to exist in several of the Lodges, as re- 
ferred to by D. D. G. Masters Barr, Lovell, Cushman and others, in regard to 
the Temperance question, and the action of Oberlin and Veritas Lodges, of 
Lowell, upon the course pursued by the Board of Grand Officers, and the G. 
Lodge at its last session, upon a By-Law and Resolutions of Tisquantum 
Lodge. This is indeed a grave matter, and one of vital importance, and calls 
for some full and decisive action on the part of this Body. My views upon 
this subject are too well known among the members of the Order to render it 
necessary to repeat them here. What I have said in the beginning of this re- 
port upon the destructive tendency of introducing exciting topics into our 
Lodges, will apply with peculiar force to the one under consideration, and I 
most sincerely trust that the Grand Lodge will at once rebuke this ill-timed 
and unwise action of the two Lowell Lodges. I have endeavored to obtain a 
copy of the Circular which those Lodges have caused to be distributed in 
many, if not most of the Lodges of the State, that I might annex it to this re- 
port ; but for some reason which I cannot account for, I have not been able to 
obtain one, or even the perusal of one. If, however, as I understand, it con- 
tains a direct attack upon the Board of Grand Officers, and a reflection upon 
their motives of action, particularly those of the Grand Master, I can only say 
that after the action of the Grand Lodge in the premises, this attack upon the 
officers seems to be wholly uncalled for, and is totally unworthy the source 
from whence it emanates, and I beg to assure those who have seen fit to make 
it, that notwithstanding this attack, I shall retire from the Chair of Grand 
Master with the full consciousness of having, in every official act and decision, 
done that and that only which I fully believed to be my duty, looking only to 
the good and welfare of the whole Order. 

Since the last session of the Grand Lodge the following named Lodges 
which were then chartered, have been duly instituted, as follows : — 

May 12. Eagle Lodge, No. 114, at Hopkinton, by District Deputy Grand 
Master B. H. Davis. 

May 13. Nonantum Lodge, No. 116, at Brighton, by District Deputy 
Grand Master J. Gould. 

May 23. Chicopee Lodge, No. 115, at Springfield, by Grand Secretary Wm. 
H. Jones. 

May 27. Stony Brook Lodge, No. 112, at Chelmsford, by Grand Represen- 
tative Wm. E. Parmenter. 

June 2. Neptune Lodge, No. 113, at Brewster, by Grand Warden J. M. 
Usher. , 

The Grand Treasurer will lay before you his Annual Report, by which it 
will be perceived that all that appertains to his department has been per- 
formed with fidelity — that the financial concerns of the Grand Lodge are in a 
sound and healthy state, and that, notwithstanding the heavy expenses of the 
year of obtaining the New Work, new books, &c'., &c., the Lodge is entirely 
free of debt, with a balance of upwards of $3000 in the treasury. 

The Grand Secretary will submit the Reports of the several Subordinate 
Lodges, by which the work of the past Term may be ascertained. I regret 
that there has been considerable delay on the part of some of the D. D. G. 
Masters in forwarding their returns to the Grand Secretary’s Office, and I 
would respectfully call their attention to a resolution which was passed at 
the November session of 1845, (see page 221.) That resolution provides 
that every Installing Officer who fails to send the returns to the Grand 
Secretary, u at the earliest possible moment ” after its reception, shall be 
fined five dollars, and a previous resolution provides that no Lodge shall be 
installed until the return is placed in the hands of the Installing Officers. If 
these resolutions were complied with there would be no complaints, for the 
documents would then be in possession of the Grand Secretary at least two 
weeks before the session of the Grand Lodge, which would give ample time 
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to the Committee to examine them, and to the printer to prepare a table for 
the use of members. But, unless some pains are taken to attend to this duty, 
there will be constant delay, and I would suggest that the Grand Lodge should 
decide by vote the precise time within which the returns shall be sent in by 
the Installing Officers, and that the fine of five dollars be enforced and collec- 
ted for the use of the Lodge, should any one violate the rule. It was the in- 
tention of the Grand Secretary to have prepared from the annual returns a 
correct tabular statement of the work of the year, for the use of *the members 
of the Grand Lodge at this session, but many of the Lodges having failed to 
send in their returns in time, he is unable to do so. If, however, they are sent 
in within a few days, this tabular statement may be prepared and printed with 
the proceedings of this session. Representatives of those Lodges, therefore, 
whose annual returns are not yet forwarded to the Grand Secretary’s Office, 
will endeavor to 3ee that they are forwarded at once. 

I beg leave to submit herewith, a copy each of the By-Laws of Adelphic 
Lodge, No. 109, and Mattakesitt Lodge, No. 110, and to refer the Grand Lodge 
to the 10th and 12th Sections of Article 9th of the former, and to the 1st Sec- 
tion of the 1st Article of the latter. Some amendment or alteration seems to 
me to be necessary in all of these, to make them conform to our laws, and I 
respectfully request that they may be referred to a Committee for due consid- 
eration. 

In closing this, my last official communication to the Grand Lodge, permit 
me to congratulate you, brethren, and the members of our Order, whom you 
represent, as well as myself, upon the signal success which has attended us 
during the past year. Notwithstanding the strenuous efforts which have been 
made by the base and unworthy, to break down the Institution of Odd Fellow- 
ship, its course has been steadily onward and upward ; and in retiring from 
the Chair, which, through your kindness I have had the honor to occupy for 
the past year, I feel assured that I leave it with the Order in the very zenith 
of its prosperity, its usefulness and its popularity. Since, and including the 
last Annual Session, the following Lodges have been duly chartered, viz :

At the commencement of my term of service, our highest number was 74. 
It is now 116 — showing an increase in the number of Lodges the past year, 
including the Washington Lodge, of 43, or 13 more than the previous or any 
preceding year, and, on reference to the yearly returns which have been re- 
ceived at the Secretary’s Office, it appears that there has been a corresponding 
increase in the revenue of the Order as well as in its usefulness. The amount 
of revenue of the past year, exclusive of Quinsigamond, Takewambait, Aga- 
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warn, Nantucket, Chicopee, Stony Brook, and Neptune Lodges, from which 
no yearly returns have yet been received, appears to be $100,127 76, or 
$13,858 56 beyond that of the preceding year j and the amount paid by all the 
Lodges in the State, exclusive of those above named, for the relief of brethren, 
widowed families, burying the dead, and other charitable purposes, appears to 
* be $38,850 34, or $23,341 62 beyond the amount paid for similar purposes the 
previous year ; an amount, it is believed, wholly unparalleled in the history 
of any other benevolent institution in this Commonwealth. The number of 
Initiations in all the Lodges, except Chicopee, Stony Brook and Neptune, 
from which no returns are due, appears to be 3744, or 339 less than the pre- 
ceding year. This decrease, however, is by no means so great as might have 
been expected, taking into consideration the exciting celebration of 1845, and 
the strenuous efforts of our enemies during the past year to check our progress, 
as well as the natural decrease which must necessarily occur as we grow the 
older and become more extended. On the whole, brethren, I cannot but think 
that the results of the year now brought to a close, are exceedingly satisfac- 
tory and favorable to our Order, and that they must impress every reflecting 
mind with the vast importance and beneficial tendency of the Institution. 
That it may long continue thus to prosper and to extend its usefulness through- 
out every portion of this ancient Commonwealth, is my mo6t sincere and 
earnest wish ; and in surrendering the administration of its affairs to other, 
and I trust abler hands, I beg you, and all those with whom it has been my 
pleasure to be officially associated, to accept my warmest and most heartfelt 
thanks for the uniform kindness and courtesy which hat ever been extended 
towards me.

Dear Sir, — In accordance with my duty I transmit to you the last Quarterly 
Report for the present year. 

My report will be in part connected with Bro Tozer’s district, as some cir- 
cumstances made it desirable that he should remain and install North Stoughton 
Lodge, and also save expense : (he is now Pastor of North Stoughton Parish,) 
therefore an interchange of labor was desirable. 

Last evening, (Wednesday, 1st inst ) I attended Middlesex Lodge, No. 17, 
for the purpose of installing the Officers, and with the assistance of the P. G’s 
of that Lodge, installed James George, N. G. j George P. Cox, Y. G. j James 
A. Grammer, Secretary ; and Edward Robinson, Treasurer. 

Middlesex Lodge has been in operation nearly three years, and now numbers 
115 good and true members, who, amidst contumely and oppression have main- 
tained their decision of character and have had a gradual increase, although 
during the last quarter not a single member was admitted, arising from tne 
$10 system. Since that law came into effect there has been a gradual decline 
of propositions, and indeed, it has affected all the country Lodges more or less, 
for the poor country artisan is excluded from the privileges of the Order, that 
the more fortunate enjoy, and the mechanic in large manufacturing towns 
possesses. Middlesex Lodge is well disciplined in the work of the Order, and 
sustains a high character for promptness and peace. No jarring notes are 
heard ; all is harmony, friendship and love. Temperance views are carried 
out in full, of course morality must follow in its train ; nor will the funds 
be drained for sickness caused by dram drinking. In a word, Middlesex 
Lodge is not a step behind any Lodge in your jurisdiction. Their motto has 
been, and is “ Strict adherence to the principles of Odd Fellowship, and a 
-sacred observance of law.” 

Tuesday, July 7, 1846. — Last evening, the Officers of Souhegan Lodge, 
No. 38, South Reading, were installed in due form as follows Bro.

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Blue Hill Lodge, No. 93, Canton. I received, a few days ago, a commu- 
nication from the Secretary of this Lodge, stating that their new Hall just 
built, was ready for examination by the IT. D. G. Master. This was a duty 
I never understood as belonging to me, and accordingly wrote them to that 
effect, leaving them to be the judges of their own property and its disposal. 
Subsequently I called on the R. W. G. Secretary and he said that a By-Law 
to this effect was in existence, viz : — That it was the duty of the D. D. G. M. 
to examine new Lodge Rooms, and ascertain if they were properly situated 
and secure from without. On the strength of this knowledge I visited the new 
hall built by the Brothers of Canton. The N. G. waited on me, and in his- 
usual kind way gave me all necessary information.

Dear Sir and Brother: — It once more becomes my duty to address 
you officially in regard to the standing and prosperity of the several Lodges 
under my jurisdiction. I have attended to the installation of the Officers in all 
the Lodges except Pulaski, and I did not install them on the night of their first 
meeting in this quarter on account of their not having their Return ready to give 
me. The Secretary had made off the Return and mislaid it, therefore I direc- 
ted them not to close the Lodge that evening, but to adjourn, and have their 
Report in readiness, and I would come over on the next Tuesday evening and 
install their officers — as mv engagements were such that I could not come be- 
fore. They accordingly adjourned. I directed them thus as I knew of no other 
way to surmount the difficulty into which they had thrown themselves. Was 
I right in doing thus ? if sb 1 am thankful ; for I was at a stand what to do 
under these circumstances. 

All the Lodges under my jurisdiction appear to be in a healthy and prosper- 
ous condition with the exception of Tisquantum. The rejection of their By- 
Law, by the Right Worthy Grand Lodge, did not produce the effect 1 earnestly 
hoped it would; or what I anticipated. Those who were the most strenuous 
for its adoption, manifested a disposition previous to the action of the Grand 
Lodge to abide its decision. But since then this manifestation has departed, 
and hostility to that decision has taken its place. I have labored both in my 
official capacity and as a member of this Lodge to bring about a better state of 
feeling, and in some measure I have been successful. I trust that in due time 
harmony will be attained as the benign and peaceful influences of Odd Fellow- 
ship dissipates the gloom of selfish passions and unbridled will. Worthy sir, I 
am fully satisfied that our Grand Lodge must take some steps to introduce a 
better spirit into our subordinates, as they are termed, or they will become 
in-subordinate, and disunion will be the inevitable result. I would suggest the 
propriety of introducing libraries, and lectures in our Lodges, in order to busy 
their members, so that the time which is now spent in frivolous discussion, may 
be more profitably engaged.

I herewith transmit a copy of reso- 
lutions which I shall propose with some slight amendments, at our next session, 
if you deem it advisable. Please to consider the matter, and give me your 
better judgment in regard thereto, for if I heartily desire one thing above all 
others it is to see our beloved Order the personification of Peace and Purity. 
God grant that I may live to see this prayer realized. I know not but 1 am 
**anming too much to thus point out, what 1 consider our wants in this respect; 
but when 1 reflect that it is from these sectional wants that your Report is to 
be made up, I am confident that all apparent assumptions will be overlooked 
by my worthy brother, and attributed to over zeal, probably, for the good of 
our Order. For I assure you that it is from the abundance of my heart that this 
epistle emanates. For when my eye wanders over the vast territory occupied 
by Odd Fellowship, and contemplates the thousands that have encircled them- 
selves within our links, that they might thus be instrumental in providing an 
asylum for their surviving partners, and a bequest for their fatherless children — 
I ask myself shall their fond anticipations be blasted ; shall this cup of conso- 
lation be dashed in fragments from their embrace ?

Dear Sir and Brother: — The Lodges comprised in the 32d District 
have been installed — Ocean, No. 91, July 2d; Atlantic, No. 55, July 1st; Es- 
sex, No. 26, July 6th; Bay State, No. 40, July 7th; Holten, No. 104, July 
14th. The different Lodges have done but little work the last quarter, the 
whole amount received for percentage due Grand Lodge, being about $26,00. 
There is nothing requiring particular notice in the condition of any of the 
Lodges at the present time. I believe that they are all in good condition, and 
that peace and harmony prevail amongst them. Ocean Lodge has not increased 
in numbers, as 1 anticipated they would have done owing to an unhappy 
feeling that existed at the commencement, in relation to the Rev. Mr. 
Smith, and also owing to the condition of their finances', they having spent 
all their funds to fit up their hall ; but 1 think that in the Fall or Winter 
terms, they may by an increase of numbers be relieved from their embar- 
rassment.

Dear Sir and Brother : — In conformity with my duty, I send you my 
report for the quarter ending July 31, 1846. Thursday evening, July 2d, I in- 
stalled the officers of Quascacunquen Lodge, No. 39, as follows : — John 
Coombs, N. G. ; Samuel B. Oilman, V. G. ; D. D. Ackerman, Secretary; Enoch 
Gerrish, Treasurer; Alfred W. Lord, Per.

Monday evening, July 6th, installed the officers of Agawam Lodge, No. 52, 
as follows: — Isaac Osgood, N. G.; J. A. Newman, V. G.; John Kimball, 3d, 
Secretary; John Wade, Treasurer. 

Tuesday evening, July 7th, installed the officers of Powow River Lodge, 
No. 90, viz.: — J. R. Chesswell, N. G.; Isaac Gunnison, V. G.; John Rowell, 
Secretary; Win. Pecker, Treasurer. 

During the past quarter I have granted dispensations as follows: — To 
Quascacunquen Lodge, April 14th, to confer the five degrees on David R. 
Lecraw, and July 9th, to same Lodge, for the degrees to be conferred on Bro. 
Mullikin, going to sea. To Agawam Lodge, June 5th, for five degrees on 
Bro. Mitchell of Haverhill, and July 2d, to same, for same on Bro. Daniel 
Lord, good reasons being given for the same. In the Powow River Lodge 
there seems to be some feeling manifested among some of the Initiates under 
the old work, because they cannot enjoy the privilege of voting for degrees; 
and they complain that as there is no law laid down in the Constitution of 
Subordinates forbidding them to vote, they should not be deprived of the 
privilege. I think, therefore, it will be well to have some vote passed that, 
will set this matter at rest. 

In Quascacunquen Lodge, some feeling has been manifested by one of the 
Past Grands, in relation to wearing a Past Grand's regalia in the Lodge 
Room; he contending that a Past Grand is out of order who attempts to speak 
except in Past Grand's regalia. You have already given your opinion that 
the Scarlet is the highest degree known to a Subordinate Lodge; consequently, 
all except the sitting Past Grand are considered in order when clothed in 
Scarlet regalia. This decision does not satisfy the Brother, and although a 
small matter, it may prevent future debate in Subordinate Lodges if the Grand 
Lodge pass some vote in relation to this matter. 

I am happy to say that throughout the whole of my District the Lodges are 
at peace, and there has nothing happened during the last quarter to interrupt 
the peace and harmony of the brothers, if we except two cases of suspension. 
You will see by the quarterly reports of the Lodges, that they are gradually 
increasing in numbers, and I have no doubt, full as fast as will be for the good 
of the Order. 

I cannot close this report without referring to one interesting fact in relation 
to Quascacunquen Lodge, No. 39, as I think it is one unparalleled in any other 
Lodge of the same age, and containing the same number of members. It is 
now two years and four months since it was first instituted, and it now numbers 
more than three hundred and twenty members; still, it has not lost a single 
brother by death, although a large number have been sick, and many have 
been brought to the very doors of death and have recovered. It speaks 
volumes for the attention of the brethren of this Lodge to their sick brothers;

The undersigned members of Montezuma Lodge, No. 33, most respect- 
fully represent that on the 22d of July, 1846, a brother was proposed, by card, 
for re-admission into Montezuma Lodge, which was referred to a committee 
for investigation. Said committee reported at the next regular meeting, 
recommending the re-admission of the brother, and upon motion, voted to 
accept the report and ballot for the candidate ; the result of said ballot was 
the rejection of the candidate.

The Committee appointed to consider the communication from Oberlin and 
Veritas Lodges, having attended to the duty assigned them, respectfully beg 
leave to present the following 

REPORT. 

We have carefully examined the subject of said communication and find that 
the design of the authors is, to introduce into our Lodges a subject which, in 
the opinion of your Committee, is in direct opposition to the general regula- 
tions and spirit of our Order; and if persisted in we believe will tend greatly 
to derange the existing harmony, if not ultimately and totally destroy its 
permanency. 

Your Committee are fully convinced that the Constitution, By-Laws, and 
Regulations of the Order, contain ample safeguards against the immorality of 
Brethren, or those who may apply for admission ; and that to incorporate in- 
to the By-Laws of any Lodge, an article of such a nature as the one referred 
to in the communication, would not only be highly improper and unnecessary, 
but in the opinion of your Committee a manifest breach of the General Regu- 
lations. — We therefore view with unfeigned regret, the attempt recently made 
by Tisquantum Lodge, and sustained and justified by Oberlin and. Veritas 
Lodges, to adopt a By-Law so pernicious in its tendencies, and so manifestly 
opposed to the true spirit and regulations of our Order. 

The regulations, (which, every brother has pledged himself to sustain and 
abide by,) expressly forbid the introduction into our Lodges, of any Political, 
Religious, Sectarian, or other improper questions. Your Committee consider 
the subject of Temperance a Sectarian question, and being fully aware that 
strenuous efforts and means are in active operation to make it a political one, 
we feel confident that it must be obvious to every Brother that it is a subject 
that ought not, and cannot legitimately come before a Lodge of Odd Fellows. 
In regard to the decision of the Board of Grand Officers alluded to in said 
communication, your Committee would say, that it meets with their entire ap- 
probation and hearty concurrence ; believing as we do that it was in perfect 
accordance with the existing regulations ; and like all other decisions of that 
Board, was prompted by a sense of duty, and a desire to promote the harmo- 
ny, advance the true interests, and maintain inviolate, the regulations and 
permanency of our Order. 

In conclusion, we would recommend all Brothers who desire to advance the 
Temperance cause, to unite themselves with some one of the many associa- 
tions which are organized expressly for that purpose ; but that we consider it 
a manifest want of fidelity to the principles and general usages of our Order on 
the part of any Lodge, to allow the discussion or consideration of the subject 
of Temperance within its walls.

To the N. G. t V. G., Officers and Brothers of Oberlin Lodge , JVb. 28, and 
Veritas Lodge , JVb. 49, /. 0. of O. F, 

Brothers : — We have carefully considered the subject alluded to in your 
communication of the 24th ult., and in the spirit of kindness and candor 
which our obligations enjoin, we transmit to you the following reply. 

We regret that you have seen fit to continue the agitation of a subject from 
which, if persevered in, we apprehend none but unhappy results to our Insti- 
tution. 

Fully appreciating and justifying the course pursued by the G. M., under the 
direction of the Grand Officers, in relation to the By-Laws of Tisquantum 
Lodge, and entirely sustaining the views adopted by the Committee of the G. 
L., who reported upon their memorial, and the decision of that body thereon; 
we sincerely deprecate any further discussion of this unprofitable question. 

The fundamental principles of our Order, are, in the words of one of our 
charges, “ f riendship and love ,” “ pledging the kindest of offices, sealed alone 
in honor and affection,” and all subjects which have a tendeney to promote 
“ strife and discord,” “ heart-burnings and divisions among men,” are prohib- 
ited by our laws from our councils. 

If we admit discussions upon Temperance, we may, with equal propriety, 
issue protests against Slavery and other kindred wrongs, till our Lodge rooms 
become the theatres of so-called philanthropic efforts, which, in their tendency 
to promote scenes of discord and strife, will be as fatal to the interests, as they 
are foreign to the purposes of our Institution. 

If the traffic of intoxicating drink is an immorality affecting the reputation 
of him who is engaged in it, then the requirement of our law, which declares 
that every candidate offered for admission, shall be a person of good moral 
character, is sufficient guard for our protection ; if it is not immoral, then we 
have no right to provide, by law, for the rejection of a candidate for that 
cause, — the existing provision of the law referred to, covers, as we think, the 
whole ground, and as well might we insert a whole catalogue of crimes and 
irregularities, as to single out this particular one for our disapprobation. 

Besides, if this is a crime, a more sure and efficient remedy is at all times 
ready to our hands, and three faithful brothers, may, at any time, save their 
Lodge from disgrace, by applying their unquestioned negative to the applica- 
tion of any one whom they honestly and conscientiously believe to be addicted 
to immoral practices. 

As friends of temperance and of all salutary reform, we deeply regret the 
injudicious means resorted to by certain reformers, for the promotion of their 
favorite object, by pressing its claims upon all and every occasion, whether 
appropriate or not. We regret that they do not pursue their schemes for the 
common good, with the same judgment and good sense, which men exercise in 
their plana of business and interest. Who among us would expect to promote 
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his individual wealth and prosperity, by attempting to make every institution 
of which he may be a member the means, and every religious, political or 
social gathering he may attend, the occasion, of endeavoring to obtain the 
support of his fellow-citizens in his trade or profession ? Why then continually 
press, in season and out of season, the claims of any particular reform ? Why 
sink every other consideration in an obstinate effort to urge upon each and all 
a prominent part in any particular duty, to the exclusion or injury of others 
equally important ? Why not let Odd Felloes, as such, in the true spirit of 
their principles, devote their attention to charity and love, and the cultivation 
of kindly affections and fraternal regard, preserving a careful guard over their 
members, by enforcing a strict observance of general rules of morality, and 
leaving to other institutions, formed for that especial purpose, the duty of 
rebuking and eradicating particular sins. 

We have been thus lengthy and perhaps tedious in our reply, because we 
wish to convey to you, in all kindness and sincerity, our reasons for the 
opinion, that, in regard to this subject, you are pursuing a course which is 
prejudicial to the harmony, and detrimental to the best interests of our beloved 
Order. 

We therefore respectfully subjoin the following resolutions : 

Resolved , That the introduction, into the By-Laws of our Lodges, of any 
articles relating to temperance or other philanthropic reforms, in addition to 
those which already enjoin upon us, a strict adherence to morality and a 
faithful performance of our duties to ourselves and others, will, in our opinion, 
be prejudicial to the best interests of our Institution. 

Resolved , That the action of the M. W. G. M., and the decision of the G. 
L., upon this subject, meets with our most unqualified approbation, and a 
perseverance by them, in the same prudent and just determination will receive 
our hearty support. 

In conclusion, we do earnestly hope, that the day is far distant, when that 
beautiful and saving feature in our Institution, which, by restricting its 
members to those common attachments that alone have the power to unite 
men of every nation, sect and party in one great brotherhood of “ friendship, 
love and truth, ’* is so effectual to efface the prejudices and dislikes which the 
the various interests and discussions' of every day life have a tendency to 
promote, shall be destroyed, by the introduction of those very subjects which 
a just regard to our principles and duties should teach us carefully to avoid.

Dear Sir and Brother — 

In compliance with a resolution below, adopted by Howard Lodge, No. 22, 
I. O. of O. F., I transmit to you a copy of Resolutions adopted by that Lodge, 
upon the receipt of a Circular from Oberlin and Veritas Lodges, asking the 
co-operation of Howard Lodge in procuring a reversion of the decision made 
by the Board of Grand Officers in the case of Tisquantum Lodge. The Reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted. 

Resolved , That this Lodge deprecates at all times, and under all circum- 
stances, the introduction into the discussions of Odd Fellowship, of any ques- 
tions which are not strictly and legitimately within its province, and more 
especially do we deprecate the attempt now being made by Oberlin and Veritas 
Lodges, to intrdduce anew the discussion of the Temperance question, believ- 
ing that it is ill-timed, out of place, and fraught with evil results to the best 
interests of the Order. We cannot, therefore, but express our unqualified dis- 
approbation of the Resolutions adopted by the above Lodges, and our entire 
unwillingness to lend our aid or countenance in any manner to the furtherance 
of the objects they propose. Nor can we see the propriety of taking up and 
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considering a decision made by the Board of Grand Officers, as the Grand 
Lodge itself has acted upon and sustained it by a very decisive vote, taken by 
representation. 

Resolved, That we deem it neither just nor right that any Lodge should be 
privileged to introduce into its By-Laws any article which may conflict with 
the true spirit and objects of the institution, for, as it is designed to unite 
within its borders men of all nations, sects, and parties, it seems to be proper 
that in the formation of the laws by which they are to be governed, care 
should be had to secure as much uniformity as possible. 

Resolved , That in our opinion, if the brethren of the Order faithfully perform 
their duties as Odd Fellows in attending upon the sick, relieving the dis- 
tressed, and the various other duties which are especially enjoined upon them, 
and for which they have associated themselves, they wilJ find that it will occu- 
py as much of their time as can be conveniently applied in the service of the 
Order. And to those whose leisure or inclination may lead them to think oth- 
erwise, we would respectfully recommend, as expressive of our views upon 
the subject, the sentiment contained in a Report adopted by the Grand Lodge 
at its last session, viz : — “ and would therefore recommend that all who think 
the Temperance cause can be better promoted by secret societies, give their 
labors to such institutions as make Temperance the principal foundation.” 

Resolved , That the course pursued by the Grand Master, and the action had 
thereon by the Grand Lodge, meets with our entire approbation, and we re- 

S uest our Representatives in the Grand Lodge to carry out the principles of 
tie above Resolutions. 

Resolved , That a copy of the above Resolutions be sent to Oberlin and Ver- 
itas Lodges, and to the M. W. G. M. of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts.

Your Committee, to whom w'as referred the Circular of the Oberlin and 
Veritas Lodges, of Lowell, bearing their dissent from the decision of the Grand 
Officers of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, in the case of Tisquantum 
Lodge, No. 46, of Milford, beg leave to say, that they have given the subject, 
with all the attendant circumstances, a careful consideration, and respectfully 
submit the following 

REPORT. 

It appears that the Grand Lodge, at their session in February, passed a reso- 
lution requiring all subordinates to submit forthwith to the Board of Grand 
Officers a copy of their By-Laws, in order that such portions thereof as might 
be found contrary to the Constitution and General Laws of the Order, might 
be expunged. 

Amongst the few sent in accordance with this requisition, was a revised 
copy of the By-Laws of the Tisquantum Lodge, one article in which being 
deemed, by the unanimous opinion of the Board of Grand Officers, as contrary 
to the true spirit and principles of Odd Fellowship, was expunged. The arti- 
cle thus stricken out is as follows : 

“ No person shall be admitted as a member of this Lodge, who traffics in in- 
toxicating drinks as a beverage, and any brother who is, or may be, engaged 
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in said traffic, and shall continue therein for more than four weeks after being 
notified by a Committee from this Lodge, shall be suspended, or expelled, as 
the Lodge may determine.” 

No public demonstration of dissatisfaction was made at this decision, until 
the May session of the Grand Lodge, at which a petition was presented from 
Tisquantum Lodge, praying that, inasmuch as the Constitution of Subordinate 
Lodges, [See Sect. 2d, Art 6th,] permits them to adopt such By-Laws and 
Resolutions, from time to time, as may be deemed expedient, provided they do 
not in any wise, controvert any part of the Laws and Constitution of the Grand 
Lodge, or the principles of the Order, and failing to discover in the Article in 
question, anything thus opposed, that they might be allowed to reinsert it, as 
one of their By-Laws. 

This petition was referred to a Committee of three, who reported in favor 
of the action of the Board of Grand Officers, in striking out said By-Law, and 
against the request of the Petitioners, which Report, in Grand Lodge, a divis- 
ion being called for, was accepted by a vote of 72 Ayes to 17 Nays. 

And here the matter rests between the Board of Grand Officers and the Tis- 
quantum Lodge. But the Oberlin Lodge, No. 28, and the Veritas Lodge, No. 
49, both of Lowell, have taken the matter up, and expressed their dissent from 
the decision of the Grand Officers, in the following resolutions, copies of which 
they voted should be sent to the R. W. Grand Lodge, and to all the subordi- 
nate Lodges of this State : 

“ Resolved , That the Oberlin and Veritas Lodges do not deem the Article 
which was inserted in the By-Laws of the Tisquantum Lodge, as in any way 
conflicting with the Constitution and General Laws, or the true spirit and 
principles of Odd Fellowship. Therefore we most respectfully dissent from 
the decision of the Board of Grand Officers in expunging the said article from 
their By-Laws. 

“ And, also, we think it no more than just and right, that each Lodge 
should have the privilege of passing a By-Law respecting this subject, to pre- 
vent the evils of intemperance being entailed upon us with impunity. 

“ Resolved , That our Representatives be, and are hereby instructed to press 
this matter upon the consideration of the Grand Lodge, and use their influence 
to cause a reversal of the decision of the Board of Grand Officers.” 

Your Committee cannot but regard the course of the Oberlin and Veritas 
Lodges, as extraordinary in its character, and injurious in its tendency. Ex- 
traordinary, inasmuch as the matter has been acted upon in the Grand Lodge, 
and the decision of the Grand Officers has received the sanction of that body 
by the strong expression of 72 to 17, a vote of four-fifths. Ought our brethren 
of the Oberlin and Veritas Lodges to expect to obtain a reversal of a decision 
established with such a degree of unanimity aS this ? 

Injurious, inasmuch as its tendency is, to cause a disaffection at all future 
decisions of our Grand Officers, many of which, upon disputed points, must 
run counter to some darling project of over-zealous brethren, which being 
thus arrested by a decision of the Board of Grand Officers against them, the 
example of the Oberlin and Veritas Lodges will be followed, to get a reversal 
by the Grand Lodge. Should our brethren be successful in this attempt, now 
making, the great evil feared by your Committee, is the frequency with 
which it will hereafter be resorted to, as no decision can be made that will 
give satisfaction to every one, and every opportunity, and all means will be 
taken, to get a reversal. This, together with the bad feelings that will be en- 
gendered by each succeeding attempt, cause your Committee to regret that 
our brethren of the Oberlin and Veritas Lodges felt impelled to take the courser 
they have, and, by so doing, setting so pernicious an example. 

We come now to consider the Resolutions of the Oberlin and Veritas Lodges. 
The first, and only one of importance, is as follows : 

Resolved , That these Lodges do not deem the article which was inserted 
in the By-Laws of the Tisquantum Lodge, as in any way conflicting with- the 
Constitution and General Laws, or the true spirit and principles of Odd 
Fellowship. Therefore, we most respectfully dissent from the decision 
of the Board of Grand Officers in expunging the said article from their 
By-Laws. 
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14 And, also, we think it no more than just and right, that each Lodge should 
have the privilege of adopting a By-Law respecting this subject, to prevent 
the evils of intemperance being entailed upon them with impunity.” 

Your Committee agree with the Oberlin and Veritas Lodges, that the article 
in question does not conflict with the Constitution, or any existing general 
laws of the Order, that they can discover, and the question then arises ; Is it 
in opposition to the true spirit and principles of Odd Fellowship ? And here, 
let us say, that no Lodge nas a right, by the 2nd Section of the 6th Article of 
the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges, (as every brother can see for himself,) 
to adopt any by-law, that in any way conflicts, not only with the articles 
immediately preceding, or the Constitution and By-Laws of the Grand Lodge, 
but also, with the principles of the Order. 

And now we repeat the question : Is the spirit of the article desired by our 
brethren of Tisquantum Lodge to .be introduced into their By-Laws, in con- 
travention to the principles of Odd Fellowship ? In reply to this question, 
your Committee feel constrained, unhesitatingly and decidedly, to give an 
affirmative answer. 

Since our acquaintance with Odd Fellowship, we have dwelt with much 
pride, as well as pleasure, upon its many beautiful features, but most particu- 
larly upon its character of universality ; of its rising above mere local ques- 
tions, religious, social and political, and presenting a platform, broad enough, 
not only for our whole country, but for the entire world to meet and stand as 
brothers. Where the citizen of the South is taught to meet the citizen of the 
North as his brother, and the citizen of the North* finds himself received in the 
open arms of friendship at the South ; where the Odd Fellow from the East 
feels the cordial grasp of fraternity from his brother of the West, and he of the 
West, is alike cared for by his brother of the East ; where a member of the 
Order, from whatsoever quarter of the globe he may come, or wherever he 
may go, finds himself no longer a stranger in a strange land, but surrounded 
by brothers and friends ; and all this, without the least reference to views he 
may happen to entertain upon any religious or secular question. 

Such, your Committee are happy to say, is Odd Fellowship, as it now pre- 
sents itself to the world ; such, it is their desire, that it may ever be ; but 
such, we fear, it will not continue to be, unless it stands, as it ever has done, 
above and beyond the elements of discord and strife, engendered in communi- 
ties by reason of existing dissimilarity of opinions and views upon religious, 
social, and political subjects. 

Friendship, love, and truth, is the triple chain that binds our Order to- 
gether. Faith, Hope, and Charity, Temperance, Justice and Patience are co- 
workers in this great and glorious cause. Around these all can join, and 
there can exist but one sentiment, one opinion, as to tfce ennobling effect of 
being drawn together within the influence of such principles ; but with refer- 
ence to political or reform questions of any kind, there is, there will be, must 
be, a division of feeling, thought, and sentiment, as to the best course to be 
pursued, amongst those equally honest. 

And again ; different sections of our widely extended country regard with 
very different feelings the same subject. To illustrate ; At the sunny South, 
blood only can efface the stain cast upon honor, and it is no less true, than la- 
mentable, that the mark of disgrace is forever placed upon him, who hesi- 
tates, at such a time, to satisfy wounded honor by blood. But how, let us 
ask, is the duelist regarded at the North and West ? The answer scarcely 
need be given ; with abhorrence mingled with contempt. And thus, between 
different sections of our country, a difference of feeling exists, upon almost 
every subject that could be named, though, perhaps, not to the extent of the 
one alluded to. 

Even intemperance, that scourge of the human race, that leveller of all 
distinctions in society — so admitted to be by all — is at certain parts of our 
country, allowed a freer scope of thought and action, than at others. In 
Massachusetts, and in New England generally, legislation has interfered to 
a certain extent, in the sale of alcoholic drinks in certain quantities, by mu- 
nicipal regulations, and has stamped the offender of these regulations, as a 
criminal ; but it is not so in most of the other States in our Union. There, 
traffic in alcoholic drinks is as legitimate, and in many instances, as respect- 
able a business as any other. 

Odd Fellowship is the same, wherever we find it. In either hemisphere of 
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our world, in either section of our hemisphere, at the North, or the South, 
at the East or West, everywhere, the same great principles sustain it, the same 
triple chain binds the brothers of the Order together. 

Now, in view of all this, is it expedient, for the Grand Officers of the Grand 
Lodges in the several States, to allow the Subordinate Lodges within their 
jurisdiction to incorporate into their By-Laws, orthodoxy of sentiment upon 
secular questions of reform, as the standard of admission ? Where will be 
the end ? If Tisquantum Lodge should succeed in this their desire, another 
Lodge may wish to take a higher ground upon this same subject. We re- 
peat the question, where will be its end ? Will not Odd Fellowship lose one 
of its most beautiful features, universality ? Should we not find Odd Fellow- 
ship one thing here and another there ? a Lodge here , where total abstinence 
would be the pass- word, and there , a Lodge where a “ little for the stomach’s 
sake,” would not only be allowed, but its use commended j and this for the 
reason, that one extreme begets another. 

Odd Fellowship has thus far kept itself free from entangling alliances with 
any other clan or party of individuals. It has moved along steadily and 
harmoniously, casting its heaven- born influences upon all those who have 
entered within its pale. Admirably is it working out its ends ; triumphantly 
is it answering the expectations of its many and increasing friends. 

Brothers, the purity of Odd Fellowship must be preserved to ensure its 
perpetuity. Ally it with the religious disputes of the day j bring it under 
the corrupt influences of partisan efforts of moral reformers j allow the turpid 
waters of political strife to mingle with the heavenly, peace-loving principles 
of the Order, and its days are numbered. 

But your Committee feel that they need not advance farther argument to 
sustain the position they have taken. 

They cannot recommend to Mt. Roulstone Lodge to respond to the call of 
the Oberlin and Veritas Lodges in rendering assistance to obtain a reversal of 
said decision ; and in recommending issue to be taken with our brethren of 
these Lodges, we do it in a spirit of fraternal kindness, with the permanent 
good of our beloved Order at heart, and, also, with a full conviction of the 
great importance of aiding, with all proper means, and at all proper times and 
places, the temperance reformation, now successfully going forward. 

Your Committee profess to be temperance men. They rejoice in the success 
of that great cause, and are willing to answer drafts for aid to help it onward, 
until it shall sweep intemperance from the face of the earth. But they too are 
Odd Fellows, and they love this institution too well to be willing to jeopard- 
ize its harmony, prosperity, or influence, by allying it with this, or any other 
association. 

In conclusion, your Committee recommend the adoption of the following 
Resolutions : 

Resolved , That this Lodge entertains a strong and abiding confidence in the 
principles and objects of Odd Fellowship, if rightly maintained, and properly 
directed. 

Resolved , That this Lodge, although they cannot find that the article ex- 
punged by the board of Grand Officers from the By-Laws of the Tisquantum 
Lodge, conflicts with the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges, or with the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Grand Lodge, yet they consider it as opposed 
to the true spirit and principles of the Order. 

Resolved , That this Lodge entertains the belief, that by the second article 
of the sixth section of the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges, the Board of 
Grand Officers stand fully justified, in the action taken by them respecting said, 
article, even without the express authority granted by a resolution parsed at 
the February session of the Grand Lodge. 

Resolved , *?hat our Representative be, and hereby is instructed, to oppose 
any attempt to reverse said decision of the Grand Officers, a decision which 
at the May session of the Grand Lodge received the sanction of that body, by 
a vote of tour-fifths of the members present.

Whereas, a communication has been received from Oberlin and Veritas 
Lodges, of Lowell, containing a Preamble and Resolutions in relation to the 
action of the Grand Lodge, had at its last session, upon the introduction of the 
Temperance claim into the By-Laws of Tisquantum Lodge, in which Pream- 
ble and Resolutions there is a feeling of dissatisfaction exhibited at the mea- 
sures taken by the Grand Lodge in relation thereto ; and 'whereas, we feel it 
a duty to dissent from the views entertained by those Lodges — therefore, it is 
resolved by Warren Lodge, No. 18 : 

1st. — That the articles alluded to do conflict with the Constitution and gen- 
eral laws of the Order, and with the true principles of Odd Fellowship, and 
we do consider that a body acting under a charter derived from a representa- 
tion of all subordinates, is bound by the votes and decisions of such representa- 
tives. 

2d. — Resolved , That the introduction of any and every question of a nature 
calculated to produce discord and division among the brethren, shall be ex- 
cluded from the pages of our Constitution and By-Laws, the walls of our 
Lodge, and from any agitation in the Lodge whatever. 

3d. — Resolved , That each member of this Lodge will use every endeavor to 
perpetuate the harmony of the Order, and to check every disposition to nullify 
the proceedings of the Grand Lodge ; as we consider that the history of the 
past should teach us to avoid the adoption of measures that will tend to create 
disunion in the Order. 

The Committee appointed on the memorial of Neponset Lodge 
submitted the following Report which was accepted and recom- 
mendation adopted. 

To thi H. W. Grand Lodge of Massachusetts , J. O. O. F. 

The Committee to whom was referred the memorial of Neponset Lodge, 
No. 82 , report — 

That this Lodge expresses an opinion that the quorum of this Grand Lodge 
should be enlarged beyond its present limited number.

1st — To amend Clause 5th, Section 1st, Article II. of the Constitution of the 
Subordinate Lodges, so that it shall read ; 

When a candidate has been rejected for immoral conduct or impaired health, 
duly specified, notice thereof shall be sent without delay to all Lodges within 
ten miles of the Lodge in which the candidate is rejected, and a list of candi- 
dates so rejected, shall be sent at the end of each quarter to the Grand Lodge. 
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And no person so rejected shall be balloted for in any Lodge for the space of 
six months. 

2d — That the Grand Lodge forward to every Lodge in the State with its 
quarterly report, a copy of all the returns of the names of candidates rejected 
in the Subordinate Lodges, which they shall require each Subordinate Lodge 
to copy immediately into their black book. 

Grand Lodge adjourned to meet at 9 o’clock, A. M., to-morrow. 


Covenant Hall, Aug. 7, 9 o’clock , A. M. 

Grand Lodge called to order. 

Prayer by the R. W. Grand Chaplain elect. 

Voted , To reconsider the vote fixing the time for the Installation of Grand 
Officers at 11 o’clock, A. M. 

Voted , That the Installation of the Grand Officers shall take place at any 
convenient time after 11 o’clock. 

Br. B. H. Davis from the Committee on the case of Lucian 
Prince, reported verbally — “That the Committee had taken from 
him his card of clearance.” 

Voted, To accept the Report, and that the action of the committee in the 
case be approved. 

The following Article proposed by Br. Snow at the May session, 
to be added to the Constitution of Subordinates was then taken up 
for action. 

“ Each Representative to the Grand Lodge, chosen from this Lodge, shall 
be required to attend each Session of the Grand Lodge, punctually, and for 
any failure to do so, shall be subject to a fine of one dollar per day, so long as 
the Session continues ; said Representatives shall receive as a compensation 
for their time and services, two dollars per day during the Session, to be paid 
from the funds of this Lodge.” 

Moved by Br. Ayres that the further consideration of the subject 
of Br. Snow’s amendment to the Constitution of Subordinates be 
indefinitely postponed, which motion did not prevail. 

Voted , To lay it on the table. 

The following Article proposed by Br. Snow at the May session, 
to be added to the By-Laws of this Grand Lodge, was on motion 
laid on the table. 

There shall be kept a correct Roll of the names of the Representatives 
from the several Subordinates, which roll, shall be called by the Grand Secre- 
tary at the opening and close of each day’s Session of this Grand Lodge, and 
the names of those who may be absent at each time of calling said Roll, be 
entered by him upon the printed records of this Lodge.” 

The Grand Secretary notified the Grand Lodge, that applications 
had been made to him for cards for the wives and widows of 
brothers, and asked for instructions ; whereupon it was 

Voted, That the subject be referred to a committee of three. 

Brs. Reynolds, B. H. Davis and Pollard were appointed. 
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A motioif made to lay all the proposed amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the Grand and Subordinate Lodges on the table, waslost. 

The following motion offered by Br. Tozer at the Novemberse^ 
sion, 1845, was then considered. / 

“That the new Section, Article 5th, of the Constitution of Subordinate^ 
passed at the last session to go into operation on the 1st of January next, 
making the initiation fee not less 'than ten dollars, and the price of Degrees 
not less than two dollars, be rescinded.*’ .

The main question was then taken and decided in the negative. 
So the motion of Br. Tozer was lost. 

The following amendment to the Constitution of Subordinates, 
proposed by Br. Rand at the August session, 1845, was on motiop 
indefinitely postponed. 

“ Any Lodge violating any of the principles of the Order as coht&mdd in 
the Constitution, shall forfeit the sum of twenty dollars, which amount shall 
go into the fund of the Grand Lodge.” 

The following amendment to the Constitution of Subordinates, 
proposed by Br. Barr at the November session, was on motion 
indefinitely postponed. , . : f 

“ When the Investigating Committee reports favorably upon the application 
of a candidate, and in balloting more than two black balls appear against hiiq, 
the brothers casting the same will state their reasons to the N. G. before tl^e 
next Lodge meeting, when the N. G. will lay the same before the Lodge, and 
if the Lodge think the cause sufficient, he shall be declared rejected ; but if 
the cause is thought not sufficient, he shall be declared elected.’’ 

The Committee to whom was referred the subject of .Visiting 
Cards for wives and widows of Odd Fellows, submitted the follow- 
ing Report, which was accepted and recommendation adopted*. . 
To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 

Your Committee to whom was referred the subject matter of furnishing Cards 
to Subordinate Lodges, to be given to the wives and widows of brothers ih 
good standing, on application, beg leave to report — 

That in the opinion of your Committee the Secretary of the Grand Lodge 
be instructed to haAe the Cards, as prescribed by the G. L. of the U. S. printed 
within the margin, as used for the State Cards of this G. L. and furnished to 
the Subordinates at cost.

Resolved , That the thanks of this Grand Lodge be presented to P. G. M 
Newell A. Thompson, for the very able, faithful and impartial manner in which 
he has discharged the duties of Grand Master of the I. O. of O. F. of the 
State of Massachusetts, for the term that has just expired. 

Br. Davis, from the Committee of Vigilance, submitted the fol-

Your Committee therefore must report that they conceive that the said Ober- 
lin and Veritas Lodges have acted in an insubordinate if not disorderly manner.

MINORITY REPORT. 

To the R. TV. Grand Lodge of Massachusetts : 

Your committee, to whom was referred so much of the Grand Master’s 
Report as referred to circulars issued by Oberlin and Veritas Lodges, beg leave 
to make the following Report. . 

That they have examined a copy of the circular addressed to the vanotis 
Lodges in the State by Oberlin and Veritas Lodges, and can see no reason 
why they should be rebuked by this Grand Lodge, as recommended by the 
Grand Master. 

The said Lodges feeling dissatisfied by the decision of the Grand Lodge at 
its last session, in the case of Tisquantum Lodge, did pass certain resolutions, 
and caused the same to be sent to the various Lodges in the State, which 
resolutions in our opinion contained nothing reflecting on the motives which 
governed the Board of Grand Officers or this Grand Lodge, in their decision, 
calling on the Lodges to co-operate with them by instructing their Represen- 
tatives to press this matter upon the consideration of the Grand Lodge, and 
use their influence to cause a reversion of the decision of the Board of Grand 
Officers, which in our opinion was agreeable to the principles, rules and regu- 
lations of the Order. A 

All of which is respectfully submitted. WM. T. GRAMMER. 

Voted, To accept the Reports. 

Voted , To lay the Reports on the table until quarter past 3 o’clock. 

On motion, the above vote was re-considered. 

Moved, that the majority Report be adopted. Previous to action 
thereon, a call was made for the reading of the following Circular 
from Oberlin and Veritas Lodges : 
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Whereas, Oberlin and Veritas Lodges, on perusing the Grand Master’s 
Report, transmitted to the R. W. Grand Lodge, at its last session, found on 
the ninety .eighth [267] page of the printed Report of that body, the fol- 
lowing paragraph, viz : 

“The Grand Lodge, at its last session, adopted a Resolution requiring all 
subordinates to submit forthwith la the Board of Grand Officers, a copy of 
their By-Laws, and also such amendments as should he made from time to 
time} in order that such portions thereof, if any, as might be contrary to the 
Constitution and General Laws of the Order, might be expunged. A few only 
of the Lodges have complied with the requirements Of this resolution: Among 
tbpse sent to the Board of Grand Officers, was a revised copy of the By-Laws 
of Tisquantum Lodge, one article, or clause of which, by the unanimous 
opinion of the Board, was deemed to be contrary to the true principles and 
spirit of Odd Fellowship, and by their advice, the Grand Master, acting under 
the aforesaid resolution, directed the objectionable article to be expunged.” 

The action of the Board of Grand Officers alluded to in the above quotation, 
was deemed to be contrary to the resolution passed by the Grand Lodge at its 
February session ; as the Grand Master’s Report fully proves in itself, inas- 
much as the reason alleged for causing the said article to be expunged, was 
not that it was contrary to either the Constitution or the general laws of the 
Order, but what was in their opinion, contrary to the true spirit and principles 
of the Order. Whereupon it was voted, that the Past Grands of the Lodges 
be a Committee to draft resolutions expressive of their opinions of the subject, 
to be seat to tbe Right Worthy Grand Lodge, and to all the subordinate. 
Lodges in the State. 

The Committee brought forth the following resolutions, and they were 
adopted by the Lodges, viz : u 

Resolved , That these Lodges do not deem the article which was inserted in 
the By-Laws of Tisquantum Lodge, as in anyway conflicting with the Consti- 
tution and General Laws, or the true spirit and principles of Odd Fellowship. 
Therefore we most respectfully dissent from the decision of the Board of Grand 
Officers, in expunging the said article from their By-Laws. 

: And also we think it no more than just and right that each Lodge should 
have the privilege of adopting a By-Law respecting this subject, to prevent 
the evils of intemperance being entailed upon them with impunity. 

" Resolvkd, That our Representatives be, and are hereby instructed, to press 
this matter upon the consideration of the Grand Lodge, and use their influence 
t& cause a reversion of the decision of the Board of Grand Officers. 

And, to do we earenestly call for its co-operation in 

assisting us in obtaining this most desirable object.

Holman, of Harvard Lodge, No. 60, and 
b^li^ng the intentions of both parties were for the good of the Order, we 
therefore move —

" Moved, That the Resolution of Br. Ely be adopted. 

•* A call having been made for the vote by representation, it was 
taken and decided in the affirmative. Yeas, 47. Nays, 19.

During the balloting upon the above resolution, a question arose 
in regard to the right of Nonotuck Lodge to a vote, their repre- 
sentative having been elected R. W. G. Warden.

Master decided that inasmuch as the G. Warden had been sent as 
a Representative from the Nonotuck Lodge, notwithstanding his 
election to the office of Grand Warden, he should be entitled to his 
vote as representative from that Lodge until it should have had 
opportunity to take notice of his election.

To the JR. W ’. Grand Lodge of Massachusetts : 

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Grand Master’s Re- 
port as pertained to exciting topics, respectfully report, 

That, as a general rule, the different subjects of philanthropy and reform 
should be left to members of the Order, to be cherished by them as citizens, 
rather than to be made the subject of interest and debate in our Lodges. There 
are, however, exceptions to this rule; and the exceptions pertain to such sub- 
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jects as directly affect - the character of the Order in community, or the 
immediate welfare of individuals. 

Such we consider the temperance question. In the Constitution of subordi- 
nate Lodges, in our instruction of members, and in our professions before the 
community, we lay high profession to moral character. Consistency, and & 
proper regard for our reputation, demaad that we sustain such profession. 

We are bound by the spirit and regulations of Odd Fellowship to be angels 
of love to one another; to encourage the right, to rebuke the wrong. 

And, whereas we find temperance enjoined in the unerring 1 standard of truth, 
and a wo pronounced upon him that putteth the cup to his neighbor’s lips; 
whereas intemperence is an offence to the Order, a reproach to the brother- 
hood, a fruitful source of domestic misery and personal shame; and whereas 
the sale of ardent spirit, as a general principle, leads to the temptation of indi- 
viduals, and whereas the great mass of persons engaged in this State, in the 
sale of intoxicating drinks, are coing it in direct violation of the laws of the 
State, which laws, as good Odd Fellows, we are bound to obey and support— 
therefore, 

Resolved , That regulations by subordinate Lodges, regarding the habits of 
members in the use or sale of strong drinks, may be in accordance with the 
spirit, constitution and welfare of our beloved Order.

That by reference to Clause 2, Article 6 of the Constitution of Subordi- 
nate Lodges, we find that no alteration can be made to said Constitution 
“ except on motion made in Grand Lodge at a regular quarterly meeting, no- 
tice of which motion shall be immediately transmitted to the Subordinate 
Lodges, and adopted by the Representatives of a majority of said Lodges 
present at its annual session.” We are therefore of opinion that no action 
can be had on said proposed alterations at this Session.

which would not be in effect an amendment of the Constitution.

The Grand Lodge having neglected to take up a contribution 
for the relief»of Bro. Davis, as per vote of yesterday, Bro. Drew 
submitted the following Resolution, which was adopted. 

Resolved — That the Grand Lodge present Bro. Davis with the sum of fifty 
dollars from the funds of this Grand Lodge. 

Bro. Barr, offered the following amendment to the Constitution 
of this Grand Lodge : — 

The undersigned would offer for the consideration of this Grand Lodge, the 
following amendment to the Constitution, viz : — 

Strike out Clause 3rd of Article 2d, Grand Lodge Constitution, and insert 
the following. “ The representation of each Lodge which has duly reported 
to the Grand Lodge at the annual session, fifty members or more in full mem- 
bership, shall be entitled to two votes, and each which has reported a less 
number shall be entitled to one vote, when questions are determined by repre- 
aentation, which vote shall always be ascertained by polling the representa- 
tives of each subordinate separately, and a majority of those present shall be 
•deemed as the vote of the Lodge they represent. When the numbers of a 
representation are equally divided, the Lodge they represent shall be deemed 
as not giving a vote. The Ayes and Nays shall be recorded when the vote is 
taken by representation.” 

The following By-Law, offered at the May session, (page 278,) 
was then considered, and, on motion, it was indefinitely postponed: 

‘‘The N. G. of each Lodge, under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, 
ehall read, or cause to be read, the Constitution, By-Laws and Proceedings of 
the R. W. Grand Lodge, once in each quarter ; and failing to perform the 
same, shall be subject to the censure of the M. W. Grand Master.” 

On motion of Bro. Lord, the communications and resolutions of 
Lowed Lodge were taken from the table, and, on motion, inde- 
finitely postponed. 

On motion, it was — 

Voted , That the Grand Officers have authority to hire the room adjoining 
that new occupied as the office of the Grand Lodge, and furnish the same, and 
should the Grand Encampment wish a part thereof or a privilege therein, they 
be authorized to lease the same, for such a sum as they may deem expedient. 

Voted , That the Grand Officers be a Committee to procure a Hall for the 
meetings of this Grand Lodge. 

Voted , That the sum of fifty dollars which has been appropriated for the 
relief of Bro. Davis, be placed in the hands of the officers of Groton Lodge 
for his benefit.

It is without date, Per- 
centage is allowed the Grand Lodge on degrees conferred, and on one 
Initiation, but no record of the name of the Brother initiated given, or of the 
degrees conferred. It is also incorrect in the whole number and standing of 
members. 

Nonotuck, 61, and St. John’s, 62. Error in Percentage. 

Bay State, 40, is correct if the Brother expelled was a Scarlet member; 

Worcester, 56, cannot be examined. The degree of the Brother withdrawn 
from the Order not given, also error in whole number of members, and is with- 
out the seal of the Lodge. 

Mechanics’, 11, error in standing of members, error in amount of receipts, 
the signatures of the N. G and V. G. wanting ; and is without date. 

Veritas, 49, cannot be examined. The degree attained by the Brothers ad- 
mitted by card and suspended not given ; also error in whole number and 
standing of members ; and is without date. 

Neptune, 113, cannot be examined. The standing of the petitioners at the 
time of the Institution of the Lodge, not given. 

Mutual Relief, 83, cannot be examined. The degree attained by the Broth- 
er expelled, not given j also error in number and standing of members. 
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Commercial, 97, error in amount of receipts. 

Nonantum, 116, cannot be examined. The last Report sent back for cor- 
rection, not having been returned : also error in percentage ; seal wanting ; 
and the degree attained by Brothers withdrawn by card, not given. 

Union, 88, error in percentage, and in whole number and standing of 
members. 

Excelsior, 87, signature of V. G. wanting. 

Oberlin, 28, without date, and incorrect in whole number and standing of 
pnembers. 

Middlesex, 17, without seal or date. 

Weweantit, 81, no date. 

Concord, 50, cannot be examined. The degrees attained by Brothers ad- 
mitted and withdrawn by card and suspended, not given : error in whole 
number and standing of members ; error in Percentage, and no date. 

The Returns from all the Lodges have been received, except Framingham, 
^5, Takewambait, 59 and Marlboro’ 85, in District No. 28, under the charge 
of D. D. G. M. John Hoyt : and of Marine Lodge, No. 96, of District No. 
42, under the charge of D. D. G. M. E. Partridge ; the reason why 
the latter report has not been returned to the Grand Secretary, will be 
seen by reference to that part of this Report relating to delinquent D. D. 
Grand Masters. 

The following is an abstract from the Quarterly Returns of all the Lodges, 
under this jurisdiction, for the quarter ending Sept. 30, with the exception of 
Districts Nos 28 and 42 and Leominster Lodge, No. 86, which has been re-

At the Annual Session, August, 1846, the Committee to whom was referred 
so much of the Grand Master’s communication as relates to the time to be 
allowed the D, D. Grand; Masters to send to the Grand Secretary the Returns 
of Subordinate Lodges under their charge, submitted the following Report 
which was accepted and recommendation adopted. 

“ To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Grand Master’s Re- 
port as related to the Returns of D. D. Grand Masters, beg leave to Report : 

That in their opinion each D. D. Grand Master should be required to make 
their Quarterly Returns to the Grand Secretary within two weeks after the 
Installation of the officers in their respective Lodges ; and if they fail so to 
do* they shall pay Five Dollars as prescribed by the Constitution of the Grand 
Lodge, unless prevented by sickness or some other unavoidable circumstance.” 

It becomes my duty, therefore, to report to this R. W. Grand Body, the 
names of such D. D. G. Masters as have failed to comply with the above re- 
quisition, together with the amount due from them for fines, and to ask for in- 
structions as to the manner of collecting them.

Since the above was written, I have received a letter from Dr. A. F. Stone, 
D. D. G. Master for District No. 35, in which he states that circumstances 
beyond his control* have prevented his sending the Quarterly Reports within 
the time required. Bro. Haven, D. D. G. Master of District No. 30, has also 
informed me that in consequence of the meeting of two Lodges in his District 
on the same evening, the officers of Hockomocko Lodge, No. 79, were not in- 
stalled until the 13tn.

The Grand Treasurer presented his Report, the details of which 
corresponded with the Report of the Finance Committee. 

Past Grands were then admitted and instructed in the Grand 
Lodge Degree.

The M. W. Grand Master submitted his Quarterly Communica- 
tion, with accompanying documents, which was read, and, on mo- 
tion, referred to a Committee of three, for the purpose of dividing 
the subjects therein contained in such manner that they may be 
separately considered by this Grand Lodge. 

The Chair appointed Bros. C. H. White, Edwin Brown, and W. 
W. Barker. 


GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge , J. O. O. F. 

Mr Brothers : — I congratulate you on the expiration of one quarter of our 
present administration. This expiring quarter demands of us, as it takes its 
leave, What hast thou done ? 

It becomes my duty to lay before you the answer to this question. I pro- 
ceed, therefore, to state, as briefly as may be, my official acts in connexion 
with those of my Counsel, the Board of Grand Officers, and my Deputies, for 
the quarter just ended. 

At the last meeting of this body, sundry matters were referred to the Board 
of Grand Officers, with power to act, viz. : 1st. Page 338 : “ To arrange the 
Districts.” 2d. Page 344 : “To procure an appropriate Jewel for the P. G. 
M.” 3d. Page 344 : “To hire the room adjoining that now occupied as the 
office of this Grand Lodge, and furnish the same ; and, should the Grand En- 
campment wish a part thereof, or privilege therein, they be authorized to lease 
the same for such sum as they may deem expedient.” 4th. Page 344 : “ To 
procure a hall for the meeting of this Grand Lodge.” 

I called a meeting of the Board on the 11th of August, to attend to this busi- 
ness, at which our 115 working Lodges were divided into 42 Districts, for 
which I appointed the corresponding number of D. D. G. M.’s, for which di- 
visions and appointments see printed Proceedings of this body for the August 
Term, except for Districts No. 8, 16, 18, 31, 33, and 35 ; the appointments of 
which being declined, I have since appointed for District No. 8, George T. 
Barney, of Middlesex Lodge ; for District No. 16, W. W. Barker, of Crescent 
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Lodge ; for District No. 18, A. B. Ely, of Massachusetts Lodge ; for District 
No. 31, Clark Partridge, of Tisquantum Lodge ; for District No. 33, B. V. 
Stevenson, of Wachusett Lodge ; and for District No. 35, A. F. Stone, of Po- 
comptuck Lodge. We also made arrangements to procure the P. G. M.’s 
Jewel, which has been done. Also, to hire the room adjoining our office, at a 
rent of $100 per annum. To lease the use in common of both rooms to the 
Grand Encampment, at a rent of $100 per annum, (so that our expense of 
rents is not increased,) and to furnish the room for about $100. The fourth 
item of business, the procuring of a less noisy room for our meeting on this 
occasion, has been attended to, but without success, in consequence of the 
great increase of expense in procuring such an one as would authorize the re-, 
inoval. 

• At the same meeting of the Board, application was made to us for the loan 
of $500 of our funds, on a mortgage of real estate at Northampton. The land 
to be mortgaged as security, was found to be ample, without the buildings 
thereon. They were, however, insured against fire, the policy being in the 
keeping of the Grand Warden, and the papers made out to the Grand Trea- 
surer, in trust for the Grand Master, as such. 

On the 2d of September, I dedicated, by my Deputy, Charles H. White, the 
new Hall for the use of Lancaster Lodge, No. 89, by the name of Nashaway 
Hall. 

On the 17th of September, with others of the Board of Grand Officers, I was 
present at the great gathering of Odd Fellows in the City of Philadelphia, at 
which Massachusetts was honorably and numerously represented ; and I take 
this opportunity to tender the thanks of the Grand Master to the Grand Mar- 
shal of the Massachusetts delegation on that day, for his laborious and faithful 
services on that trying occasion. It gives me great pleasure to state that your 
Grand Officers were politely furnished with carriages for the procession and 
tickets for the levee. 

I take this occasion, also, to suggest the propriety of not allowing our State 
Banner to be used, except when suspended upon its frame, or lying flat in its 
case, or a box of its size, as it is too valuable to be exposed to the injury con- 
sequent on being packed closely. 

Sept. 29th. My Deputy of the first District granted a dispensation to Shaw- 
mut Lodge to confer the five Degrees on Br. A. P. Chapman “ the same even- 
ing, urgent necessity having been proved.” 

Sept. 30th. I granted a dispensation to Washington Lodge, No. 5, to confer 
the five degrees on three Brothers. 

Oct. 7th. In consequence of my Deputy, A. J. P. Whitcomb, of District No. 
10, being unable to attend to the duty, I installed the officers of Washington 
Lodge, No. 5, assisted by my Bro. Horace Williams, as Deputy, for a part of 
my official duties. 

Oct. 9th. I dedicated the new Hall for the use of Fredonian Lodge, by the 
name of Fredonian Hall. 

Oct. 14th. I received from Woronoco Lodge, No. 74, Westfield, a communi- 
cation requesting permission to publish in the Westfield Standard, a letter 
from the Rev. J. Ricketts, in consequence of the following circumstances. 

On the 29th June, the said Ricketts was initiated into their Lodge, and ow- 
ing, as it would seem, to the strong disapprobation shown by some members 
of his communion, on account of his having united with the Order, he addressed 
the following letter to the Lodge at their next meeting : 

u To the members of Woronoco Lodge , in Westfield , assembled July 7, 1846. 

Dear Brothers : — To you it is known that last Monday evening I united 
with you, and I can assure you that I saw nor heard anything during my ini- 
tiation which I considered improper, or in the least objectionable. But such 
is my relation to the church as a minister of the gospel, and the feelings of 
the people of my charge, that I am led from a sense of duty to dissolve my 
connexion with your honorable body. To my vows I shall forever keep. 

Dear Brothers, such are my circumstances, that, if it would not violate your 
constitution, and if it is agreeable to minds of the brethren to refund my 
money, it would be very thankfully received. 

Yours affectionately, 

(Signed) John Ricketts.” 
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Simultaneously there appeared in the Standard an editorial article, intimat- 
ing that Mr. Ricketts had left the Order in consequence of his disapprobation 
of it. On the strength of his letter to the Lodge, it was denied in conversa- 
tion that Mr. R. did disapprove of the Order. Mr. Ricketts was then request- 
ed to state in the Standard the facts in the case — on which he endeavored to 
take such a course as would not falsify his letter to the Lodge, and at the 
same time satisfy the members of his communion. The result was, as is usual 
in such cases — he offended both parties. This produced such a degree of ex- 
citement, and in him of irritation, that he came out in the next Standard with 
the most decided and bitter denunciations against the Order, declaring that he 
. was thrown into so great dread by “ the awful terrors” of the initiation, “ as 
to disqualify him to form a fair and proper judgment upon the matter.” At 
this state* of the case the communication from the Lodge, requesting permis- 
sion to publish his letter, was written. 

I laid the subject before a meeting of the Board, by whom it was recom- 
mended to grant their request to publish Mr. R.’s letter, with a short commu- 
nication, prepared by the Board, which was to be final on their part. I also 
addressed them a letter, urging upon them forbearance, gentleness,, and good 
will. These papers will be laid before you, marked (A.) 

Oct. 20. I granted a dispensation to Covenant Lodge to confer the five De- 
grees on a brother. 

Oct. 22. I dedicated, by my Deputy, Bro. Charles H. White, a new Hall 
for the use of Marlboro’ Lodge. 

The subject I would next allude to, has come before you on a former occa- 
sion, with reference to another Lodge. But I deem it mv duty to call your 
attention to Section 4, Article 9, of the By-Laws of Franklin Lodge, No. 23, 
(see document marked B.) in which, speaking of offences committed by their 
own members, they add, “ If he be a visitor, he shall never enter the Lodge 
again, unless complying with the above rule.” It is evident that our Order 
intends to maintain a catholicity throughout their jurisdiction, so that mem- 
bers of different Lodges can visit each other, by complying with certain con- 
stitutional regulations. For an individual Lodge to add to these requirements, 
would be to introduce a system of nullification against the Federal Constitu- 
tion of the Order. Their redress must be to prefer charges against the offen- 
der to his own Lodge. 

I call your attention next to the Reports of the D. D.’s, so far as they have 
been received. 

District No. 1 is reported to be in a prosperous condition, with the excep- 
tion of the funds of two of the Lodges. “ The financial affairs of Massachu- 
setts and Montezuma Lodges (says the Report) are not in as prosperous con- 
dition as might be wished. The gross receipts of the former exceeds 
but little the amount paid for benefits and special votes of relief, and 
the entire receipts of the latter fall short of the amount expended for 
those purposes. Each of these Lodges, however, have quite a large fund ; — 
the Massachusetts a fund of more than $4,000 ; the Montezuma a fund 
rising $2,000.” 

Report of District No. 2 was received too late to give its principal sugges- 
tion the attention it deserves respecting the financial concerns. As I shall, 
however, have occasion to comment on the same general subject at large, it is 
less important. 

Report of District No. 3 makes no comment. 

Report of District No. 4 states that the attendance at the Lodge meetings 
“ has not been as general as could be desired but that good order 
“ harmony, and good-will prevails among the members of the different 
Lodges.” 

Report of District No. 5 says, “ The spirit of harmony, as well as the 
friendly connexions which exist between them (the Lodges) is worthy of all 
praise.” 

Report of District No. 6 not received. 

District No. 7 is stated to be prosperous, “ the only strife existing appears 
to be which can best work and best agree.” 

Report of District No. 8 makes no comment. 
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District No. 9 is reported to be in good condition, though but little work has 
been done the past quarter. 

District No. 10 has nothing reported of it requiring comment. 

Report of District No. 11 not received. 

It is stated of District No, 12, that Golden Rule Lodge is small, and has 
made no additions the past quarter ; but that in good order and good spirit 
this Lodge excels. Columbian Lodge is stated to have suffered much from 
sickness and affliction. 

Report of District No. 13 not received. 

District No. 14 is reported favorably of. “ Merrimack Lodge, (says the 
Report) is truly one of the veteran Lodges, having withstood the terrible op* 
position that assailed our Order in our early history. Among their P. G’s are 
one P. G. Master and P. D. G. Master.” 

Districts Nos. 15 and 16 are reported as doing well. 

Report of District No. 17 makes no comment. 

Reports of Districts Nos. 18 and 19 not received. 

Reports of District No. 20 gives us the good intelligence that “ Groton 
Lodge is in a much more prosperous condition,” and likely to discharge all its 
debts. 

Report of District No. 21, — no comment of importance is made. 

District No. 22 is reported in a prosperous condition. The difficulties with 
which Excelsior Lodge has had to contend “from without” “ have passed 
harmlessly by.” 

Report of District No. 23 not received. 

Report of District No. 24 reports all doing well. 

In District No. 25, two Lodges are reported as irregular in voting, and one 
in the work. The Report recommends an annual meeting of all the D. Depu- 
ties, in order to correct any irregularities in the work. 

District No. 26 is reported to be in a promising condition. 

Report of District No. 27. “ The Cape (says the Report) speaks well for 
Odd Fellowship “ and the Lodges are particularly careful whom they re- 
ceive into their midst.” 

Report of District No. 28 not received. 

District No. 29 is reported to be very prosperous. Grafton Lodge unusu- 
ally so. 

District No. 30 is reported to be doing very well, except Hockomocko Lodge 
No. 79, whose condition is critical, owing to the fact, that, while yet in her 
opening prosperity, four Lodges Were chartered too near her, and thus they 
have drawn off from her many of their numbers and most of their resources. 
A petition from this Lodge will be laid before you, marked (B.) 

Report of District No. 31 not received. 

District No. 32 is reported to be “ free from internal dissensions and local 
troubles,” and that their “ great uniformity and accuracy in the work deserves 
commendation.” 

Report of District No. 33. In Nazarene Lodge it is stated there have been 
no initiation, owing to a difficulty between two of its members, Several stand 
ready to be proposed as soon as the difficulty is settled. What this difficulty 
is, is not stated. It ought to have been, and I suggest the propriety of its here 
being inquired into. 

Report of District No. 34 not received. 

The Report from District No. 36 states that “ the Lodges therein are proba- 
bly in as prosperous a state as any in the Commonwealth.” “ There is not 
however, that uniformity in the work (says the Report) which I should be 
glad to witness, and which it shall be my aim to promote.” In thus having 
the subject of uniformity in the work alluded to, I take this opportunity to 
recommend that the Bible be retained in all our Lodges, as a necessary part 
of the furnishing of the Lodge, agreeable to the recommendation of the Grand 
Secretary of the U. S. ########## This usage is not incon- 
sistent with any regulation, and it will be, I think, highly salutary in 
giving # # # # , as I am happy to say from my acquaintance with our 
Brotherhood in Massachusetts, that there is not a fanatical and bigoted, 
but a healthful reverence for the great landmarks and institutions of our 
religion.

The Report of District No. 35 further suggests “the propriety of summon- 
ing all the D. D. G. Masters in the State to meet the officers of the Grand 
Lodge for instruction at least once a year.** 

Reports of Districts Nos. 36 and 37 not received. 

Report of District No. 33 makes no particular comments. 

The Deputy of District No. 39 wishes to correct an unfavorable impression 
liable to be made by the Report of the Deputy of his District for the preceding 
quarter, in which it was stated that “ Ocean Lodge have spent all their funds 
to fit up their hall.” He therefore remarks that “ at the time of said report, 
Ocean Lodge did not owe a dollar, and had between tw r o and three hundred 
dollars in funds.” 

Of District No. 40 nothing of importance is reported. 

Report of District No. 41 states that “ Nantucket Lodge, which constitutes 
this District, suffered much by the late fire, and that it issued a circular to the 
Lodges, which, in many instances, has been nobly responded to. / 

Report of District No. 42 is not received. 

Since the completing of my Report I have received the Report of the D. D. 
of District No. 19, in which I am informed that Lafayette Lodge of said Dis- 
trict has refunded the initiation fee of their Chaplain, which, . being contrary 
to our regulations, it is my duty to report to you. 

I have thus given you a brief digest of all the subjects of interest in the 
Reports received up to yesterday. These reports are at your disposal, marked 
(C.) 

In calling your attention to the state of the Order in Massachusetts, I am 
aware, that, at first blush, it will appear to be in a less prosperous condition 
than it has been the few years past. We may, however, remember that all 
the heat, excitement, and huzzaing at the commencement of a race, are not so 
much a proof of valor as the steady though quiet perseverance of the middle 
of the course. It is this which gives hope of “ enduring to the end.” The 
flush of prosperity looks gayer, but does not prove soundness like the enduring 
of adversity. The merry noise of the builders of a hospital sounds more as if 
something was doing, than does the quiet and order of its wards, after it is 
filled with the sick and suffering. Yet the real excellence is more in the latter 
than in the former. Thus we, in the bustle and excitement of erecting our 
edifice by the initiation of numbers, seem to be doing more than now, whilst 
we are engaged in taking care of them, — keeping the edifice in good order and 
usefulness, by attending to the morals and manners, the health and happiness 
of its occupants. 

The state of the morals and manners is to be judged of more than by any 
other one thing, from the number of expulsions, providing the discipline is 
strictly maintained. Now the expulsions for the last quarter have been less 
by ten per cent, than the average for the five quarters previous, and the dis- 
cipline, since I have been acquainted with the Order, has never been stricter 
than at this present period. To casry out this system of discipline to the full 
extent of our principles, (which are borrowed from the strictest requirements 
of the New Testament,) will be the preservation of the right hand of the 
Order. 

Our care for the health and happiness of our Brotherhood we must judge of 
more than by any one thing from the amount given and done to promote 
health and happiness. There has been given in charity for the last quarter 
$11,030, which is more than five-elevenths beyond the average on the five 
preceding quarters. 

Thus far, then, we have done well. But I feel it my duty here to call your 
attention to a subject which has occupied much of my thoughts and some of 
my anxieties for the year past. As Odd Fellows, we promise well. We have 
promised to take care of each other, by the payment of certain benefits 
and expenses. It is well. But beware lest we be hereafter upbraidingly 
told, “ It is better not to promise, than to promise and not perform.” See to 
it that we be not hereafter compared to the son, who, when his father said, 
“ Son, go work to-day in my vineyard,” answered, “ I go, sir, — but went 
not.” 

Odd Fellowship has promised certain things, and this Grand Lodge is the 
guardian of Odd Fellowship in this State. It is opr duty, therefore, to see 
that the pledges which have been given in the name of the Brotherhood, be 
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redeemed in good faith. Otherwise, whatever blame may be cast upon any 
individual Lodge for not fulfilling its obligations, must ultimately come, with 
its withering force, upon this body, for allowing our dependencies to lead 
others to trust to them m the season of sickness and the day of death, and 
then fail them in their extremities A result like this would be neither 
Friendship nor Love, and surely not Truth. If this is ever done in this State, 
the guilt must be laid at the door of this Grand Lodge. For it is a principle 
of common law, that, to have the power to prevent an evil and not prevent it, 
is to be guilty of the evil. We have the power now to prevent this evil. Let 
us do it, ana at once, or we may see the stain of broken faith cast upon our 
escutcheon of honor and our pure banner of Massachusetts trampled in the 
dust. 

I speak advisedly on this subject. The evil is not the creature of my fears 
nor of my imagination. Would to God it were. But many of us know from 
the state of the funds of our own Lodges, that even now while we have yet 
but few who are suffering from the decrepitude of age, those funds are dimin- 
ishing. The D. G. Masters of the 1st and 2d Districts report to me that Lodges 
in their districts are even now, as it respects their funds, falling in the rear of 
their former good condition ; and I know that other reports might with equal 
truth have contained like accounts. 

The evil, then, exists. Can we remedy it ? Yes ; calculations have fre- 
quently been made on the subject, upon which the healths of individuals may 
safely be insured. From estimates I have made, and from information obtain- 
ed on the subject, I am satisfied that men of the ages and circumstances of 
those composing our Lodges, generally, paying S3, 00 per annum, can be in- 
sured to the amount of $4,00 per week, during sickness, except very petty 
disabilities, and that this amount will also defray the very economical 
expenses of an establishment of an office or Lodge. And further, that, aside 
from the current expenses, $4,00 per annum will insure such a class of men 
against sickness at $5,00 per week. 

I therefore recommend to your consideration, such alteration of the Consti- 
tutions of Subordinates, as shall require the payment of a certain sum, quar- 
terly, which shall only be used to pay the specified benefits, unless otherwise 
specially permitted by the Grand Lodge. 

This is a matter wnich the Grand Lodge ought to regulate, as one of those 
few things upon which the safety of the Order depends. There is the greater 
necessity for this alteration of the Constitution of Subordinates at this time, 
as some Lodges are taking this matter up, and reconstructing their By-Laws 
with reference to this evil ; and in several cases they have been led to do so at 
the expense of violating their Constitution. This I have noticed as true par- 
ticularly of Section 2d, Article 2d, Clause 1st. of Subordinates, in which the 
Lodges are required to pay “ weekly benefits. Some Lodges propose to dis- 
pense with the benefit for the first and second weeks of sickness, and, in one 
instance, to withhold the right to the benefit after the benefits of a brother 
have amounted to $100, paid. The only so amended By-Laws officially re- 
ceived, are those of Pacifick Lodge, No. 42, in Article 6, Section 1, a copy ot 
which I lay before you, marked (D ) 

As there are several petitions for new Lodges expected to be presented to 
you at this meeting, and at least the petition of one Lodge for assistance, as 
too feeble to go on alone, I suggest to your consideration the propriety of the 
passage of an order or vote by which a Lodge may be translated to a different 
town, when suitable arrangements can be made as to liabilities, furniture, &c. 
instead of the granting of new charters in all cases. 

And now, Brothers, praying God for his Spirit of Peace, to guide us in har- 
mony and truth, and urging you to second this by your efforts, I am, in Friend- 
ship, Love, and Truth,

A Petition was presented from P. G. James Kimball and others, 
praying for a Charter for a Lodge to be located in the City of Sa- 
lem, to be known and hailed by the title of — Lodge, No. 
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118, which was, on motion, referred to a Special Committee of 
three. 

The Chair appointed Brs. Drew, Pollard and Wellington. 

A Petition was presented from the officers of Tisquantum Lodge, 
No. 46, asking this R. W. Grand Lodge, to grant permission to 
Ralph C. Hill (an expelled member,) of again uniting himself with 
that Lodge. 

On motion, the prayer of the Petitioners was granted. 

VoUdLy That the Committee appointed on the Report of the Chairman of 
the Committee of Elections and Returns, be discharged from the further con* 
sideration of the subject, and that the report be referred to the Committed 
appointed upon the communication of the M. W. Grand Master. 

Voted t That when this Grand Lodge adjourns, it adjourns at l, to meet at 
half past 2 o’clock, P. M. 

Br. Parmenter, R. W. Grand Representative to the R. W. 
Grand Lodge of the United States, submitted a Report which was 
accepted. 

Moved that the Report be printed with the Proceedings of this 
Session. Br. Burgess proposed the following amendment ; “ Or 
such portions thereof as the Board of Grand Officers to whom it 
shall be referred, may deem expedient.” Amendment carried, and 
the motion as amended adopted. 

■ The following is the Report of the R. W. G. Representatives, 
as originally submitted : 

REPORT OF GRAND REPRESENTATIVES TO G. L. U. S. 

To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 

The undersigned, Representatives from your Right Worthy Body, in the 
Right Worthy Grand Lodge of the United States, respectfully ask leave to 
submit the following communication : 

That since the last session of this Grand Lodge, at which they were elected 
Representatives, they have had the honor to take their seats as members of 
the Grand Lodge of the United States, at its Annual Session ; and they now 
desire to make report of such of the transactions in which they have been en- 
gaged, as seem to them to affect the general interests of the Order, or particu- 
larly to concern this Grand Lodge and its Subordinates. 

The Annual Session of the Grand Lodge of the United States, commenced 
on Monday, the 21st September, ultimo, at 9 o’clock, A. M., and terminated 
on the Friday following, at 7 o’clock, P. M. There were in attendance, in- 
cluding the Past Grand Sires, fifty-seven members ; comprising Representa- 
tives from twenty States, and from the District of Columbia and Canada. 
The M. W. Grand Sire, Thomas Sherlock, called the Grand Lodge to order, 
punctually at the hour of opening, and the preliminaries of business, including 
the reception of credentials, and the appointment of Committees, were settled 
with such promptitude, that the Grand Lodge, after a very short delay, was 
ready to proceed to the important acts for which it came together. But one 
informality existed in the credentials of members, that in the Certificate of 
Rep. McRae, of N. Carolina, to which the Seal of his Grand Lodge was not 
affixed, in pursuance of the form prescribed. He was, after discussion, admit- 
ted to his seat, but the importance of great accuracy in authenticating the 
credentials of Representatives, was none the less insisted upon. 

The very able reports of the M. W. Grand Sire, and the R. W. Correspon- 
ding Secretary were then presented, and were placed in the liands of Commit- 
tees for the convenient separation and distribution of the various subjects 
Contained in them, for the examination and action of the Grand Lodge- These 
documents have been published by all the journals of the Order, and are prob- 
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ably in the hands of the members of this Grand Lodge. So far as they were 
acted upon subsequently to their presentation, the undersigned will state in 
the course of this communication. The following is the only extract which 
they will make, and it is from the Secretary’s Report : 


Comparative Progress of the Order , 1845'— 1846. 
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Dispensations for the establishment of Grand Encampments in Canada and 
the District of Columbia, granted during the recess, were duly ratified, and 
Representatives from these Bodies admitted to their places on the floor of the 
Grand Lodge. 

The remainder of the first day was occupied in the consideration of matters 
of unfinished business^ consisting of proposed amendments to the Constitution, 
(all of which were rejected,) and in the presentation and reference to Commit- 
tees of a great number and equally great variety of Resolutions, both of local 
and general interest. So far as these were approved, they will appear in this 
communication ; but many receiving grave consideration were rejected. 

The important business of the second day, was the nomination and election 
of officers of the Grand Lodge of the United States. The result of the election 
is generally known. We recapitulate it briefly : 

On the fifth ballot. 

P. D G Sire Horn R. Kneass, of Pa , had - - 32 votes. 

D. G. Sire Albert Case, of Mass., had - - - 26 “ 

The unanimous and steady preference of the Representatives of this State, 
was for the unsuccessful candidate. They of course must acquiesce in the de- 
cision of the majority of the Grand Lodge of the United States. But the 
undersigned take pleasure in saying that although their preference was oth- 
erwise, and their votes were against him, yet the Grand Sire elect is one of 
the most able and distinguished men in the Order, and most competent, from 
the excellence of his private worth, his superior talents, his sound judgment, 
and his experience in the Order, to sustain honorably the duties of the office 
to which he has been elevated It is a matter of pride to the Order that it 
contained two brethren of such high attainments, as to render it a doubtful and 
nicely balanced matter whom of the two to select for the chief official station. 

On the seventh ballot for D. G. Sire, 

P. G M. Newell A. Thompson, of Mass., received 31 ballots, which being 
a majority, he was declared elected. 

Grand Secretary James L. Ridgely, and Grand Treasurer Andrew E. War- 
ner, both of Maryland, were unanimously re-elected. 

Upon the first day of the session, Resolutions were presented in regard to 
the extension of the terms of official service in Subordinate Lodges : of the 
terms of the M. W. Grand Sire, and of the Representatives of the Grana Lodge 
of the United States. These were referred to the Committee on the State of 
the Order, who on the next day reported — 

1st. To extend the term of Subordinate Lodges from three to six months ; 
to take effect from and after the first meeting in January, 1847. 

2d. That it was inexpedient to change the term of the Grand Sire from two 
to four years. 

3d. That the Constitution be amended by extending the official term of Rep- 
resentatives from one to two years, making provision for the expiration of the 
terms of one-half of the members of the Grand Lodge of the United States 
every year. This of course lies on the table until the next year. 

The first two recommendations were adopted ; that in relation to extending 
the terms of Subordinates, by a vote of 41 to 15. The undersigned with their 
•olleagues from the Grand Encampment, voted in favor of this recommenda- 
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tion ; and they congratulate this Grand Lodge upon the success of this meas- 
ure, first set in motion in this place, and repeatedly advised and supported by 
the members of this body. It is understood that by the extension of the terms, 
all things incidental, in regard to change of P. W., returns, &c., are to corres- 
pond, unless, as was informally stated, the larger jurisdictions may find it 
necessary to order Returns from Subordinates more frequently than semi- 
annually. 

It was decided as a point of law, that if an appeal of a Subordinate Lodge 
from a State Grand Lodge, upon a question in which an individual is interest- 
ed, comes before the Grand Lodge of the United States, such individual is still 
subject to the laws of his State Grand Lodge, and occupies no different posi- 
tion on account of the appeal to the Supreme body. 

It was also determined, that when an Odd Fellow applies for and obtains 
relief from a Lodge of which he is not a member, that the amount of benefit 
granted shall be endorsed on his Card, and that the Lodge to which he be- 
longs shall be notified by the Secretary of the Lodge granting the benefit, of 
the amount so granted. 

A form of Circular to be granted by Grand Masters, and to be used by Sub- 
ordinate Lodges, whenever they may apply for pecuniary aid, was adopted, 
and is as follows : — 

I. O. O. F— CIRCULAR. 


Whereas, Lodge, No.—, of the State (or Territory) of , is un- 

der the necessity of appealing to her sister Lodges for pecuniary aid, in conse- 
quence of : 

The Grand Lodge of , recommends to her Subordinate Lodges to con- 

tribute to the aid of said Lodge. 

[Signed.] , O. M. 


The rule heretofore established in regard to examination of visiting breth* 
ren was amended, so that it is required that when the Examining Committee 
shall be satisfied that a brother is entitled to admission, he shall be by them 
introduced to the Lodge. 

The following rule, which,' in some measure, is different from the usage in 
this State, was adopted. 

“ That the vote of a Subordinate Lodge granting a withdrawal Card 
to a brother applying therefor, severs the connection of such brother with 
the Order, and relieves the Lodge granting it from all liability for benefits, 
whether the Card is actually taken or not. But if the Card be taken, 
the brother receiving it is entitled to the A. T. P. W. in use at the time, 
and retains the right to visit for the period specified in such withdrawal 
Card.” 


It was recommended in a Report by the Committee on the State of the 
Order, that after the first of July, 1847, all Subordinate Lodges should 
work in the fifth Degree. This was rejected by a vote of nearly three to one. 
The undersigned believing that it is a duty of every member of the Order to 
take his degrees, and believing that if the members of Subordinate Lodges are 
to stand upon a level, they should stand upon the highest and not the lowest 
grade ; that the relief fund should be increased, and that the degrees instead 
of being a mere appendage to the Order, should be probationary steps to 
its rights and privileges, voted with the minority in favor of the recommenda- 
tion. They yet believe that the principal objection is that of present expedi- 
ency, and tnat as the Order examines the matter more fhlly, the change will 
commend itself to the favor of the whole fraternity. 

The Grand Sire was authorized to appoint a Committee of five persons 
from the officers and members of the Grand Lodge to prepare a complete 
digest of the Laws of the Order and to present their Report at the next 
Session. 

The following were appointed the Committee. 

Grand Cor. Sec’y, James L. Ridgely, P. G. Sire, Howell Hopkins, Rep. 
R. H. Griffin, of Georgia, Rep. R. jw. Seymour of 13. C., Rep. W. E. Par- 
menter, of Mass. 

The Report of the Committee on Returns was made, and it was therein 
reported tnat the returns from the Grand Lodge and Grand Encampment of 
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Massachusetts were correct ; the Committee reported that about two-thirds 
of the returns were incorrect. 

It was ordered that the surplus funds of the G. L. U. S. be invested according 
to the best judgment of the officers of the Grand Lodge. 

Ail cards not signed by the Grand Secretary of the G. L. U. S. may be 
returned and cards duly authenticated be furnished in lieu of them. 

The Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts was approved. 

Among the most important transactions of the Session, was the separation 
of the branch of the Order in Canada from the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge 
of the United States. At an early stage of the Session resolutions passed at 
meetings of the Grand Lodge and of the Grand Encampment of Canada were 
presented to the Grand Lodge and were referred to an able Special Committee. 
This Committee reported in favor of the separation and of the establishment 
of a distinct Sovereignty of Odd Fellowship in Canada, under the Jurisdiction 
of the “ Grand Lodge of British North America,” to adhere to the same 
Work, to require the same qualifications of membership and to use the same 
annual pass- word as within tne Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the United 
States. This Report was adopted by a vote of 47 to 9 ; and although it 
divorces from the Order within the Union a most valuable and honorable por- 
tion of this Jurisdiction, it yet establishes a new Sovereignty which will be of 
vast utility in diffusing the blessings of our Order throughout this continent 
and throughout one at least of the great kingdoms of Europe. 

The subject of the establishment of an Institution of Learning under the 
Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the United States was duly considered by 
a Special Committee, and the report was -sustained by the Grand Lodge to the 
effect “ That the several State Grand Lodges be requested to consider the 
expediency of the establishment by the Order of a Grand System of Education ; 
ana to devise and to forward to this Grand Lodge plans for the accomplishment 
of the object should they deem it expedient to take the work in hand.” It 
would seem therefore the duty of this Grand Lodge to appoint a suitable 
Committee to give the thorough examination which its position enables it to 
give to this important subject, and to furnish a deliberate and well digested 
opinion to the Grand Lodge of the United States. 

The most interesting occurrence of the Session, was the presentation of a 
tribute of respect to the Corresponding Secretary. At the Session of 1844, 
a Committee consisting of P. G. Sires Kennedy, Wildey and Hopkins was 
appointed to purchase a suitable token to be presented to Brother Ridgely. 
The Committee reported that they had obtained an elegant and costly gold 
Watch ornamented with engravings of the Emblems of the Order. On the 
afternoon of the fourth day of the Session, this was presented with appropriate 
ceremonies, P. G. Sire Hopkins making an eloquent presentation address, 
which was responded to by Brother Ridgely with great feeling. It need not 
be added that all present shared in the interest, which was excited, by this 
expression of hearty affection and gratitude towards one who has infused 
into the Order the excellence and energy of his own character and of 
his enlarged and liberal opinions ; and who has ever used the authority of 
his high official station, not merely for the discharge of his immediate duties 
but in giving to the institution a determinate and elevated character and in- 
fluence. By an unanimous vote, the whole proceedings were spread upon 
the records. 

A recommendation to use certain forms of prayer in the Grand and Subor- 
dinate Lodges of the Order was indefinitely postponed j the undersigned 
voting in favor of such postponement. 

According to the Report of the Finance Committee there is upwards of 
$8,000 in the Treasury of the Grand Lodge of the United States, after paying 
all expenses and debts up to the last Session. 

The legal existence of Degree Lodges, was recognised in a report of a 
Committee. 

It was resolved “ That if upon appeal to a State Grand Lodge, by a mem- 
ber of a subordinate Lodge, charged with violating a known law of the Order, 
the decision of his Lodge be reversed, he may be reinstated without the con- 
sent of his subordinate Lodge.” 

In regard to the foreign relations of the Order, the Lodges in England are 
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dead, and the Lodges in Wales silent and perhaps dying. The Order in Great 
Britain will undoubtedly be revived through the agency of the Grand Lodge 
of British North America. 

The publication of the lectures, charges, odes and forms of Diplomas, or any 
portion thereof, except by the G. L. U. S. was prohibited. 

A form of funeral ceremony to be used for the present was adopted. The 
Committee on the Digest of Laws were instructed to report a form at the next 
Session of the Grand Lodge. 

A book of diagrams was presented ; which was determined to be a true 
explanation of the unwritten work of the Order, not to be altered except with 
the unanimous consent of the Grand Lodge. 

Votes of thanks to the Grand Sire and Corresponding Secretary were 
passed unanimously. 

The undersigned have thus given a synopsis of such of the proceedings of 
the R. W. Grand Lodge of the United States, as seem particularly to con- 
cern this Grand Lodge. Many important matters affecting Encampments and 
much business of a local application they have necessarily omitted. 

The undersigned hardly need to add, that the Grand Lodge of the United 
States maintains the high rank, to which the talent and merit of its members 
have raised it. It comprises men of first order of ability and of private merit* 
The debates were most able, and the business routine correct and well ob- 
served. The existence of the Supreme Legislature of Odd Fellowship, if it 
preserve its present character, must result in the great benefits and honor of 
the Order. 

The undersigned would mention, that this Grand Lodge will be gratified, 
but not surprised to know that the distinguished Representatives of the Grand 
Encampment of this State, Brs. Ellison and Thompson, received the respect 
and confidence to which their merit and capacity entitle them, and that they 
attained to a high and honorable reputation among their associates in the 
{Grand Lodge. 

With thanks to the members of this Grand Lodge for their support and 
confidence and in the hope that these have not been abused, this communica- 
tion is respectfully submitted.

Moved by Br. Paige, that a Committee be appointed to consider 
and Report, whether it be legal for a Subordinate Lodge to hold its 
meetings once in two weeks, instead of weekly. Motion adopted. 

The Chair appointed Brs. Burgess, Ayres and Barr. 

On motion of Br. Plympton, the following Resolution offered by 
Br. Frost at the May Session 1845, and not acted upon, was then 
taken up for consideration : 

“ That it is the sense of the Grand Lodge that the permanency and stabil- 
ity of the Order require when a brother applies for the Degrees that the vote 
shall be taken by ball ballots, and three black balls shall prevent a brother 
from receiving the Degrees.” 

On motion, the Resolution was adopted. 

Matters of Grievance between Br. Giles and Lowell Lodge, 
were submitted by Br. Giles ; read, and on motion, referred to a 
Committee of three. 

The Chair named Brs. Paige, Pierce, and George. 

The Committee to whom was referred the Appeal of Br. D. L. 
Richardson, submitted the following Report :

G. L. of Mass. 

Brethren : — Tour Committee, appointed to examine the evidence and docu- 
munts in regard to the appeal of Br. Daniel L. Richardson, frem a decision 
of Oberlin Lodge, No. 28, whereby he was suspended during the pleasure of 
the Lodge, have examined all the documents and other evidence they have 
been able to procure, and are unanimously of opinion that Oberlin Lodge 
has not proceeded in accordance with the requirements of the Constitution of 
Subordinate Lodges, and that Br. Richardson has been illegally suspended ; 
for the following reason, viz : that there has been no legal charge brought 
against him, — and offer the following Resolution : 

Richardson be reinstated to full membership in Oberlin 
Lodge ; and that he was, at the time be applied, fully entitled to an honors’* 
ble Card of Clearance.

On motion, the Report was accepted, and the same Committee 
appointed to nominate the committees on the several divisions of 
the M. W. G. Master’s Report. 

The Committee upon the petition for a Lodge in Lowell, sub- 
mitted the following Report : — 

To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Massachusetts : 

The Committee appointed in relation to the application of Brothers for the 
• formation of a new Lodge in Lowell, h av © carefully and deliberately 

attended to the duties entrusted to them, would beg leave to report : — 

That, in their opinion, especial care should be exercised by the Grand 
v Lodge, at the present time, in administering the affairs of the Order. 

Heretofore the novelty of the thing has acted upon the curiosity of many 
individuals in the community, and they have as it were, rallied en masse under 
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. the standard of Odd Fellowship. The excitement having subsided in a great 
degree, many heretofore active, now seldom or never meet with us. The sus- 
pensions for the non-payment of dues which are nightly sent into us, (while the 
initiations are few in number,) show us that our numbers are materially de? 
creasing. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that there are Lodges in existence, — 
Lodges which were instituted many months ago, and that, too, under very 
favorable circumstances, which are barely able to sustain themselves at the 
present time, — and they fear that some of them will present themselves here 
lor the purpose of asking assistance, or surrendering their charters. 

Believing this to be the case, your Committee deem it important that no 
new Lodges should be instituted, unless it be shown that imperative necessity 
exists for their establishment. 

In relation to granting a charter for a Lodge to the petitioners, referred to 
your Committee, they would beg leave, in this place, to make a few state- 
ments. 

In Lowell, where it is proposed to organize a new Lodge, there already 
exists five Lodges, numbering in members as follows: — Merrimack, 188 ; Me- 
chanics, 264 ; Oberlin, 207 ; Veritas, 118 ; Lowell, 66. 

There are in the hands of the Committee the names of 37 petitioners for a 
new Lodge. Most of the petitioners are brothers who have withdrawn from 
the Lodges in Lowell and vicinity. 

Your Committee believe that they are, one and all of them , worthy and ex- 
emplary Brothers, — Brothers who cherish the principles of the Order and love 
the institution, and doubt not that they would do all in their power to sustain 
a new Lodge, if chartered. 

From the Lowell Lodge, numbering sixty-six members*, according to the last 
quarterly Report, there are already eleven petitioners, and the Committee are 
told that others are about withdrawing who have not yet received their cards. 

The petitioners from Lowell Lodge represented to the Committee that they 
were ‘dissatisfied with their Lodge on account of their expenses being 
high, and because the Lodge had not disciplined one of its members as he 
deserved ; and these are the arguments why a new Lodge should be formed, 
— with lighter expenses and no objectional members. 

Your Committee are of the opinion, that the withdrawal of these Brothers 
would materially weaken Lowell Lodge, and diminish its usefulness. 

Wherever there is discord in Lodges, from whatever cause, your Committee 
believe it to be the bounded duty , and covenanted duty , of every good member, 
to use all his efforts in reconciling contending parties, and restoring harmony 
and brotherly love. This, we think, might be accomplished in very many 
cases, if there were no alternative. 

But if Brothers aggrieved, or thinking themselves so, can procure a charter 
for a new Lodge, by simply representing to the Grand Lodge, that, in their 
opinion, the good of the Order requires that a new Lodge should be formed in 
the place, we think that there is danger that little or no efforts will be made 
in some cases to effect a reconciliation. 

In the opinion of this Committee, then, it behoves the Grand Lodge to be 
exceedingly careful, lest by granting new charters, on slight grounds, they be 
the indirect cause of promoting or encouraging strife in the Subordinate 
Lodges, or at least be a stumbling-block in the way of a happy reconciliation 
of whatever difficulties may exist. 

Your Committee are of the opinion, that, if there be objectionable mem- 
bers, in a Lodge, it is bad policy for any of the good and worthy members to 
withdraw on this account. There is greater reason for their remaining, and 
uniting together as one man, and using their endeavors to reclaim the unwor- 
thy,— or, if incorrigible, subject him to the stringent discipline of the Order, 

Though complaining of the expenses in Lowell Lodge, the members 
who have withdrawn, or are about withdrawing from that Lodge, ( thus throw- 
ing a heavier burden upon those who remain,) are yet willing to assume the 
expenses, which are necessarily great, of forming a new one ; and at this 
time, too, when under the most favorable, circumstances, there are few appli- 
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cants for membership, and almost every Ledge finds, under the strictest 
economy, their expenditures exceeds their receipts, and deem it necessary to 
increase their assessments and lessen their benefits. 

In view of these facts, although the Lodges in Lowell, judging from the 
opinions of those Brothers who appeared before the Committee, do not oppose 
the formation of a new Lodge, and should one be formed, would probably 
cheerfully extend to her the right hand of fellowship, — your Committee are 
unanimously of the opinion that the prayer of the petitioners should not be 
granted. All of which is respectfully submitted.

That in their opinion the Clause in Article 9, Section 4th, of the By-Laws 
of Franklin Lodge is a violation of the rules of the Order, inasmuch as it re- 
fuses admission to the Lodge of visiters, notwithstanding they may have the 
requisite Card, &c. &c. ; a similar decision was made by this Grand Lodge, 
August Term, in the cases of Mattakesett and Adelphic Lodges, and your 
Committee are of the opinion that visiters with the proper credentials cannot 
bp refused admission to any Lodge ; but their conduct is a matter for complaint 
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or charges in the Lodge to which they belong. They therefore recommend 
that so much as relates to visiters, be required to be stricken out. 

They have also considered the Article of By-Laws of Pacifick Lodge, refer- 
red to in the Grand Master’s Report, and in their opinion they do not conflict 
with the Constitution. The Constitution of Subordinates makes it imperative 
upon the Lodges to pay a Funeral Benefit, but to receive a weekly benefit 
they must be qualified by the By-Laws; and Subordinate Lodges having the 
power to make their own By-Laws, the whole matter rests with them alone.

Br. Ayres offered the following Amendments to the Constitution 
of Subordinates, viz, — 
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Article 3, Section 3d, Clause 4th, previous to the word “ Treasurer*’ insert 
Secretary. 

Article 4, strike out the First Section and insert, — The regular Semi-annual 
Term shall commence on the first regular meetings in January and July only ; 
and all terms shall end on the day on which the succeeding ones commence. 

Br. Plympton offered the following amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of this Grand Lodge : — 

Resolved , That the Constitution of this Grand Lodge be so amended, that 
Clause 1st of Article 4th shall read, — The Grand Lodge shall hold two regular 
sessions in each year, namely, on the first Thursday in August and February ;

Clause 3d of Article 4th, That the term Quarterly Session be changed so as 
to read Semi-Annual Session. 


A communication was received from P. G. W. Aaron Andrews, 
in relation to the re-instatement of Adam Lodge, which, on motion, 
was ordered on file, with other papers relating to said Lodge. 

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the M. W. 
Grand Master’s Communication as relates to the translation of 
Lodges, submitted the following Report which was accepted, and 
its recommendation adopted. 


To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, 

The Committee appointed on that part of the Grand Master’s Quarterly Com- 
munication which relates to the translation of Lodges, have attended to 
that duty and would ask leave to report. 

That, in their opinion, it would be unwise and inexpedient to disturb the 
present policy of this Grand Lodge, in relation to the permanent location of 
Subordinate Lodges. It is a subject, in the opinion of your Committee, that 
might lead to dissentions and discord, where now peace and harmony prevails. 
It is the opinion of your Committee, that, if this Grand Lodge should adopt a 
rule granting to Subordinate Lodges power of locomotion, this body would be 
perpetually troubled with petitions for removal to places where the accidental 
majority vote of a party might happen to reside. In granting charters, the 
location of a Lodge, and its future resources for numerical strength, is, in the 
opinion of your Committee, a point of vital importance, and one which, per- 
haps, it would be out of order for them to say is sometimes overlooked. The 
Committee recommend that no legislation is necessary on the subject.

Proceedings be indefinitely postponed, which was lost. 

Moved by Bro. Lord, that the subject of printing be referred to 
the Board of Grand Officers; — amended by Bro. Frost, by adding 
“ provided it be no expense to the Grand Lodge. ” 

Pending the question on the adoption of the amendment, the 
hour arrived for the consideration of the petition for a Lodge in 
Lowell. 

The Grand Lodge then resumed the consideration of the motion 
“To grant a charter to the petitioners for a Lodge in Lowell. ,, 

A call having been made for the vote by Representation, it was 
taken and decided in the negative, — Yeas 15; Nays 28. 

The Lodges voting in the affirmative were Merrimack, Mechanics, 
Friendship, Boston, Columbian, Accushnet, Lancaster, Ocean, 
Evergreen, Aurora, — 15. 

The Lodges voting in the negative were Massachusetts, Siloam, 
New England, Crystal Fount, Oriental, Covenant, Warren, Frank- 
lin, Bethesda, Q,uinsigamond, Mystic, Hobah, Worcester, Hocko- 
mocko, Neponset, Chicopee, — 28. 

During the balloting on the above motion, P. G. Edward Bacon, 
of Elliot Lodge, No. 58, presented his certificate, which was found 
correct, and by the request of the M. W. Grand Master, the Grand 
Treasurer instructed him, in the ante-room, in the P. G. and G. 

L. Degrees. 

Bro. White, from the Committee on the Communication of the 

M. W. Grand Master, and to whom was referred the Report of the 
Chairman of the Committee on Elections and Returns, submitted 
the following Report, which was accepted. 
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The Committee to whom was referred the Report of the Committee on Elec- 
tions and Returns, for the consideration of such suggestions as was made 

therein, would respectfully beg leave to report, — 

First, as regards the fines of D. D. Grand Masters who fail to hand the re- 
turns of Subordinates to the Grand Secretary within such time as is prescribed 
by an order, passed by this Grand Lodge, namely, within two weeks after the 
installation of officers, the Committee of Elections and Returns have given, in 
their Report, a list of all delinquents, with the amount of fines annexed. 

In relation to this subject there seems to be two inquiries. 

First. Is this specified fine to be imposed upon D. D’s who. may fail to com- 
ply with the above order, in a general sense, or is it to be considered that a 
fine of five dollars shall be imposed for each of such returns of Subordinates as 
shall not be forwarded to the Grand Secretary within the required time ? 

Second. How shall these fines be collected ? 

In answer to the first inquiry, your Committee are of the opinion that a D. 
P. should be fined five dollars for each of such returns as he shall fail to for- 
ward to the Grand Secretary within the required time. 

In answer to the second inquiry, your Committee are of the opinion that all 
delinquent D. D’s should be notified by the Grand Secretary, stating the 
amount of their delinquency, and that said delinquents shall immediately pay 
over to the Grand Secretary the amount of fines due from them, unless such 
excuse is offered as is provided by the resolution adopted by this body at a 
former session. 

In the Report of the Committee on Elections and Returns, the Grand Secre- 
tary states that it has been “ bis custom to furnish the members of the Grand 
Lodge at its session with a printed quarterly report of the Returns of Subordi- 
nates under its jurisdiction.” But at this session he has omitted to do so for 
certain reasons which he intends to lay before this Grand Lodge. 

In regard to the printing of the Proceedings of this Grand Lodge, your Com- 
mittee are of the opinion that an inquiry should be made respecting the cause 
of the delay in the reception of them by the members. The Grand Secretary, 
as we believe, has ever been punctual in the performance of his duties. Bui 
the length of time that elapses before the members receive the printed Pro- 
ceedings, shows, as we think, a lack of duty somewhere. We presume the 
Grand Secretary will give us some information on the subject. 

In regard to the expense of printing, your Committee would suggest the pro- 
priety of having the bills for the same read before this Grand Lodge, which, 
we believe, has not been the custom. It is, certainly, a very important item, 
and, we think, the reading of them before this Grand Lodge would be highly 
satisfactory to the members.

Resolved , That any Lodge under this jurisdiction that shall knowingly vio- 
late this well-established law, renders itself liable to the loss of its charter. 

The Committee to whom was referred the appeal of Br. D. L- 
Richardson submitted the foUowipg report : —

of Oberlin Lodge, respectfully report, that the petitioner does not complain of 
informality in his trial ; and as the Committee see no evidence of a want of 
fairness, they recommend that the said Richardson have leave to withdraw his 
petition.
